A We think it not to be the 
Cade j for tbe Arteries are found 
to canfift of a Quadruple Coat, 
the third of which is made up of 
Annular or Orbicular carneous 
fibres to a good thicknefs, and is 
oraMpfcular Nature; whicn af- 
ter every JPulfe of the Heart, do 
contraflthe Vcfielfueccffwelj with 
incredibje Celerity, and fo by a 
kind of Periftaltick Motion im- 
pelling the filood onwards to the 
Capillary Extremities, and thro* 
the Mufcies with great force and 
fwiftnefs. For the proof of our Af- 
fertion* 

i. He inftanceth the Experi- 
ment of a Lqvain Phyfician,. which 
»illm*ke it not to be a bare co&- 
jeftare: He flic the Artery, and 
thrtift into it a Pipe fo big as to 
wj t^ e Cavity of it, and caft a 
ftrait ligature upon that, £art of 
the Attery, which contain'd the 
Pipe ^iNow ^heq the Artery is 
*>fe bound to the Pipe, notwith- 



ftanding the Blood hath free paf- 
fage thro* the Cavity of the pipe, 
yec will not the Artery beat below 
the ligature, but take off the li- 
gature, 'twill beat immediately* 
And left it ihould be Objected {a 
this Experiment, That the 
Reafon, why, when bound, it did 
not beat, might.be, becaufa the 
Current of the Blood being ftrait- 
ned by the Pipe, when beneath 
the pipe it came to have more Li- 
berty, it was not fufficient to 
ftretch the Coat of the Artery, 
and fo caufe a pulfe^ but might 
when tkit ligature was taken off, 
flow between the enclofcd Tube, 
and the Coat of the Artery; 
therefore he adds another, "which 
clearly evinces it.

The firft of thefe Experiments 
ttastryed by C Allen , who was of

Q. T*ay what is the Keafon of

for let us imagine the end of a 
Syringe to be placed in the Water,

Air, when deftitute of its pref- 
fure, has by Mr. Boyle's Experi- 
ments dilated it felf foas to take 
j'p above 150 times its. former 
fpace; therefore 'tis plain, that 
as the Arr comes to have its pref- 
fure leflen'd, as it does, the more 
remote it is from theEarth,there- 
foreit expands it felf proportion 
nabiy, which is the Reafonofthe 
difficulty of determining its true 
height. 

Q. Pray Gentlemen, what is the 
c *ufc of Su&ion ? 



phere, is evident from hence,that 
all the Suttion in the World will 
not raife Water higher than 3401*

Q. I have beard it often affirm' d- 
thdtafauare inch of Air is able by 
it's fpring to perform the fame Effeus 
that the weight of the Atmofphere 
doth, which feeming a Paradox to 
me, I defire- if you think it true, 
to iBuftrate it to me hi feme ex- 
periment ; you being, without doubt, 
converfant in things cf that Na* 
ture ? 

A. We will iHuftrate this two 
ways; 1. From the Nature <5f 
the thing it felf. 2. Experiment. 

1. Granting the Air to be a 
fpringybody, which your Qjiefti- 
on doth not defire us to provc,let 
us confider a fquare inch of Air 
in its compreft ftate near our 
Earch» that which preffeth againft 
it of all fides is the ambient Air ; 
Now 'tis evident, that the fpring 
of the Square inch of Air preffeth 



. A \^ c Anfwer, the Caureofias much againft the ambient, as 
the nfing of Water by Sutton, is the ambient againft it : if it dotb 
the preffure of the Atmofphere;' not 
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not, it muft prefs either more or 
lefs ; not more, becaufe then the 
fquare inch would be Expanded, 
and fo take up more room, till 
thepreffureofeach was equal to 
tach other ; not lefs, for then 
the fquare inch muft he iefien'din 
itsdimenfions, therefore it pref- 
fcth equal. 

2. We propofe this Experiment, 
tryed by Mr. Boyle : He took a 
Glafs Bottle able to contain a. 
boat a quart of water, and fill'd 
it about halt full of Mercury, then 
putting into the Neck of this 
Bottle a Tube of above 30 Inches 
long, open at both ends, the low- 
er Orifice being immcrs'd in the 
ftagnant Mercury, he then fill'd 
up the fpace between the mouth 
of the Bottle, and the Glafs Tube 
with good Cement, fo that the 
Air included in the Bottle could 
no way get out of the Bottle; 
and having placed this Bottle and 
Tube in a Receiver, as the Air in 
the Receiver was more and more 
exhaufted (and by cwfequence 
the preflure of the Air taken 
from that part of the Mecury 
that was enclofed in the Tubej 
the Mercury did proportionably 
rife, till the Receiver being well 
Exhaufted, the Mercury attain'd 
the height of 29 Inch|, which 
%asbut-| Ihort of the height of 
the Mercury in another Tube,the 
Oftern of which was preft upon 
by the Atmofphere. That this 
was done by the Spring »f the Air, 
is evident; for the weight of fo 
much Air as was imprifon'd in 
the Bottle, would not amount to 
above a Grain. If you ask, What 
is the Reafim that the ipring of 
the Air did not raife the Mercu- 
ry in the Tube placed in the Re- 
ceiver (b high as that in the open 
Air by one Mi We Auiwer, 



is, becaufe as the 
Mercurv is forcM out of the 
Bottle into the Tub?, the Air 
within the Bottle acquires more 
Liberty, and fo is expanded, and 
by confequence, fomewhat weak- 
er in its fpring. The Reafon 
why we inftance in a quantity 
of Air fo much bigger than a 
fquare inch you may underftand 
from the foregoing words, for 
the Quickfilver riling would caufe 
that little quantity of Air to be 
expanded too much for to raife 
the Mercury to the height abore 
mention'd. 

Q. It has been obferved by mam 
Stamen, particularly by my f elf the 
hfi time / went to the Weft-In* 
dies, that if a Bottle having nothing 
elje in it but Air, be ftopt up with * 
veryftrong, clef e big Cork, yet upon 
letting it down Jo many Fathoms Aetf y 
n>ben I drew up the Bottle /found the 
Cork rtitbin the Bottle. J defire to 
know the $£afon of it? 

4* We have already fpokeu 
upon this Head, but having had 
fome new Proposals about Water 
being lei down ftopt with a Cork 
in a Bottle, We thai] conlider it 
once more, and under one. An- 
fwerboth Phenomena's: Firftas 
to Air, it is to be remarkt that 
the Air where we breathe is in a 
certain comprefs'd ftare, and much 
defer and condenfe than what it 
is towards the top of the Atmok 
phere, or even upon high Moun- 
tains as the Pika ofTeneriff, Mount 
Caucaufus, &c becaufe the Weight 
ofthe fuperimpendingAtmofphere 
lyes hard upon the lower parts, 
as fuch as have read Mr. Boyle's 
Experiments upon the Weight and 
Spring ofthe Air, are fucftciencly 
fatisned in. But to return from 
this digrelfoon, Suppoie the Air 
that is ;n th^ Bottle before it is 
B a cork* 
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corktup, bears only fo much i Air (as Mr Boyle tefls you he 



Weight as a Column of the Air to 
the top of the Atmofphere im- 
preffes upon it, and when the 
Cork is put in, fuppofe alfo that 
the Air in the Bottle preffes juft 
fo hard againft the Cork as the Air 
without; now if this Bottle be let 
down into the Water, which is a 
much clofer Element than Air (a 
fmall Tube of Water being in 
Proportion to the Weight of the 
Air £s iooo(near)to i) it follows 
that fince there is a Cornpreffure 
in Water (its Nature confider'd) 
as in the Air, the Water that is 
oa the outfide the Cork, as it is 
let peeper and deeper, will ftiU 
grefs harder and harder upon the 
Cork, and the Air within the 
IJmtle being only capable of re- 
prefTing or refilling according to 
the force which it had when above 
Water, is at length over-power'd 
by the External Prcffure of the 
water, and fo the Cork is forced 
in. .But as for the other Confide- 
ration (fuggefted by a ^Gentle- 
man of our. Acquaintance) vi%. 
Whether a Bottle plfd with Water, 
that Is Quantity for Quantity lighter 
than other Water (as fome fuch 
there is} and this Water be ft opt in 
with a Cork, and let down into the 
Sea any depth whatever, whether the 
External Water which muft prefs 
upon the Cork more or lefs 9 accor- 
ding to the Depth and Gravitation

underneath. The true Reaftnj 
why aU the Planets and Stars, na^ 
any other Light, appear thul 
larger when teen near the Earth 
than when higher in the Air % i> 
we> fay from the larger %efraftion\ 
which any Object muft hav^ 
where 'tis feen thro' a thicker Me, 
dium ; as is plain in a piece o 
Money feen thro* a Bafin of Wa 
ter, which not only appears high 
tf'than it wou'd without the wd 
ter, but looks larger and mori 
glaring than when tis viewed or| 
ly thro' an airy Medium : And thi 
fame thing the Divers experl 
ence, as any one may who'll bu 
venture his Head under Watet 
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To prove that 'tis nothing but 1 
Ktfr&ion makes the difference, 
let any obfervethe rifing or fet- 
ting of the Sun y Mw», or any 
Scar, and they'll find they appear 
not near Co large when they fet 
dear, as when the Air is thick 
with Vapours* Now when we look 
upon em in the Mid Heaven, cv 
yen there too they appear larger 
k mifty Weather than at other 
times,^as may very frequently be 
obferv'd of the &/»,efpecially here 
in London, and iu Winter-time, 
when he has not ftrengch enough 
to diffipate all the fuliginous mat- 
tf'thatdraws from this greasCitj; 
Put be the Air how ic will, the 
Planets muft appear thro' more 
fyours juft at their Rife* than at 
Jther times, cm: when £hey are 
•Wfttf becaufe when fifing the 
Jjjjwi that are then * exhaling 
fan the Surface of the Earth be- 
&en the Light and our Eye 9 muft 
feeds feem much thicker, being 
ktt fide-mys, than thofe which 
utoj rib firai$ up where we ftand, 
*!&h is the Reafon that we may 
*en fee a ^jjft at a diftance, a 
*w yards from us, but none juft 
found about us. becaufe we fee 
More of the Mift, more Vapours

Why the Moon looks larger 
near the Horizon, when view'd 
by the Naked Eye, and lefs when 
m the tod-Heave*; we have al- 
ready accounted, and from" that 
Anlwer we think may alfo be 
drawn a probable Solution of the 
contrary Phenomenon, when 'tis 
viewd thro' a Tekftope, It may 
appear fmaller near the Horhon

A. We (ay *c:s Abfurd to con- 
lider the whole created Univerfe 
as one Globe, fmce the thoufand 
millionth part has not the fame 
Revolution. 'Tis evident that 
the^Un i$ 200 times bigger than' 
the Earth, as alfo, that the fixed 
Stars (or thofe we call fuch, be- 
caufe they ufually keep the fame 
diftance in their motions) alfo are 
iooo times bigger; and 'tis more 
than barely probable, that every 
one of them turn round upon their 



yards long, and whit is yet more own Axis as fo many Worlds :

Q. What's the Reafon that if you 
apply the contrary roles of two Load- 
(tones together, they will meet, but if 
you put the North or South Poles of 
each together 9 they will turn from one 
another ? 

A. Some Dutch Mariners who 
fearching a Way to the Erf-Indies 
thro* the Northern Ocean, have 
come very nigh the Pole, fay that 
the Compafs there was ufdefs, in 
as much as the Needle was indif- 
ferent to point towards any pare 
of the Heavens, the reafon of 
which is proabty this, That the 
fubcile Matter which moves pa* 
railei to the Axis of the Earth, 
falling then perpendicularly upon 
the Needle has no greater Pow« 
er co turn It one way, than ano- 
ther: It is experienced, that if 
you place a (.oadftone in a little

one is turned towards the North, 
Pole of the other, the lubtile Mat* 
ter which entereth at the;Soucb 
Pole of the one having palled thro? 
C 4 uie 
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'Tis demonftrable that the Sun 
doesfo, by the' fpots which have 
been perceiv'd to move over its 
Disk from one fide to the other, 
and after fuch a time reappear in 
the place where they firft began, 
finling the Revolution in about 
2f {days; the fame has alfo been 
obferv'd as to the Revolution of 
Satnra and Jupiter upon their 
Axis : Befides, the Stars are fo 
ftr from confpinng to help on 
with One Univerfai Motion of 
the whole Created eWorld, that 
they are far from a regular Mo- 
tioQ among themfeives, as alTo 
inrefpeft to the rnoft contidera- 
ble parts of it \ for inftance, the 
fixed Stars themfeives keep not 
always the fame diftance from the 
Equinoftial point, but move une* 
qoallv, fometimes fwifter, and 
fooetimes flower. The Star called 
ty'u firginis , which Timochoris 
ohfcnr'd not long after the Death 
of Alexander the Great, went be- 
fore the point of the Autumal 
Equinox eight degrees. And Hy- 
furcbus 200 Years after obfer.v'd 
that it went before the Point of 
the Autumnal Equinox fix de- 
frees : And 260 Years after that, 
tukmy obferv'd it to be not much 
nwethan 3 deg» and 'tis obferv'd 
at this time to follow the fame 
point 18 deg. by which Inftance a 
Natural Revolution of the ,whole 
Univerfeasone Globe,isvery at> 
ford and impoflibie} and ^here- 
fore if we confider the particular 
pirts themfeives, the Cofemcms 
do apt reafonabiy fuggett , that 
the Motion of the Earth upon its 
o»a Axis once in. 24 Hours, is 
much more proable.than the Mo- 
tion .of the fixt Stars about it , 
which b«ng at alruoft fuch an In 
faite diftaace from it, muft to 
faity their Circuit 'move about a 
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the fame* and going out of the 
North Pole, meets there the

fafting attempted to Atone Hea. 
ven f and divert a Temporal or 
National Calamity, but they ob- 
tain'd what they defir'd — —Nine- 
veh is famous, we might giveo. 
thers nearer home (but don't de. 
fign to foreftall Peoples going to 
Church >by our Penny Sermon) 
one we can't omit, which feems 
to us very remarkable, and 'twas 
what happen'd in onr own Age, 
tifa few Years fmce ; When the 
Turks Tif etc in the lotoeft Condition, 
after their Lofs at Vienna, and as 
we remember , the Long J^n 
Prince Levis had amongft em as 
far as tfijfa, when their Affairs 
feem'd at the; Imeft Ebb that 
perhaps they've e'er biafwee the 
Ottoman Family afcended the 
Throne, they indi&ed one of the 
moft folemn Eafts we've read of, 
throwing themfelves on the 
ground in vaft numbers, and in- 
voking the mercy of Heaven on

fincefeen Dr. Hamond'i and Mr. 
Pool's Annotations 0» the face, but 
yet remain unfatisfied, and therefore 
deft e your Judgment thereon ?

pect they fhou'd fully include and 
reach all particular private Cir- 
cumftances, the' Publick they 
may and do: And that this our 
Affertion is undoubtedly true, 
will appear fufficiently from the 
Pra&ice of our Church, and its 
beft, nay, all its Members. The 
Church we fay ufes other prayers, 
and that even in Publick, befides 
thofe which are properly ftiled our 
Common Prayer, orfiated Liturgy, 
as Sternbolds's Pfalms (We are 
afham'd to call 'em David's) and 
where they are not ufed, Anthems, 
not in particular appointed, but 
the Words Chofen and Compofed 
by Matters of Mufick : However, 
in all Churches a Prayer before 
Sermon, for the moft part Com- 
pos'd by the Minifter himfelf j 
or if ftriclly agreeable to Canon, 
yet not found in the Book of Com- 
tnon ' Prayer that we read in our 
Churches. But yet further, the 
very heft and moft excellent Perfons 
of our Church have ufed and di- 
rected other Prayers befides thele 
before mention'dj We'll inftance 
but in two, tho* we might in an 
hundred : King Charles the 
Firft himfelf, of happy and blejfed 
Memory, did Compofe and ufe 
many Devout and Excellent 
Prayers on feveral Subjects, in his 
Retirements and Troubles, which 
in his Unvaluable Book he has left 
behind him. The Author of Ihe

Q^ W&o was the firs! Invenur of 
the Gag in France ? 

A. in the FirQ Volume pf the 
French Book of Martyrs, or Hijio- 
ry of the Famous Editi of Nautes, 
you'll find in p. 15. that the life 
of the Gag was firft Pr^ftifed and 
Invented in the Reign of Henry 
the zi. of France, purpofely to 
hinder the Proteftants that were 
put to Death from fpeaking to 
the People, ovfinging Pfalins for 
tlidr Confolation, when they 
were led to Execution. Anbejpinc 
(as the Author of that Work re- 
lates) who was the firft Inventer 
was fome Year* after 
with the loufie pifiafe, 
D4 wMfr 
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into fo great a 
1gn*4 to 
which 

obliged thofe 
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w hich put him 
Defpavr, that he deft 
Starve himfelf to Death 
furious Refolution 
which were about him to. open 
his Jtws with a- Gag, to make 
him take NouriQiraent by force; 
fo that (as this learned Author 
obferves) he increafed the Num. 
ber of thofe that have been Known 
to faffer thofe Torments them, 
felves , of which they were the 
frrft.Inventers. This Cruel Inven- 
tion of the Gag did not at all di- 
minilh the Number of the Prote- 
ctants, the Conftancy of thofe 



of bis C$nftancf— *So that amidft 
thefe Gags and Cruel Executions, 
the Churches toofc the firmer 
Hoot, and there were already 
fome that were governed by at re- 
gular Difcipline and fettled Pa- 
ftors, and at Paris it felf, where 
tht Fires never tfent out, and un- 
der the Kings Nofe there was 
one which had its peculiar Paftor, 
which fo incenfed tbeir Enemies, 
that they got ereft certain Courts 
of Juftice which they 'called Bum. 
ing Chambers , which burn'd a 
furficient Number, of thofe who 
pafs'd for Hereticks, to deferve 



who were burned ferving to make I the Title given them ? But of 



more fenfibk Imprefftons upon 
Peoples Minds in their Favour, 
than either their Boohs or preach, 
ing: But Henry the 24. however 
was inexorable, and tho' the dole- 
ful! Spe&acle of thofe he had 
faufed to be burned after the 
Proceffion above-mentioned, and 
tbeir horrible Cryes in *he Tor- 
ments of their Sufferings, had fo 
deeply ftruek his Imaginacion, 
that the remembrance of them 
was a lafting terror to him all bis 
Life after, yet did he not at all a* 
bate his Severities , for they 
Burned after that fome? Perfons 
come from Beafn into France, on- 
ly for Preaching the Doctrine of 
their own Countrey among 
whom Lewis de Marfac was much 
taken notice qf, for that having 
been a Souldier all his Life, and 
being difpenfed with from having 
a fiopc put about his Neck at the 
Stake like other Sufferers, out of 
refpeft to that Noble Profeffion, 
he comptyin'd that fuch a diffe. 
rence fhould be made between 
him and his Brethren, as if by 
retrenching any thing from the 
Infamy of his Punifhment, they 
haddefigned to leffen the Ghy 



thefe and their other Cruel In« 
ftruments of Martyrdom you ma] 
read more at large in The Fir} 
Volume of French Mamroloh 
before recekdd, where you*fl find 
that the French Proteftams were 
barbaroufly treated at their very 
Births, in their Lives, at their 
Deaths^ and even in their Funerals, 
Q. I am a Young Man, and 
have been a Trader for fome 
Years; ltpleafedGod in my be- 
ginning the W^rld to blefs me 
with a Young, Beautiful, Pious, 
Difcreet, and every way Obliging 
Wife, with $ good Fortune, a- 
bove my Deferts, tho ? I believe I 
could have had as. much Money 
with others at that t*me; loon 
after I let up* and it pleafed God 
toblefs my Endeavours with good 
Succefs, in prcferving me frori 
Lofs either in Eftate or Credit 
and having abundance of poor Re- 
lations, I have been very Libe^ 
ral, and an ample Bcnefoftor td 
them. But now the Cafe is ak 
ter'd with me, my Dealings be- 
ing very conftderable, fo conle- 
quently much both Debtor and 
Creditor : Neyerthelefs it has 
mpre than probable, that if I M 
Tub? 
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Time and Liberty for one Year, 
I could get in my Debts, pay all

For the fecond Queftion, concer- 
ning the Third Scripture : It is 
impoffible, &c This was indeed 
the main place urg'd by thofe 
foremen tion'dHereticks: But how- 
ever thus much is plain, that it 
foeaks of an open avow'd Apofiacy 
from, and denial of the Chriftian 
Faith, by thofe who had been en* 
lightened, baptifd, and receiv'd 
the Holy Ghoft, the Power of 
working Miracles ; 'Twas impofft- 
ble, very difficult, as the Word 
is frequently taken, or Illegal, con- 
trary to theCuftomofthe Church 
of God, to renew them again to 
Repentance, to admit 'em to Ah- 
folution, and the Prayers of the 
Church, difficult ever to reftore 
them, even upon Repentance, 
impoiiible without, unufual either 
wavs.

A- This Q. contains in'r f to fay 
Truth, more Senfe than ever we 
faw before urg'd on that Subject 
tho* all the objections may, we 
doubt not, be dtarly aa&erM, 
which we'll propofe as fairly as 
poffible may be. As to tbe objecti- 
on, that Praife is the only pro- 
per Subjeft of Pfalms, and that 'tis 
abfurd to confefs Sins, or deprecate 
Evils, or ask Blefliogs in Singing. 
We muft firft warn him to have a 
a care ofBlafpbemy, and that he 
docs not charge God fooltfbly, wbofe 
Spirit indited the Pfalms and 
Hymns in Scripture, many of 
which are Petitions, Confeflions, 
Deprecations, &c. $nd very few 
without fome Petitions, thro* the 
whole Book of Pfalms. Toinftance 
in a few, what thinks he of all the 
7 Penetential Pfalms, and thofeon 
fonatb Elim Kecbokim, The Dumb 
Dove in filent Places. The 6tb 
Pfalm is all Confeffton, Lamentati- 
on, and Deprecation, except one 
verfe, and part of another. The 
5 ift is all Confeffton, Imprecation, 
and Deprecation, and fb of the 
rtft. But were thefe Sung ? Yes, 
and to Inftruments too. See the Tu 
tie.to the 6th. To the chief Mufi- 
tian upon Sbemmitb, a fort of 
ftringed Inftrument like a Harp, 
as the learned conjefture. Arid 
moftof the other fix are in f crib* d 
to the feme Mufitian. And it's no* 
toriousthat the Collection of thefe 
Pfalms, moft of 'em Davids, was 
tbe ftated liturgy ot the -fewifh 
Church. But are they fit for Chri-

Jutheniick Hiftofies tell us. Co- 
lumbia himfelf offer'd his Service 
to our Henry the Seventh in 1488. 
but by misfortune undertook it 
for the Spaniards* However^ the 
fame Kin& gave Coir.m'iflion to 
John Cabet and his three Sons. 
$obn with the eldeft of 'em, Se- 
bdflian, difcover'd a great part of 
this World in 1497. whereas it 
yvas 98 before Columbus himfelf 
faw the Continent, aud Vtfpufw 
Araericus came a considerable 
time after both. However, our 
Sebaftian difcover'd much more 
than any of *em, frpm 40 De- 
grees South to 67 of North Lati- 
tude, for which Henry the eighth 
Knighted and made him Grand 
Pilot of Mnglandy and King Edward 
allow'd him a Penfion for Life. 

Q. How can Souls att when Sepa- 
rate from their Bodies, and what 
Blejfednefs or Mifery are they than 
capable of? 

A. We fuppofe the Reafon of 
the Doubt, how feparate Souls can 
aft, is that vulgar Error, that no 
things, in the intelleft but what 
was firft in the Senfes ; and the 
confequence thereof, that thought 
is nothing but a neceflary chain 
of Images* receiv'd from exter- 
nal Objects, according to which 
Hypothecs it might be fairly enough 
we think, concluded, that feparate 
Spirits cou'd not aft, not fo much 
.as in Reflection, becaule no 1- 
magesto refleft upon, no brain to 
retain thole Images ; and if they 
don't aft; tt muft alfo follow that 
they are not, chey ceafe to be, 
iince Aftion, which is of their JSf- 
fence, ceafes. If we therefore can 
overthrow the fundamental Error, 
all the reft will tumble, and it 
Teems evident to us that we have 
many things in our minds whofe 
Images we did not, nofevercou'd 



Thought it felf 
is a real, not a famaftick thing, 
this we refleft upon clearly and 
diftinftly, but yet till any of our 
Atheiftical Virtuofos can tell us

&c. itVof, we muft beg their 
pardon if we don't believe it cor. 
poreal, or that the Image of it is j 
only formed ih our Senfes. Again, 
the veryaftofRefleftion onthofe 
Images which we own form'd from 
material Objefts, muft it felf be 
fpiritual and immaterial , 'tis pure- 1 
iy arbitrary, fince there's no man- 
ner of neceflity, why I iheuM! 
choofe out one objeft more than 
another, thofewho think there is, 
let 'em choofe any two objeft^ 
and fee if they can't think of either 
one or the other, therefore no an- 
tecedent neceflity of thinking on 
eicher, and the fame may be faid 
of Affirmation and Negation. Nov 
few deny but Angels think, with- 
out any fuch fanci'd Species or h 
mages. If therefore our minds, now 
joih'd with Body, have yet fuch 
A&s as are clearly diftinft from it 5 
and. if the Angels, generally be- 
liev'd incorporeal, can yet think 
without any corporeal Images, whan 
difficulty will there be in the Souls 
a&ion, or perceptions when in a 
feparate Eftate? Gonfequently, if 
muft be capable of all the bappi- 
nefs or mifery which depends on 
Reflection, which we find are the 
greateft that even this World can 
give us.

A. To clear this Queftion we 
muft take the whole Verfe, 'tis i 
Cor. laft, v. 22. If any Man love 
not the Lord ffefus Cbrifi, let him 
be Anathema Mar anatha i which 
Dr. Hammond thus Paraphrafes, 
«' If any Man love notChrift Co 
u well as to Confejs him, but re- 
u nounces him in time of Ttmpta- 

* tion, as the Gno/Hcis affrrm it 
• c lawful to do, let him fen under 

* the beaviefi Cenfures of the 

* Church. 

But we muft fearcfr-atttle fur- 
ther into the matter, and enquire, 
F*>#, What is meant by AnaAe* 
inland, Secondly, by Maranatbx ? 
"Ay&tp*, which fome think dif- 
ferent from A'vdfrtAA* as Bey 
and others ; the feme is taken by 
Dr. Hammond and others, for the 
fecond Degree of Excommunicati- 
on, the Chriftians having three 
Degrees thereof, taken from the 
fame among the tfevos, and their 
Niddui, Cbetem, and Sbammatba: 
Niddui the firft, which was an 
«^i/ei^©- or Separation, remov- 
ing any Perfon from the Common 
Conversation of Chriftians, fo as 
not to come within jour Rices of 
'em. Cberem the' fecond* which 
was yet more folemjf, after the 
doubling of the Niddui, or full 
fixty days given 'em to Repertt in, 
fchich it they did not, this Char em 
or Herem was to iffue out againft 
'em, tbt fame, as Bc^a, Hammond, 
and others, with Anathema, or 
Execration \ which word is ufed 
for Cberem by the Seventy, and 
this without any time limited, and 
in themoft foiemnmanner,among 
the Tews with Cwfes out of the 
Law of MoJe*\ the likt Execrati- 



ons alfoufedin the N, 7. partial. 
larly by the Apoftle to Simon ifl* 
ffus~—Jtfy Money perijb with thee, 
Tis put here as in moft other 
places, Metonymically, the Thing

Q. Whether the eating of Blood 
he lawful ? ix 

• A. In Anfwer to this Noble 
Queftion, which we have received 
from feveral Hands, we reply, 
That we think 'tis lawful ; and 
(hall give our Reafons why we are 
of that mind, and thai Anfwer all 
the Objections agahm it that have 
come to our Knowledge, being 
ftill ready to do fo by any that 
fhall be further brought, or elfe 
to change our Opinion. 

We think then 'tis lawful to eat 
Bloody 1. Becaufe, Every Creature 
of God is good, and not to be rejfus'd, 
tjf it be received with Thankfgiving, 
which is as good Reafon as 'tis 
Scripture j 1 Tim. 4. 4. But Blood 
fure is a Creature. 2. Becaufe our 
Saviour htrnfelf exprefly tells us, 
That which goeth into the Mouth de- 
filed not a Man, St- Matth. 15. 
11. Confequentiy all Edibles arc 
lawful^ and Blood among the reft. 
The Apoftle St. Paul was of the 
fame mind, as he exjireffes him- 
felf in feveral places, fee Rom* 14. 
14. / know and am ptrfvoaded by the 
Lord Jefus, that there is nothing 
unclean of it felf\ referring to the 
words of eur Saviour before men- 
tioned t Agen, in the fame Chap- 
ter, v. 1. One believeih he may eat 
all things , another who is weak eat* 
e$b Herbs, He is weak, who 
thinks he may not eat all things, 
therefore thole are in this PoXni 
ftrong in the faith, or better in- 
itru#ed, who think all Meats m 
therafclves indifferent ; And a-. 



gain, v. 20. of the fame Chapter 
which he repeats, Tiuu 15. i//« 
tb'tnsg indeed are pure. Agreeable 
to this, in the 1 Cor. &. He feems 
all along to grant the Indifferency 
of Meats, nay even in thofe offerM 
to Idols, if thereby the weak be not 
offended ; more plainly in the 
loth, and v. 23. Ml things $rc 
lawful for me % and this as the pre- 
ceding Verfes (how, relating to 
the fame JdoJythita f therefore 
Blood, a Majori, and as well as by 
InduBion. Again, v. 25. Wbatfo- 
ever is fold [in the Shambles wt, 
But Blood is fold there, if any 
where, therefore itmuftbe/iw- 
ful to eat it. And 'tis his Judg- 
ment that even if you know it to 
be offered to Idols, you are not to 
abfiain on account of your own 
Confcknce, but to eat whatfoever 
is fet before you, uniefs in cafe of 
immediate Scandal ; and what is 
meant by that Scandal \ we ihajl a- 
non confider. 4, Eating of Blood k 
not unlawful becaufe the Prohibit^ 
on of it, was not of the Natural 
but Ceremonial Law, and confe- 
quentiy the Obligation thereof 
ceas'd at the Death oi our Saviour. 
The conference no Chriftian fa 
nies, but the ajfertion will colt 
fome pains to prove, which w 
think we can do, ift by fojjti™ 
Scripture, and then by removing all 
Objections to the contrary. 

As for Scriptures, we thusar 
argue, iji All the bandWritingoi 
ordinances wa^ blotted out byChrift: 
and taken out of the way, CoJ. V 
14. But the diflintyion of Mw»* 
was among tliefe Ordinances, v. 
16. therefore that alio was taken 
away ; and among thefe, that oi 
Blood. 

Again, If u be not lawful tc 
jud^e, or cenfure any man on ac 
count of not observing (his 0** 
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fl/wof meatSythin 'tis lawful not to 
okferve k. The former is plain, 
v. i& Let no mat judge you in meat 
mi drink : Therefore the hitter. 
Laftly, i( this diftin&ion of Meats 
was typing then it c eas'd at Chrifts 
Death, this is the Apoftles own 
Aliment and confluence* Meats 
in general, he excepts none, nei- 
ther Blood nor any thing elfe. 
Bat it was typical, as much as the 
Afew Moons or Sabbaths, v. 17. 
Which are a Shadow of things to 
cm* And perhaps 'tis more eafie 
to (how what this Sacrednefs of 
Blood was Typical of, than of 
molt other things in the Ceremoni- 
&U* % namely the Blood of 
Chrift, by which alone all the 
IkUf Sacrifices of the Law were 
accepted with God; not exclud- 
ing other Reafons for the prohi 
Wring it, of which anon, tho' that 
tiie principal; 

lis now time to come to Ob- 
jections That which was Pro- 
hibited before the Law, under the 
law, and under the Oofpel, muft 
bewitbwfuli This, fay fome, was 
the Eating of Blood. But here we 
deny the Minor, as to the Goffcl, 
ztAzny univexfal Prohibition ot it. 
The Law concerns not us, and as 
for its being forbidden to Noah 
and hisSons,we arefure that fome 
things were Ceremonial before 
theLiw was given at Sinai , par- 
ticularly the diftindian of clean 
fcafts and unclean, known and 
otferv'd by Noah, as well as this 
precept of Blood, Circumcifion 
given to Abraham, Ac. Tworea- 
ioos there might be for this Pro* 
UUtion to Noah, one Temporary, 
the other Typical and Ceremonial, 
but natural. The firft, to prevent 
that Cruelty, Violence, Bloodfhed 
andMarrfcr, which as it feems 
wasfo common before the flood, 
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that God forbidding Men to feed 
on Blood, thereby to keep 'em 
from a familiarity with it, which 
hardens men, as we fee in Butchery f 
whilft on the contrary, the rari- 
ty of its fight might create a horror 
of it, and thisfeemi imply'd in the 
$, and 6, v. of that 91k of Gen* 
Surely the Blood of your Lives will 
I require. Whofo Jheddetb Mans 
Blood, by Man fiull bis Bloodbe fined. 
And this immediately after the 
Command it felf, * Flefb with the 
Life thereof, which i$ the Blood 
thereof, fhall you riot eat. The 
other Reafon is that already 
affign'd in the Mofaical Law, that 
the Bhod was Sacred, and with- 
out ic no Kemifften, accordingly 
Typical of our Saviour, as were 
all Sacrifices. It is the Blood that 
maketh an Attonement, the Life of 
the Flejb is in the Blood ; « I have 
' given you it to make an atiorie~ 
menr, Lev.ij. if. and this muft 
have been the reafon of all, or at 
leaft of the Bloody Sacrifices, of- 
fer 'd from the beginning of the 
World. 

But the moft difficult part of 
the Objection ftiil remains, that 
'twas forbidden under the Gofpel, 
in that famous ApoftoIicalCouncii 
and Canon, A&s i{. 20, and 29. 
whereby the Chriftians were re- 
quir'd by the Holy Ghoft as Well 
as the Apoftles, to abftain from 
Meats offer' d to Idols, and from 
BLOOD, and from things flr angled, 
and from Fornication : And this, 
i. After our Saviour's Death. 2. 
To the Gentiles, 3 . Among necef. 
fary things. 4. And equal d with 
Fomicauon, and eating things fa. 
crifie'dto ldofs, both of which un- 
lawful, therefore alio Eating of 
Blood, and fo efteem'd by the, 
Primitive Church. 

In Anfwer to which we muft 
enquire 
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^uire, Firfl, Into the true Rea-^ 
*°n of the Prohibition, which we 
think we can prove was not any 
thing in Mature, nor defign'd as 
perpetual in the Ghurch, only no- 
ceffafy in thofe times and circum- 
ftances, not univerfally obliging 
Chriftians, the Obligation now 
ceas'd with the Reafons of it f as 
is evident from the Judgment of 
Fathers, and the whole Catholick 
Church* As to the Rea Pons of the 
Prohibition, fome learned Men 
think it related to the *fem, to 
prevent Scandals, and Scbifms, 
tome to the Gentiles, to keep 'em 
from idoldtry, others to both, a* 
xnong whom IMovicus Capellus, 

and to his Opinion we are indue'd 
tofubferibe by thefe following Ar- 
guments. That the eating of 

Blood, Cfr. was forbidden by the 

Apoftles leaft Scandals fliould be 

given to the $ews, and they 

thereby be tempted to Apoftatize 

from Chriftiaoity, appears plain 

to us from the occafion of the 

Council, foqie Expreflion* of St. 

tfames in it, and the PraSice and 

Writings of St. Paul, the Apoftle 

of tht Gentiles. 
The Reafon of the railing the 

Council we have in the 15. Afts 

l. 2. Certain men which came 

Aowtt front 0itdeu taught the Bre 

tbren and teid, Except ye be cir- 

cumcitfd after the manner of Mofes, 

ye cannot be faved\ on this St. 

Paul and Barnabas went up to f e- 

rufalem, and v. 5. Then arofe cer- 
tain of the SeS of the Pharisees that 

believed, faying, Twos needful to 

circumctfe them, and to command 

them to hep the Law of Mofes. On 

which the Apeftlag and Elders 

came together, and St. Peter and 
. St. $amej fpoke what follows on 

thatoccilion. Whence 'tis plain, 

that the Council Was about the 
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fens, and therefore the Decree 
thereof muft have fouae relation 
unto 'em. Which in fa& it had, 
for a Temper was found to pleafe 
both fevfs and Gentiles, neither 
the whole heavy burthen of Cere, 
monies were exacted of the be- 
lieving Gentiles, nor did the 
Church fpitefully deny the pra- 
Bice of everything which had be- 
fore been in ufe among the $ews % 
but forbad what feem'd moft of- 
fenfive to 'em, for peace fake; 
among thofe particular believing 
Gentiles in Antiocb^ Syria and Cilu 
da, where it feems the difpute was 
hotteft, and the Number of the 
Jews greateft, and in no other 
places, nor did this Canon oblige 
any other, as we think we can 1 , 
prove. That the $ew$ were here 
referr'd to, and the Scandal 
'twou'd have bin to 'em bad the 
Gentiles eaten Blood, feems alfo 
plainly imply'd in thefe words of 
St. $ames, v. 21. immediately af- 
ter the Canon : Par Mofes of old 
time hath in every City (of Syria 
and Cilicia v. 23.) them that prcvV* 
him, bt'rng read in the Synagogues 
every Sabbath day. Now where** 
the Connexion, or what reafon of 
the iPor Mofcsl didnotthelW* 
hibhhn of Blood, 13 1, relate to 



the Scandal which the $e*s wpu'd 
take from the Chriftians eating 
Blitod, &c Whor heard it in their 
Synagogues fo frequently and 
plainly forbidden by their p*# 
Prophet. The meaning of their be- 
ing funddifd, is, that thereby 
they wou'd take occafion of fit* 
bling, fall away to idolatry, or the 
like, out of Hatred and Entity t0 
the Gentile Chriftians for break- 
ing the Law ofAfo/Jxj at lew* 
there wou'd be eternal Scbifnt* 
no Church, no Brotherly love a- 
mon£ cheov To pcevenc «**** 
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thcCtarcb did not titer but con- 1 
tiiiu'd fuch wboljomc and inoffenA 
fw Vjagts as miaht be of general 
bcflcnt^s all thefe four were, both 
to Jew and Gentile. 

And St. Paul went yet farther, 
becoming as he fays, all things to 
all men, to the gfciw a 3fw, e* 
ndrcmcifing Timothy , whofe 
Ettber was a Greek after this de- 
«e 16. Afts 1. And purifying 
IMf in the Temple, for no o» 
pet Reafon, but becaufe many of 
$t Jaw which believ'd were 
toloBs of the Law, tSc. Chap- 

' 21. 20. This feems alt dear 

his Writings, Horn* i4v 

sdifcourfing of difference of 

fc«w, ver. 13. he fays, Let no'

Why did he not urge this Canon 
to deter 'em abfolutety from any 
fueh Practices, which was made 
by all the Apoftles,and promulgM 
by St. Paul hirnfclf, Anno ChriSi 
51. atfartheft, as Bilhop Barlow 
obferves; whereas this Epiftle to 
the Corinthians was not/ written 
'till 54. nor that to the Romans 
'till 55. as Dr. Hammond upon 
them* 

And if thefe were fame of the 
Reafons why this Canon was made, 
the ^ens being more zealous 
againft eating Blood than other 
Ceremonies, becaufe fo often and 
plainly forbidden by Mofes , thea 
it was not from the Uto ofNmre, 
oranypofitiveZ4i9, grounded on 
ftanding and perpetual Heafon* 

But this Canon was ufe/ul to thr

This was an ancient Cuftom, 
for where We read, Eifek. 33/ 
They poured ottt B/wi, the Syri- 
ack has it, they"rfr'*»fe it, and their 
drinl dffefings of Blood wete the 
fame thing, and when the World 
grew too nice for fuch Barbarities, 
they either pourd out the Shod by 
them when they eat the Sacrifices, 
or eHe eat it BoytA, and mix'd 
with Meat, Spices, &c. which 
TcrfuUidn calls, Botuloi cruore dijjcn- 
tos, to which tfuvenafsexta tS can* 
diduli Divina romaada porci—— 
feem near ally'd, Sawfages, as 
well as Blachpuddings being facri* 
fic'dto Idols- 

Now the true K«*foit, why 
#Mtf, was Sacrificed (as by ^<wfr 
Priefts, their own) and why 'twas 
catenhy the Heathens, Maiimides 
tells us was this, in his Differtation 
concerning the Zaby, They did 
eat Blood, fays* he,- at their Satru 
fices, believing it the Food, of 
Damons, and that whoever eat it 
was their Brotbef and Friend, as 
feeding together at one Table, and 
even Pdrpbjrus fancies* that the 
Daemons grow Fat on the Steams 
of the Sacrifices, and the Savour 
of Flejh and Blood, whence Dry- 
den's Maximin, l Oft have you 
4 lean'd their hungry Noftrils 
* down; and Ztt«irf»'brings; in the 
Heathen Gods finking up Blood 
like Flier (fere Bekqbub rauft be 
at the Head of 'em 7 and Atbenago* 
rat call their Daemons Titi^X' 
(jLaipivot, tickets up of Rhod. And 
Origen fays, Split /k«k, &c. we 
know no other way of feeding with 
Devils, then if any eat the In- 
trails L Sxta J of the VitHms, and 
drink of the Wine whereof an 
Offering has been made to the De- 
vils r and in all our Stories? of 
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Witches, their familiars fuck 
their Blood. But Wme came at 
terwards in the Hf>om of fM;. 
whcto they had found th« way of 
eating it in their Sacrifices. 

And more than- all this, the, 
theAfcoftle feems fairly to confirm. 
it, for fpeakmg of eating thing! 
tacrificM to Idols in w\JWM«'*to 
the Idols Temple (not in a FrienJj

the Death of Mofes, werenolefs 
than 34$ Years* and abating 40 
we have about 300, which is time

If. he has had the Be* 
nefit of . the Latin Tongue, and 
French enough to enable him to 
underftand an Author, it is fo 
much the better for him, but if 
not, he muft endeavour to get as 
much of boch as will fit him for 
the reading part; nor will ijt be 
fo neceffary for him to trouble 
himfelf farther, fince the ulS of 
Tongues is only to convey the? 
Knowledge of things to us. Tho* 
the knowledge of our felves is mioft 
re<juifite T yet fioce wr attempts 
after 
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after that, wou'd prove unfuccefs- 
ful if by other Studies we did not 
firft prepare and ftrengthen our 
Judgments to difcern things as- 
they really are, thefore we muft 
make it our chief Care to form 
our minds, avoid Prejudices, and 
never receive any thing before 
we are convinced of it's truth, to 
attain which,we think the Mathe- 
matkks the mofi proper to begin 
with ; by their affiftance the mind 
will be fixed and better difpofed 
for reafoning, then to proceed to 
Metdpkyficks, and Natural Philofo- 
phy 5 in the mean time aBoting 
fbme hours in a week, for the 
ftudy of Morality, Geography, 
and Hiftory, in the la'ft of which 
theCuftoms of Countreys, Poii- 
cies and Inclinations of their In- 
habitants, defervesmere our ex- 
amination than the particular Fa&s 
of fbme men. And having thus 
made fome progrefs,his own Judg- 
ment will be fufficient to direct:

lAontaftus was bbrfl in a Village; 
and whileft bat a yoiin^' Convert' 
he grew proud, arid pretended to 
Prophecy, being bereft of his Wits* 
he was much cried up and follow- 
ed, Perfons believing him full of 
the Holy Ghoft; At the fame time 
alJp atofe two Wo-nen named 
PnfdUa and Maximitiay poffeffe&r 
with evil Spirits, 'w>6 fpake' fooliflj 
and fantaftical things; much a$ 
he had done, confirming his 
Doftrine ; NldximWa pfophefiei 
of Wars chat (hould fooa enfne t 
buc the Event proved her a falfe 
Pi Ophetefs; Mahianus taught 
breach of Wedlock, prefcribed 
Laws of Failing, ordained Toll- 
gatherers, and many th£ Utop 
things.

Circumcifion was 
the federal right annexed by God 
as a Seal to the Covenant which 
he made with Jbrabam and his 
Pofterity,and accordingly renewed 
and taken into the Mofaicd Con. 
ftitutions ; in the Room of which 
Baptifm lucceeds in the Chrifti- 
an Church. ThePaffover (which 
was eating the Pafchal Lamb) 
was inftitijted by a yearly Memo- 
rial, of their Deliverance from 
Egyptian Slavery; and as a Typi- 
cal reprefentation of our Redemp- 
tion by Chrift from the Bondage 
of Sin, and Hell that follows it. 
The door pofts of the Houfe were 
to be fprinkled with the Blood of 
the Lamb, to (hew our fecurity 
from divine vengeance, by the 
blood of fprinkling. The Lamb 
was to be roafted and eaten whole,i 
to prefigure the great fufferings 
6f our Bleffed Saviour ; who was 
to pafs thro* the fire of divine 
wrath, and be wholly embraced 
by us in all his Offices of King, 
Jprieft, and Prophet.

tb (hew that Holy Men only can bt 
anade partaken of the Merits and 
Death of Chrift; to be eaten

A. When the Greek' 
was the moft Polite/ th^J 
roon fort of People fpake* 
different from the Lcafw 
refpecl to many barbarous \ 
and Phrafes. It was likewi&l 
fame in B^me^ where 
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to the Obfervation of gfuinnUan, 
the whole Theater lometimes 
made Exclamations in barbarous 
Terms. And we have to this 
Day a Book written in C*far*s 
time,by an Officer who expreffed 
hirolelf like the common Souldi- 
ers in the Army, 'tis A journal 
tftklVars with Spain; we meet 
.there with many Popular Ex- 
[ jreffions that are not to be found 
f diewhere, orabieaft very rarely 
■ Mother Authors ; whereas they 
; He very frequent in this Journal. 
This Obfervation, has made feme 
believe that the Modern Greek 
might be the fame with that t 
•whfch the People formerly fpoke ;' 
Hat it appears by the Exclamati- 
ons upon their Theaters, as may 
Jefeen in the Bf pontine Hiftori- 
Sj^andby. the Speeches made in 
j Councils, where we may fee 
\ Remains to the vulgar Laiv 
age ot that time, that it was 
: near fo corrupted as. the 1 .mtf- 
rn Greek is. The Reafons of 
Change is apparently their 
riag themfelves with the other 
ations, ■ and other Nations in- 
hibiting with'them. The Greek 
fongoe was formerly fpread 
'thro' the greateft parts of Europe, 
* into divers Provinces of Jfia 
ni Africa, it was common in Sy- 
% and even beyond the Eupbra- 
w carried thither by fome Greek 
^Colonies that were eftablifhed 
Were. And in Egypt it was fo 
well received, that it took the 
fihce of the Antient Egyptian 
tongue, which by little and lit- 
tle was loft^as the Greek Tongue 
fteaia was when another People 
'fcame Mafters of Egypt; the 
'.Greek was afterwards fpread fo 
i w, that Sensed fays, Quid tibi ve* 
w in mediis barbarorum tegioni- 
busGneca Civitates ? Quid inter In- 
toipsrfifattt: M&edoriiMs Set mo? 



'Twas after this manner that the 
Tongue of the Copti became a 
Mixture of the Antient Egpptian, 
Greek an d Arabich But the Ro- 
mans having fucceeded the Mace* . 
donians, corrrupted the Greek 
Tongue, yet more, in ftill inter- 
mixing words and manners of 
fpeaking according to the ruling 
Nation. Salmarius believes 
'twas at that time the Anti- 
ent Dialecls were loft, and that 
every one fpoke after the fame 
manner, which was more Con* 
formable to the Attick Dialed 
than to the reft. And indeed we 
have had no Writer fince which 
has writ in the Ionick Tongue, as 
Herodotus formerly did, nor in the 
Doric, as Ibeocritus Mofcus, and 
jtfoft-did. But the greateft deS 
pravation of the Greek Tongue 
happened when Covflantine efta- 
bliQYd his Seat at Conft*ntinople f 
whither he brought a great Num- 
ber of considerable Perfons from 
Home, and as they fpoke Latin in 
the Court and Council of the Em- 
peror, it was neceffarily that the 
Greeks that had any Bufinefs at 
Court, fhou d fpeak that Tongue 
alio, and that the Romans ihou'd 
learn Greek, to make 'emfelves 
be underftood by the People; 
from whence it happened, their 
defign being only to be under- 
ftood, that the Greeks did not 
learn the LU'm weD, nor the Ro- 
mans the Greek,buteach ftrange. 
ly corrupted their own Language* 
After the time of *fufliman the 
Greek was (b corrupted that it 
was not only filled with more 
barbarous terms thaft before, but 
the Rules of Grammar wore loft 
alfo; this Corruption feem* to 
be introduced into the Greek 
Tongue by the greac Numbers 
of Officers and Soldiers of the

Pliny calls them a folita- 
ry Generation, remarkable above 
all others, in living, without the 
Embraces of Women*, without. 
Motiey, Gonverfing with Woods 
and Palm trees, their number en* 
creafed' as faft as any dyed, for 
/Men being wearied with an un« 
profperous fortune, flockt to *em 
from all quarters. They paid a 
Kemence to the Temple by 
fending Gifts and Prefents thi- 
ther, but worfliipped God at 
hortie, ufing their own Rites and 
Ceremonies. Every Seventh day 
they publickly met in their Syna- 
gogues, where the younger fit- 
ting at the Feel of the Elder, one 
reads Tome Portions out of a Book, 
wnkh another well skilled in the 
Principles oftheir Se&, expoun- 
ded to the reft*, (but very ob- 
fcurely v like, the Philofophy of 
the Ancients) inltru&ing them in 
L 1 Piety, 
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Piety, all the Duties tp God, o- 
tbers, and tbemfeNs. Thet 
induftrioufly cultivated their 
Ground, and lived on the Fruits 
of it, had all in Common, there 
being neither rich or poor amongft 
them. Their Manner* were in- 
nocent, being exadl Obferren 
of Juftice, beyond the Practice 
of other men. Its very probable 
the reafon why we have no men- 
tion made of em in the GofpeI,is 
becaufe they living if mote from 
others, never concerned them- 
selves with the Actions of Chrift 
or bis A potties ; but out of a pre- 
tended Veneration for Wifdom 
and Yertue, they negkefted all 
Care of the Body, renounced con- 
jugal Embraces, abitained from 
Meats and Drinks, fome not eat- 
ing for three, others five or fix 

days together, thinking it unbe- 
coming Men of fuch a Philofophi- 

eal Genius to fpend any time up 

on the Neceflitie* of the Body. 
"Their way they called Worfhip, 

and their Rules Doctrines of Wif- 
dom , their Contemplations were 

fublime and fpcculative , dealing 

much in the Names and My ft cries 

of Angels ; their carriage bore a 

great fliew of Modefty and Humi- 
lity. Therefore 'tit not unlikely 

they were the Perfons chiefly de- 

figned (tbo' others that held the, 

fame Principles not excluded) by 

St. Paul, when he charged the O 

Ujjlans to let no man beguile thtm 

of their reward in a volumary hu- 
mility and worfloipping of Angels, 

intruding into tho/e things which 

he has not fien, vainly Puft uf by 

hisflefkly Mind, that being dead 

to the rudiments of the World, 

theyfhoud no longer befubjetl to 

thefe Dogmate or Ordinances, 

fuch as touch not, tafte not, ban 

die not (the main principles of the 
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EJfean Inftitution) being the 
Commandments and Do&rlnes of 
men; which things have indeed 
a [hew of Wifdom, in Will-Wet- 
(hip, and Humility, and negleS- 
ing of the Body, not in any Her 
nour to the Satisfying theflejh. 

The Herodians were fuppofed 
either a part of Herods Guard, or 
a party that efpoufed bis Intereft'; 
that were particularly adtive in 
prefling Men to pay Tribute. In 
matters of opinion they feemed to 
fide with the Suddstcees, for what 
St Matthew calls the Leaven of 
the Saddueeet St. Mark, calls the 
Leaven of Herod. 

ThtSamaritans were thePofte- 
rity of thofe that fucceeded the 
ten Tribes, a mixture of J*ws 
and Gentiles, they held nothing 
but thcPentateuch to be the Word 
of God, that Mount Gera^im was 
the true place ofworlbip, that 
they were the fjefcendantt of Jer 
fefb, and heirs of the Aaronicd 
Priefthood , that no Correfpen- 
denee was tq be bad with ftrangers, 
Qr any unclean thing touched. 

The IQtrreatis were a Branch 
of the Sadducees, but afterwards 
rejected their Opinions. Tbey 
are the true Textualijls, adhering 
only to the writings of Mofes^ and 
the Prophets, expounding the 
Scriptures by it felf, difowning 
the abfurd Glefles of the Talmud, 
infomuch as tbey admit not the 
Hebrew Points, thinking them 
part of the Traditionary Law, for 
which they are hated by the reft 
of the Jews. There i$ to thJ f 
day great numbers of 'em at Ce* m 
ft ant im fie and other placet* 

The Zealots often mentioned 
by Jofephus, were an infolent and 
ungovernable fort of Men ; who 
under a pretence of Zeal for God 
committed the grcatcft Out-ragei: 
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Q^By what means did thePha* 
rifces become fifomerful arfmgft 
the Jews, and why mas our Savi- 
our fo angry with them ? From 
whence hadthejevrt their pretence 
f«r writing the Talmud? What 
were the frincifd Authors ofit y 
tniofwbat refute was it amongjl 
thm ? 

A. Our Saviour was difpleafed 
with them becaufe of their Hypo- 
crifie , which evidently appeared 
by what they taught , they being 
got into the Chair of Expofition 
aboutthe tim« , or a little before 
our Saviour, hecaufe the Prieft- 
hood being degenerated, and on- 
ly fuch admitted to officiate as 
.coii'd pay moft for it , ( for nei 
te their being of the Levitical 
Line, nor Piety, or Learning, 
were regarded, but him only that 
W moft (Joy , ) by which ineans 
they were made ofthemoft illi- 
terate and bafeft of the People, 
and therefore uncapable to in* 
ftraft them; from which, the 
Hmfees being more learned, took 
an opportunity to advance them- 
felves, and expound the Law, but 
made the obfervance of it to con- 
fix meerly in outward performan- 
ces, it not being with them ma- 
terial whether or no the heart 
^crefincere. Befides whicb^hey 
corrupted and diflionoured the 
Law, by preferring their Oral and 
unwritten Traditions to it, which 
was their Lam delivered by word 
of Mouth, the pedigree of which 
tycy thus deduce ; they fay that 
when Mofes was in the Mount 
forty days, God gave him a dou- 
ble Law, one in writing, and the 
other 'traditionally , containing 
the fenfe and explication of the 
former, which #h«n comedown 
he repeated firft to Aaron, then 
filtbamaran$ Bleaker bis Sons, 
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then to the Seventy Elders^ and 
laftly to thcPeople, the fame per- 
form being all this while prefent. 
Then Mofes going out Aaron who 
bad heard it four times , repeat 
ded it to them again; and at 
Aaron s Departure, his Sons did 
the like, and fo the Elders 5 an<J 
at laft the People departed and 
taught every Map his Neighbour. 
Mofes at his Deatn delivered it 
again to Jofhua, he to the Elders, 
they to the Prophets , the Pro- 
phets to the men of the great Sy 
nagogue , the laft of whom was 
Simeon the Juft , who delivered 
it to Antigonus Socheus, he to the 
wife Men his S,ucceflbrs , whofe 
Bufinefs it was to recite it, and it 
was handed thro'fcveral Generat- 
ions: The Names of thofe that 
delivered it in all Ages from Mofes % 
'till an hundred Years after 
Chrift, Maimonid** gives a parti- 
cular account of. At laft it came 
to R. Jehuda, whom the Jews 
ftiled our holy Mafter, the Son of 
Rabban Simeon^ who lived a little 
before Antonius^ and confidering 
the unfettled condition of hisowq 
Nation, and how apt Traditiona- 
ry Precepts were to be forgotten 
or miftaken , committed them tQ 
writing, calling his Book Mifnair 
eth or the Repetition, this was af- 
terwards explained by the Rabbins 
that dwelt at Babylon , with fe- 
veral Cafes and Controversies con* 
cerning their Law, which Refo? 
lutions fome time after were coir 
|e<5ted into another Volume, and 
called Gemara, or DoEtnne, and 
both together make the entire 
Body of the Talmud , the onC 
being the Text, the other tbq 
Comment. The Jews in all lat- 
ter Ages preferr'd this before the 
Law , holding that pf no ufe 
without this, it being the expla* 
L 3 »4tioa 
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nation pf it. R being a little 
Commendation for a Man to read 
the Bible, but if he ftudjed the 
Mijhna he fliou'd receive eternal 
JJfe by it ; that the Bible is like 
JTrff rr,the Mijhna like Wine, and 
the Talmud hkefpicedmne. 
Q. By what power did the |fa-

lind the Eyes of the People* or 
was it by the Power of the Devil?

A. If in fuch a cafe, he that flial! 
borrow without the confent of 
his' Guardian, or enriches bimfelf 
by it,he is undoubtedly obliged to 
pay it, from this inviolable Law 
of Nature, That no Per/on ought 
to enrich bimfelf to the detri* 
mentof another- But if what he 
has borrowed has only injured 
and impoverifhed him, as it ge» 
nerally happens in fuch cafes, and 
the payment of it would reduce 
him to low circumftances , and 
almoft ruin him , we believe be 
is not oblig'd to be fo very exa<4 
in difebarging the Debt, tbo' he 
ought to have fome confidcration 
that he has injured tbofe Per- 
sons he has borrowed of, as well 
as bimfelf, and therefor© fhould 
make all rcafonaWe Reftitution 
he can. But as for thofe that 
lend them Money, if it is done,

nity and Satisfaction ofour Sari- 
pur ; * which Moderation of bis, 
not only in refpedfc to the Socini- 
4*r, but others alfo, made bis 
Enemies accufe him of being an 
Vnttartan,* t\oman Catholic^ a 
Socinidn ; and likewifc unjuftly 
attribute many other Opinions to 
bim, becaufe be was not violent 
againft them.

mind as to be able to endure a 
•ontinuance of their tortures ra- 
ther then fpeak almoft anything 
that is put to them. And fiippo - 
fing it always fell upon fuch per- 
fons as were really guilty of a 
charged crime, may we not rea- 
Joriabfy believe, they would not 
temple fome little addition to it, 
in accufingany one to free tbem- 
felves from their prefent infuppor- 
table pains ; and we have had an 
account of many Perfoni that 
have coafeiTed their own guilt and 
aecufed others whilft upon the 
Rack, and have denyed when

tormented, but they as abfohitely 
affirmed it to be falfc ; thus we fee 
there can be no certain dependance 
on what is forced from Perfoni 
by this way ; and therefore 'tis 
neither political nor reafonable;

nicious Conferences ; and I have 
many times heard it affertedjbat 
God Almighty implanted them in 
Man for his Hapfmefs, that he 
may the better reltfh what be en* 
joys here y and to facilitate his At- 
tainment of Heaven ; which, if 
true, it Naturally Follows, Jlnce 
this End is commonly loft by our 
DefcR in Practice, they might be 
fo regulated and commanded , 
as to render us capable of enjoying 
what the great Creator defigned 
by them, wherefore 1 defire youd 
give me a fhort Account of their 
Vfe y and the Benefits we may re 
ceivefrom them? 

A. SomeofourPafSons arc of 
great Ufc to excite us to the en- 
quiry after Truth , and to en- 
courage us to overcome thofe 
difficulties which we often meet 
with before we gain what we feek 
after. Thus defire is moft worthily 
employ *d,vvhen by the Knowledge 
of Truth, we defign fo to inform 
onr Winds, as to render us Wife 
and Juft in the Condudl of our 
Lives, and in making our feUes 
ufeful to one another.But'the fame 
Paflion is abufed, when it is exci* 
ted only by the fatisfa6h"on we 
have in gaining the Applaufe of 
the World. Yet it ir.ull be Con 
fefs'd.that in (he unhappy Eftate 
we have reduced our felves to, 
Ps&ons the ieaft reasonable arc 
the moft: apt todiredt us even in 
the .Search after Truth ; as for in- 
itance, we are more Naturally 
prompted by < Vanity t Inn by the 
Love we have either to Indrudfc 
our (Wvej? or others; for 'tis too 
cvidcr/. thitmany Peifons apply 
fhem r e«ves to Study, only that 
they uuy rralie a Noife in. the 



World; and ceafe to .do fo, when 
they have no longer an Opportn- 
nity to communicate their fond 
Notions; the faint ihaddowthcy 
have of acquiring fotne glory, by 
divulging their Opinions , main- 
tains, in them a Vigorous Purfuit 
even in the moil barren and toil- 
feme Studies. Bnt if tbey chance 
to be difappointed in their cxpccl- 
ted Applauds, their mighty Zeal 
for Learning foon cools, and even 
in the moft folid Studies inftead 
ofPleafure and Delight tbey find 
nothing but Wearinefi and Per* 
plexities, which makes them leave 
the purfuit ; and tho* Vanity con- 
quer'd their Natural Idlencfi, yet 
Idlenefs triumphs over their Lore 
of Truth. j 

But altho' the Paflion we hare 
for glory is fometimes thus abufed, f 
it may be a means to afliftuiio 
the Service of God, and the Be- 
nefit of our Neighbour ; and w 
are undoubtedly allowed to make 
ufe of this Paflion, when by its 
affiftancewe find our Minds made 
more attentive , but a Caution » 
here to be ufed, that we do not 
encourage it, when our more rea- 
sonable Paffions are fufficient to 
affift us in the gaining our End ; 
and that only too when Duty 0* 
bligesus to conquer andfurmouot 
thofe Difficulties, which cannot 
be done without its affiftancc; be* 
caufe thisPaffion is very fubje&to 
ill confluences, if often engage* 
ing uj into fuch Studies as makea 
fpecious (how, but have nothing 
offolitudeinthem, and is likewift 
of all the moft difficult to be mo- 
derated, we being too apt to be 
impofed on by it, andfo under a 
Pretence of lharpning the Witi 
it fcrves only to fortihe our Pride, 
which not only Corrupts the 

Heart, but produces fuch BlW; 

new 
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nefiin the Mind, alii almoft im- 
poffible ever to be diflipated ; for 
thif Pa/Son augments, andinfen- 
fibly eftablifliei it fclf in the Heart 
of Man, and when it is too vio- 
lent, inftead of aflifting the Mind 
in itipurfuit after Truth, it blind- 
ly eftraoges it, and makes us e- 
ven beliere things as we with 
them to be; we fhoud not fe$ 
fomanyfalfe Inventions andima- 

Sry Difcoveries , if moft Men 
not fo great a defire to be- 
come Authors of New Difcove- 
ries. For the firm and obftinate 
Perfaafionsthat many Perfons have 
had, that they have fquared the 
Circle, or found a perpetual Mo- 
tion, has Undoubtedly proceeded 
from the great defire they have 
had of accomplifhing what fo ma- 
ny Perfons had attempted unfuc- 
cefsfully. But thofe Paffionsare 
moftufeful, whofe Excefsis leaft 
to be feared, and which produce in 
us a defire of making a good ufc 
of our Underftanding, of deliver- 
ing us from Prejudices and Errors* 
toinftrud our felves well in the 
Management of our Lives, whatfo- 
ever our Stations may be ; and 
thefe engage us not in unufeful 
Studies, nor hurry us to make 
precipitate Judgments, wben once 
we come to be fenfible of the 
fatisfa&ion that is to lie received 
from the ufe of our Reafon, and 
arc convinced of the Unhappinefs 
we are under, whilft ourPaifions 
are Mafters, or rather the Tyrants 
of our Reafon. We fhall then 
have no need of other Paflions to 
render us attentive to thofe Sub- 
jects we wou'd Meditate upon, 
than thofe that infpire us with the 
defire of our own true Happinefs, 
and the good of the reft of Man- 
kind.

A. Sin is only a Breach of a 
Law, which none can ftridly be 
faid to be guilty of before he is at* 
quainted with it , and therefore 
the beginning of a&ual Sin can « 
not be limited to any Age, fine* 
the different Education and Geniui 
of Children make 'em orach foon- 
er or later fufceptible of things. 

8± It being every Perfons Duty 
to make the bell improvement 
fhey can of their Time, and no 
better way to do fo, than by ap- 
plying our felves to the Know* 
ledge of Men and Things, and finoV 
ing in my fclf an univerfal Defire 
of knowing all things, and Time 
enough to profecute what I like, 
I have made fome little progreft 
in moft of the Sciences, but fo un- 

I fatisfadtory all my Endeavours 

( have been, as has made me fome* 
thing folicitous to find out the 
reafon of it. I have taken the O- 
pinion of fome Friends, who ad- 
vife me to apply my fclf to fome 
one, telling me I fhall never gain 
any thing by aiming at all things, 
which upon Examination I believe 
to have fomething of reafon in it ; 
for I find my Memory confufed, 
and Judgment perplex'd, fo that 
when I (hou'd make any ufe of 
what I have learnt* my Idea's are 
fo imperfe<5r;,that my labour fcems 
to be ill beftow'd. Nom I am wil* 
ling to have as perfect a k*iotv~ 
ledge of things as my capacity will 
admit ; therefore defire to \nom^ 
whether it may be by a general or 
particular Application to the 
Sciences ? 

A Since 'tis impodible our nar- 
row Capacities fhou'd be able to 
receive a perfedfc knowledge of all 
things, it is much better for as to 
limit our Studies to one or a few, 
M j that 
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that nnr arduous application 
thereto may render us as abfolute 
M tfters thereof as is poifible to be 

* attained in this World ; for by the 

• *pui fuit of all we are fure to gain 
>but a fuperncial Knowledge. But 
•were it polTible for us, by along 

tedious Enquiry,to underftand the 
' true Caufes of every Production, 
and To difcover Nature even in 
her moft hidden recefles, yet our 
Happinefs wou'd be defe&ive, 
fince Po(fe/Iion alone wou'd avail 
'but little to our fatisfa#ion, with- 
out we were able to poflefs and 
enjoy this Knowledge, and fo 
treacherous is our Memory* that 
it cou'd not diftimftly retain them. 
So that it is not enough to have 
a great (tock of Notions,, without 
we were able to bring them to 
Practice, and this is better done 
by him that underftands one 
thing perfectly, than by him that 
has a confufed Notion of all 
things, which is knowing a little 
of every thing, and of all nothing j 
for our Minds being terminated , 
the Objevit of its Knowledge 
ought to be fo too ; from whence 
we cannot think of two things at 
the fame time. And fo our Eye 
and Mind can difcern but one 
fingle Tree in a Forreft , one 
Branch in a Tree . nay perfectly 
but one (ingle Leaf in a Branch, 
the reflection of the Mind, like 
that of the Eye, being made by a 
dired Line, *vhich hath but one 
Point of Incidence: And the 
lead thing, even the feaft part is 
fnfficient to employ the Mind of 
Mm : From" which Gonlidcration 
a Fly detained L,ttcian fo long, and. 
a " Philofopher once txerc'fed his 
Wir for Forty three Years" upon a 
Pifroire. And many Ve! times have 
been writ upon particular Ani- 
mals and Planets, as Apitleius was 
bulied about an Afs, Ctyfifpus on 



« Colewort, Marcien and Diodes 
upon the Turnep and Rape, 
Phanias of a Nettle , Juba of 
Euphorbium, ££c. And tho all 
Perfons are defirous of Knowledge, 
yet Mens Inclinations are vaftly 
different, and fome take to one 
Study, and fome to another, 
which Nature has feemed wifely 
to provide, for Difcovery and Pre- 
fervation of the Sciences ; which 
End of hers wou'd be fruftrated, 
fhou'd we enquire after New ones 
before we have attained what we 
tirft feek after; confidering the 
fliortnefs of our Lives, and theco- 
pioufeefs of the Arts ; wherefore it 
is neceffary for every one to ap- 
ply himfell to what he's moft na- 
turally inclined , for thereby Men 
have only become famous : fo 
Plato, inftead of improving Pbi- 
lofophy, as he might have done, 
followed his Genius in ftudying 
Metaphyficks, Socrates Morality, 
Democritus Natural Philofopby, 
and Arcbimides the Matbema- 
ticks, &c. And on the contrary, 
fome Perfons ftriving tobellni- 
verfal , have failed of excelling 
in any thing; from whence it has 
been they have been counted Ieff, 
who might otherwife have been 
etteemed greater. 

Q^what is the Reafin that 
proud Men are generally more til 
natured, and more incovfidtrate 
andrajh than other Men. 

A. Thofe Perfons that have 
the greateft Value for themfclves, 
have generally the leaft reafon; 
for a Wife Learned Man, tho' he 
may be fenfible that he has foroe- 
thing above the common rale of 
Men, yet he likewife rinds tmny 
of his Ad ions come fhort of Wif- 
dom, that his Learning is bound- 
ed and the more he knows, the 
more he's convinced of his De- 
ltas, 
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feds, which fufficientfy humbles 
Urn : But a Man that has hardly 
more than common Scnfc, and ha^ 
got the good Fortune of having 
a high opinion of himfelf, (tho* 
perhaps he may be Angular in it ) 
looks upon all his A&ions to be 
performed with more Sagacity and 
Wit than other Mens, and confe- 
qnently expe&s to be Preferred 
before them ; but finding he's dis- 
appointed, and that every one is 
not deceived with him, imputes it 
to their Envy and Detraction, 
thinking himfelf almoft perfed 
and free from Error; upon this, 
he's naturally more proud, and 
generally a&s inconfiderately and 
ralhly, which muft neceffarily 
make biiConrerfation difefteem'd. 

Q. A Man having been a* 
broad, and leaving a confiderable 
Eft Ate behind him, which /aid 
Eftate is now pojfefs'd by Stran- 
gers ■ Query, He being out 
of lAoiiey, is not capable of go* 
*ng to Law, and reaBy reduced 
to want of Bread, defires to know 
Pfhuher it way be a Sin to Mur- 
der or fyl the Detainer ? 

Anfw. 'Tis improbable that a- 
ny Man that has an Eftate, could 
cither have it defcend to him by 
Inheritance, or gain it by hi$ 
°wn Induftry fo privately, but 
that fome Pcrfon or other muft 
be fenfible of his Right to liich an 
Eftate; and iffo, wou'dbevery 
good Evidences in his Caufe, 
without he had privily made it 
over, or forfeited it upon fome 
Mortgage. He muft likewife have 
Writings to prove his Title, and 
if that appeared clear, there's ma- 
ay Lawyers wou'd undertake his 
fcufe, aod ftay for their Fees till 
foeh time as he could be enabled 
10 pay them by his enjoying his 
°*n again ; fo that his Condition 
cannot be fo bad as reprefented. 



But fuppofing it were poffible any 
one ihou'd be in fuch unhappy 
Circumftances, fince we muft not 
repay Evil for Evil, 'tis abfolutely 
contrary both to the Laws of God 
and Man, to regain your Eftate 
by any Afiion ot this nature: And 
befides, you lie liable to the Law, 
for Ihotfd you fecretly force any 
thing from your Enemy, fince 
he poflefles it under the Pretence 
of his own, you wou'd undoubt- 
edly fuffer for it. And as for Mir- 
der, we need not tell any one of 
the Abhorrence we naturally have 
of fuch A&ions, and the un- 
doubted Juftice it requires. '" 

Qi I have feveral Brethren^ 
one of which being younger than 
myfclf has been all his Life not 
only unkind, but very unjufl t$o$ 
and has made it his bufmefs to be* 
lye andflander me in all Compa- 
ny, where he thinks it may injure 
me ; by doing of which I have 
received great damage, not only 
in my good Name, out Bufinefs 
too ; I have oftentimes formerly 
told him of it, and be hat confeir 
fed it, andfromifed Amendment, 
but he continues as bad, if not 
worfe ; and of late he has threat* 
ned to affault me if I come where 
he is ; and all this for no Reafon, 
except it is becAufe lama better 
Husband in my bufinefs, and 
have rejpeel from thofe I have 
concern with : by reafon of which 
1 have no other way to let htm 
kjiow my Mind, but by Writing , 
which I have done, and told htm 
of the bafenefs of the Praftice, 
and Sin againjl God ; I have afi 
fured him I do freely forgive him, 
for all that is Pafl, and am hear- 
tily reconciled to him, tho he 
gives me no intimation that he 
is the like •; and there are fome 
of his Creatures that are fo bold 
Mf to 
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to fay I am in fault, becaufi I 
f do not goto him and teU him fb, 
tho I thereby incur not only the 
danger of an Affront ', hut Abufe 
too : Your Judgment is defired. 
Query, Whether I have not done 
my duty to a Reconcilement ? and 
whether he, (being the Aggreffbr) 
is not obliged both to confejsbis 
Vault, oikFtrgwenefs, and for- 
fake it alfo ? 

A. Qyarreb and unbandfome 
Treatments amongft Relations, is 
a molt wicked and fcandalous 
thing, but fo much the worfe as 
the Relation is nearcr,and between 
Brethren Hill attended with high- 
er Aggravations, it being, if the 
parents are living, an acJfc of Dif- 
©jbedience againft them ; and if 
flead, a breach of that Love and 
. Amity that ought rather to be en- 
creafed, to make up the lofs of 
fuch Friends. Under which Cir- 
cumftanct foever you are, you 
have done like an honcft and wife 
flflan, in endeavouring fo much 
towards a Reconciliation; but 
you mult yet do more : for tho' 
ft may be confefled your Brother, 
being the offending Party, ought 
in Confcience to ask your Pardon, 
and (hew he defires it by injuring 
you no more ; but perhaps he is 
not convinced he is in an Error, 
which you ought to make htm 
fenfible of, by taking all poffible 
opportunities (o Jet him know 
you pafs by all Rcfentments, do- 
ing him as many gocd Offices as 
are in your Power, and never re- 
proaching him with what ill ones 
{ie Jus cone you : By which Car- 
riage, if he is not an obdurate 
Fool , he*Il be fatisfted you are 
(lis Friend, and deferve to be re- 
ceived by him as fuch You muft 
alfo examine, if you have never 
given him any caufe to treat you 



difrcfpe&fally ; and if you have, 
be fuse no fooner to remember it, 
than to let him know you arc for- 
ry for it ; being always ready to 
(hew him a good Example, and 
to bear with bis Weaknefs. Ano- 
ther Method may likewife be ta- 
ken, as making ufe of Friends to 
reconcile ana* bring you together, 
you net appearing in it your felf ;

A. For the reft of the Jews, it's 
cafily folv'd , fince they had no- 
thing to do to be there, nor any 
of the common People, unleft to 
gaze, as is ufual on luch Solemni- 
ties. This we learn from the id 
Verfe : ' Nebuchadnezzar the 
4 King, fent to gather together-— 

* the Princes, the Gov ernours, the 

* Captains, the Judges, the Trea- 

* furers. the Councilors, the She- 

* rifts, and (>lt the Rulers of the 
4 Provinces] to come to the Dedi- 
cation of the Image which 

* he had fet up— —And ac- 
cordingly they came, in the 3d. 
Verfe , and worfhipped , in the 
7th. And among thofe fyilers of 
Provinces , it's probable , the 
Three Confeflbrs were obliged to 
come; for it's faid, in the laft 
Verfe of the id Chapter, that they 
were c fet over the Affairs of the 

* Province of Babylon. For Da* 
tiiel, the Difficulty feems grea- 
ter ; that he did not worfhip the 
glittering Monfterof an Idol, we 
may well conclude, from the in- 
flexible Piety and Virtue which be 
(hewed on all occafians. But 
how then did he efcape? Either 
by bis Dexterity, he got himfeff 
employed about fome other bufi- 
nefs ; or elfe there were to be two 
Aerations &f this Image, per* 
haps Mattins and Even fcng, it 
being not probable all the Great 
Men could be prefent at once, and 
he rnight be ftilt expe&ed at that . 
to come. Now that this Ceremo * 
ny was to be twice, at leaft, per- 
formed* feems pretty fairly dedu- 
cible , from Nebuchadnezzar's

* Bfade him Ruler over the whale 
Province of Babylon , and Chief 
of the Governours over all the 
Wife Men of Babylon (a fort of 
a Chancellor to their Vniverfuy.j 
But yet more than this, Verfe \l. 
" The King fell upon his Face,ind 
and l worfhiped Daniel, and cook 
manded that they fhould offer a 
Oblation, and " fwcet Odours \m< 
to him* Daniel was one of the, 
King's Idols himfelf, and it (eemt; 
hard to make one Idol worfhip 
another. Then, for their Obliga- 
tion, baniel had fav'd the Lives 
of all thefe Chaldeans, but a lit- 
tle before; and 't had been moft 
barbarous in them to have defied 
his Death , though they did hit 
Companions, out of Envy at their 
advancement. All thefe Soluti- 
ons are, we think probable, and 
neith er contradicts the other.

far as it will go, becaufe he does 
nothing in vain; but becaufe it 
can't go far enough, he muft, and 
doesaffift it, fo we mayn't be a- 
Wc precKely to define. either the 
manner of his Ortttttf n or the 
meafureofit.

Arfi «/ Original Sin, /br any Man 
to l)c under the Tyranny ofungo- 
nrned Thoughts, I mean, fitch as 
»e confused and dif ordered ? 
, A, All adual fin, as well as the 
naiifortunes of Life, are undoubt- 
edly the fatal effe&s of that firft 
Tranlgreffion, and among other 
Weakncffcs, none more trouble- 
feme and uncomfortable to a 
good Man, than this of vain and 
wandring Thoughts, efpccially in 
Holy Offices, as the contrary the 
greatcft Bieffing, and the high- 
eft pleafure that's to be had on 
this fide the Stars , namely , to 
have a mind entirely bent and 
fix'don heavenly Objedls. 'Tis 
true, the Fancy is fo nimble a Fa- 
culty, and has fo vaft a Range, 
and the Soul it felf fo a&ive, ( in- 
deed jicl it felf, ) that 'tis very 
difficult, especially for fomc Tern* 



pcrs to obtain fucb a Maftcry of 
themfelves in thefe Matters : But 
yet doubtlefs 'tis poflible: The 
confederation of the Holinefs of 
Place, by tbe Prefence 0/ God, and 
Dedication to him , will much 
conduce to this. Preparation be- 
. fore, and long conftant ftrugling 
r with our foohili Thoughts , may 
at laft produce an Habit of dole 
thinking , and more fteady De- 
votion.

A. Our Saviour's Curling the 
Fig tree for bearing Leaves and 
no Fruit, was a moft evident In- 
ftru&ion to fuch Men whofe Pro- 
feffion made a fair (hew , that 
fomcthing more was required; 
and that if this Appearance of Ho- 
linefs was not accompanied with 
the Fruit of Good Works, it was 
nothing worth, this Emblem dc-* 
daring what foch Perfons were to 
cxpcdt. And the Learned Dodor 
Hammond was of Opinion that 
the Jews were much like that 
leafy Tree, a mcer Profefliog Peo- 
ple, which were to expe& fpeedy 
Deftru&ion from him, if they 
continued in their Unfruitfulnew. 
No other can be fappos'd, but 
that what our Saviour did to the 
Tree was Emblematical, for no 
Man of Common Scnfe, if he had 
expe&ed Figgs , woud upon a 
Difappointment have revenged 
himfelf on a Senfelefs Tree, which 
cou'd in no refped be accounted 
faulty or blame-worthy. And 
it's very likely, that tbe Ac- 
count 
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count we have , that the time of 
Figs were not yet come, &c. was 
purpofeJy added , that it might 
the more plainly appear, that our 
Saviour's Curfc was not meant a- 
gainft the Tree, but only as it 
was a Rtfemblance of a ProfefTor 
that is barren of Good Works.

But if you ad- 
ed with an unconcernment , or 
with too much indifference in the 
Affair , then you have injure^ 
them, and ought to make Repara- 
tion ; fince it lay chiefly in your 
Breaft to determine the Matter.

Q. Is it 720 1 plain, that the 
Writers of the Scripture were Fal- 
lible, as well as others ; and that 
the Apoftles were actually mifta- 
ken in matter of Faith ; .both Hi- 
fiory and Prophecy ; parti&ilar/y 
St. Paul a 'id ethers, as to the end 
cfthe Woridj whiclMhey thought 
very ??ear, as we read from their 
Writings? 

A, No, by the SocinianS leave, 
jYs (o far from being plain, that 
the Contrary is true and evident. 
And indeed were it not,could the 
Sacred Writers have been io grofly 
miitakm, and that in things of fo 
£rear mcroent > as fare none can 



be greater than the End of the 
World , how could we think *em 
Divinely infpir'd? If they could 
be miftaken in one thing, why not 
in another ? And were can vtcftop, 
or what fecurity for «ur Faith 
when they whofliouldbe the pil- 
lar and foundation of Truth, thus 
deceive us ? This, 'tis true, nauft 
be allowed that the Apoftles, as 
Men, wercFallable and fubjecft to 
the like Paffions and Infirmities 
with other good Men, and where 
accordingly in common matter* of 
Life, like others fometimes mifta- 
ken. But when they aded as A - 
poftles, or Evangelifts, publishing 
the G'ofiel, or inftrn&ing the 
Church by their Writings, both in 
that and after Ages here, 'tis high- 
ly Reafonable, nay, neceilary 
to fuppofe fuch an Extraordh 
nary Aff fiance from heaven ; as 
fhould preferve em from deliver- 
ing any thing that was fatfe to 
the World h fuch atfiftance bad the 
Penmen of the Holy Writings in 
the OtdTeft amen t\ who delivered 
all in the Name of God ; and 
where they are quoted in the New, 
they are attributed to the Holy 
Spirit. Nor were the Apoftles 
Inferior to them, nay, had a more 
plentiful Effufion of all Miraculous 
Gifts than ever was beftowed 00 
Men before our Saviour 5 and if 
they were but fo much as Hdneft 
Men, their Writings mult be alfo 
divinely directed, becatifc they 
thamfelves equal. Vm with' the 
reft of the facied Scriptures, when, 
they have occafioo to menuon* 
them. But now toF*#, for we 
own 'twill be in vain to Rcafon 
for their Infallibility, if it appears 
they have adtually faifd, which 
we deny they ever did,and are j** 
r /V^noObjcdHon can be brought 
to the contrary t which nwyn'-t 

have. 
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have a fair andfiflicient Anjber. 
For 'til St. PauU which "if moft 
frequently clamoured againft (tbo 
wemuft thank Grains, for begin- 
jiing it *, but if he won't allow the 
Apoftlesto be Infallible/ we hope 
we need not allow him tobefo,) 
ftfeems uncountable, how Mea 
tif Senfe, and fuch deep Preten- 
der* to ^etf/o»,fliQuld Run away, 
whofe Droves of ''cm together, 
with fo open a Fallacy. The place

A. Silver is the fineft Metal in 
the World excepting Gold, 'twill 
beat very thin, and ltretch in Wicr 
beyond any fort of Metal but Gold, 
even as fmall as a Man's hair. It 
will not ruft, but Cankers a lit- 
tle into a pale blew, eonfum« 
fome fmall matter \x\ meRting, 
'tis difolvahle, like other Metals, 
in Aqua fort is ; And a thin plate 
of it , as a great or lefier piece, 
nib'dwith Brim ft one , and held 
'•over a Candle, fpits ancHxioulteVs, 
becaufe it is Calcin'd ; the powder 
of which paints glafs yellow. It 
chiefly comes from the ' Weft -In- 
divs^ and Higb'Gcrma?,y , being 
dug out of Mines in an Oar not 
much unlike Lead or Antimony, 
and ths richer Veins of lead are 
faidt.o have much Silver in them. 
When, this Oar lies open to the 
Air it fends forth fometimcj bran- 
ches like a white Mofs , of pure 
Silver call'd the Silver tree, and is 
faid to be imitated by fome Chy- 
mifts who alfo pretend to make 
fa&itious real Silver by the lower 
preparation of th;eir Philofophers- 
itone ; befides which there is a* 
Counterfeit of it, made by whi- 
tening Copper, too well known to 
thpfe fparks amongft us who cheat 
by fslfe Plate or Money. The 
touchitone and fire are generally 
the methods 'tis tryed by. A vef- 
vel of it in common ufe is long a' 
healing, but then perferVes it s heat 
as long.

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#/>& as many requefis added ta 
mine; but rather conclude jf I fa- 
tiently wait J fh all footer or later 
be fatisfied by you ; And Jbtce I 
obferved in one of your late Ora- 
cles, that you would have anfme- 
redaSueftionjfit had again been 
fine you ; and net knowing but 
mine may, as well as others fe loft 
in the Crowd, Ifhal here again 
repeat it as follow s> vifc. What are 
the Opinions of the Remonftraflts, 
as to matters of Faith ? I beg 
the favour of you to be as full uffon 
it as your Paper will permit ; 
which will be nojmall Obligation 
to me+ and many ether of your 
, hearty Friends: 

A. TbeBfmonJtrants belling 
that the Chriftkn Religion con* 
fjits in obeying the precepts of 
the Gofpel , they maintain we 
mutt particularly endeavour to 
*hun an erron which may divert 
us from Pk ty, and that we ought 
to inilruwb our felves in the Do- 
brines of the Chriftian Religion, 
according to the rtlation they 
have to the obedience which God 
requires of us. They believe if 
Chriftians were not fo divided as 
they are, 'twou'd be fufficient on- 
ly to keep to this Principle ; but 
find controverfles bavecaufed fo 
many divisions amongft tberb , 
thry look upon it almoft necefla- 
ry to examine the importance of 
thc(c controverfics , that they 
may not rafhly condemn fuch 
men as excluded from falvation , 
who might be as good Chriftiani 
as themfebes. They do not aHow. 
of engaging our fclves into fuch 
fubtil' queftiom about which 
Gi)d has revealrd nothing ta us, 
as whether Eternity is (uccefllrc 
or not about the manner of God's 
fwminfity, and fuch like. They 
fating? theinielro with propo* 



fiog divers opinions, and jbewiog 
the unconquerable diftcntee* 
wherein they fliouM kwdVe 
themfdres let them embracer 
which fide they won'd, and there- 
fore they conclude k is enough ttf 
believe the ground of tfcm», 
without its eyeing neceffary fo de- 
cide any thing about the tanner 
of 'em, determining only mfoch 
cafes where the Scripture or our 
reafoft kiftru&s us (o clearly that 
'twoudbtimpoffibk to remaitf 
in doubt. They maintain to ge- 
neral, that God fr not the Au- 
thor of fin, btrt fay when men fin 
God determines them by the c«k 
courfe of his providence to witf 
certain things which are fins, 
and ycf Without having anj part 
in their fids; becaufe God per- 
forms only what isPbyficalin their 
anions, and men the moral part 
In refpeft to the fin of ourfirft 
parents, they fay that God, to 
prove their obedience, forbid 
tbcrfc to eat of flic fruit of a cer- 
tain tree under pain of death* 
which they underftand of a tem- 
poral and not eternal death; ani 
that after they had fuffcr'd di- 
vers mifcries, their fouls l&oo'd 
be feparated from their bodies; 
whereas if they had obey*d God, 
they ftou'd never have dyed- 
As tothcetrc(9:thefin of our Pa- 
rents has produced in their Pofte- 
rity, befides the mifcries and 
death which we inherit from em, 
they hordthat Children are bom 
lefs pure than Adam was when 
he was created , and with a cer- 
tain inclination to pfeafure, and 
wbatfoever can caufe it, which 
they do not immediately take 
from Adam, but from their Mo- 
thers ; and that this inclination 
varies according as the defeat 
\ of thofc which bare them are 
diiiertBf > 
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Afferent, and according to the 
direrfity of their temperament* 
Thhdifpofition being natural to 
Children, the leaft occafion it 
fnfrcieat to incline them to fin.- 
Aifoon as they are arrived to any 
knowledge they ardently em- 
trace whatever creates them any 
plcafure , and avoid pain at any 
price whatever. But whslft they 
are nncapableef making any ule 
<£ their reafon, the %emonJtrants 1 
nttiptan that this inclination is J 
rot properly a fin, and that it 
cannot merit eternal death. They 
farther (ay that there is nothing 
criminal in this inclination, after 
they are capable of ufing their 
rcafon, provided they don t con- 
tent to follow, it when it inclines 
them to violate any of Gods com- 
mands, concerning the covenants 
which God made with Abraham 
and Mtfisi they fay the laft was 
not capable of carrying the Israe- 
lites to a perfeft fanaification , 
which they look upon to be the 
reafon for leaking the covenant 
of grace ; and that 'twas the pure 
mercy of God which induced him 
to make this covenant with Men ; 
wherein at the fame time he dif- 
eover'd his mercy towards Sin- 
ners and his hatred to fin, by par- 
doning none but through the fa- 
trifice of his Son* They fay our 
Saviour added to the Laws of 
Mofes thofe which prohibit fwca- 
ring, putting away a Man s wife 
except for Adultery, and the 
command of loving our enemies. 
This as he was a Prophet ; and 
that he executed the office of a 
Prieft in the oblation of the fa- 
crifice which bath expiated our 
fins, and the interceffion he now 
continually tpakes for us in hea- 
ven. Although they affirm that 
God cou'd have pardw'd us, if 



be bad thought fit, without the 
facrifice of his Son, yet they fay 
he was not willing to do it, ex- 
cept bis Son wou'd offer up him- 
(tlf a facrifice for the falvationof 
mankind. They maintain this 
doftrine in oppofition to thofe 
who believe that Jefiw Cbriftper* 4 
formed no a&orhis Prieftlyrun- 
cftionupon earth, and like wife a- 
gainft thofe who fay he complca- 
ted Us oblation upon the Crop. 
And they fay he performed the 
office of a King , in that being 
enter'd into Heaven by his own 
blood, be received from God the 
power of Converting men, and , 
expiating their fins by making 
them acceptable to God through 
the holincfs to which he guides 
them. Thc^enwnffrants alfo hold. 
That Jefus Chrift did not fuffer 
the pains which we have deferred, 
either in refpeft to their duration 
or greatnefsjbut that God through 
his mercy, was willing to accept, 
the facrifice of his Death for the 
expiation of our fins, and upon) 
his account has remitted that pu- 
niihment which we merited. They 
believe, that tbofe who from this. 
Opinion , aceufc them of leflen- 
ing the fatisfa&ion, hare not ta- 
ken their idea of this Sacrifice 
from the Scripture, but fome 
Schools Divines. They affirm that 
both Reafon and the Scriftures 
furnifh them with invincible proofs 
for this opinion, and fay that here- 
in they agree witbCahi n 9 who faid 
that the merit efjefus Cbrlfl de* 
fended done on the grace ofGod % 
and that if we woudopfofe itfjm- 
flji and of it [elf \ to the Judg- 
ment of Godjit woudnot avail % be~ 
caufe there is nothing in man that 
can merit any thing before God, 
i They look upon predeftinati- 
I on to be only a decree of God by 
N 3 whic'< 
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which of his good Pieafurc , ht 
fas >efolved from all Eternity to 
tk& as his; to juftifie and fave 
all thofe who fiWd believe in 
Jejus CMfi, and till death per- 
fevere in the Faith : And on the 
contrary to look upon unbelievers, 
as rebels, and to damn them if 
they continued in their increduli- 
ty. This decree, they wither 
look upon to be election or repro* 
lathnfrutthe foundation of both, 
which God Executes in time, 
when he choofes for his People 
tfofe who adtually believe in 
Cbrtft Jefus^nd faves tbem when 
they have p'erfevered jn the Faith : 
And alfo when he beholdi the 
wicked as objects of his wrath, 
and damns them after they are 
dead in their impenitency and 
wiqkednefs. The Hemonftrants 
believing that thofe who are 
damnd, are fo through then- 
own fault, fince they are not ex- 
cluded from falvation, but through 
their own Impenitency; main- 
taining they nAArpartak? of tbt 
facrtficc of Jefus Chnfl, who was 
offered for all Men without ex~ 
ception, the fruit $ (hereof being 
unive> filly apptved to all who 
wou'd bclfeve m Mm , without 
-which they could enjoy nothing 
of it. In rtfpedt to the Hearhens 
who have never heard the Gcf- 
pel, they fuppofe they will not 
be condemn d for not having be- 
lieved win* rhty never Iseard of; 
and that lwy fi^^ild not be con- 
demn'd to we* (ailing flakes, if 
they made a good ufe of what 
i'gbt God bid pjven them ; con- 
sequently ti^t we might fuppofe, 
either that God wou'd-Jb com- 
rrmnioU' to them the Ik;' efus of 
cur Saviaurt death , that by an 
extraordinary -,-r ace he might feve 
tome or thofe who have nor 



knownbim,not through their own 
fault, but becaifethcGofpelwtt 
never ft tithed to them : Or that 
God would difeover bis Word to 
them by fomc uncommonMethod, 
as be did to Cornelius the Centu- 
rion : They do not believe tbc 
Call of God fo powerful that it 
cannot be refitted, fince tbey hold 
it does not deftroy Man's Free* 
Will, wherjeby he is able to turn 
from fid, or to furfite it* and 
whereas thofe who are not conver* 
ted might be fo if they wou'd; 
thofe that were, bad a pmr to 
refnfe it if they wou d not. They 
think, that fince God gives laws, 
to which be has added threats and 
fromifisy that he fails not of exe- 
cuting according as thefe Laws 
are obferv'd or violated, fince be 
exhorts Men to be converted^ and 
fraijes them when they turn 
from their evil ways, and is angry 
with thofe that refufe it ; it fop- 
pofes that\ he gives to all Men a fuf- 
ficient means to do their Duty. 

The fternonflrants hold that 
God does not in tbeGofpel require 
fuch a perfect obedience as is never 
interrupted by any fin , fo as to 
threaten Eternal death to thofe 
who commit the Icaft fault. He 
contents bimfelf with requiring re- 
pent ance, which fiippofes that we 
have offended him, and does not 
exclude all fin for the time to 
come, but only that of habit. They 
think perfeverance in Piety abfo- 
lately neceffary to Salvation, yet 
doubt not but a Mantruly regene- 
rated may fall from that ibte. 
As to juftificafion, they {ay God 
regards our Obedience, although 
imper fed:, as if it were ptrfcdt, 
incenfideration of the f»crifceof 
Jcfiu Chnlr. They hold wc can 
never be afiured we (hall be faved 
how hoKiy foever we live , ai>d 
there fure 
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therefore that St. Paul command 
edui te work out our Salvation 
with fear and trembling. 

Qi Whether 4 Man who has 
h miftakf married his own 
Daughter, coming afterwards to 
faotir itt is obligd to acquaint 
her tPitb it y if be believe the 
kpowledge of it woud occafion 
her Dtath » and bow otherwise 
be ought to demean himfelf in 
thit condition, having Children 
hber, upon whom the Reproach 
ofheingfo born may bring a great 
A$>dion ? 

A. He is not aflur'd his di (co- 
vering it to her will have any 
fuch ill effe&,but certainly knows 
be fires in unlawful Embraces, 1 
which he is oblig'd to quit. And 
why may it not be done with lit- 
tle- or no injury to her. 'Tis 
plain the confequence he fears 
muft proceed from Grief which 
coad be caufed only through a 
fcnfe of the Guilt (he has lived in, 
or the Separation from him : 
The firft of which (he is free from 
folong as (he is ignorant of it, and

A. Altbo the Ancient name of 
this Town Wat called Genevan 
we fee in the commentaries of Co- 
far, and fome other Authors, yet 
Mr. Lett tells us it bore the name 
of Gobenna for many ages together* 
The Country of the Allobroitt, 
whereof Geneva was a Colony, be- 
ing reduced into aJ^jmProfince, 
thcRomans at the fame time intra* 
duced their Laws and Religion 
into the Town of Geneva, which 
is the reafon they ftill call fomi 
Rocks that are in a take over a- 
gainft the Town the Stones ofN> 
ton y y that is, Neptune; according 
to fJie cuftom of thtRomans, who 
confccratcd to their Gods all the 
rocks they found either in theStf, 
takes, or Rivers. It alfo appear) 
by divers inferiptions which ftill 
remain, that this place was the 
habitation of many Romans. Be- 
fore it was conquered by tbein, 
the people were fuch zealous wor- 
fbippers of Venus, that Fathers of 
Families, without any difficulty 
proftituted their' wives and daugt 
tcrs in honour of this Goddtfi , 
and pra&ifed a thoufand impari- 
ties, which were till then unheard 
of by thcGautj,flpmans,or Grttki- 
But after wards, it received frorn the 
Romans a more Ch a fte Religion, 
for which it is indebted to Jultty 
Cafar^s well as for its new tan 
and for its, being made tbc Dpi- 
tal of the Province/ 4nd it at tint 
receded Christianity in part, if 
we r may credit Anfilnin y (^ho 
fobftded his relation fro>a a AM 
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wbtwrit tbcHiftory of the Voy- 
age which Char lemdjjrn mad* to 
Geneva) by the mimttry of Die* 
yfiMsthtdreefagite. 

However it is, our chief Rela- 
tions are from the Monks, who 
tetb ut f That thjp Sigma* Gover- 
tmwbkhAuguftusfentto Ge- 
ms, was called Lwsw 7*/w 
*ww, nndcr whofc Goremment 
the Emperor granted this Town 
the Lordlhip of the Lake, which 
hid been long difputed > becaufe, 
tho the Neighbouring parti Rebel- 
led after the Death or Julius, yet 
they continu'd firm to theEropirc. 
They fay, that Paradoxus one of 
tbefcvcnty pifciples, wa$ the firft 
lifpp of Geneva, whpre be dyed 
being ninety feven years old, un- 
jfcrthcEmjpire of Trajan, *whom 
Dmneius 1ucceeded»who had been 
Deacon ^ being Eleded by the 

Gle, and confirmed by the 
,, that he afterward* obtained 
apablick Church ; but after bis 
Death, the Church which confift- 
edofSoo perfons, was without a 
Bifhop till the year one hundred 
and thirty five, when Hyginus was 
received amongft them, who was 
cbofen by Pope Sixtus, without 
the Peoples concerning themfclves 
in it. the Chriftians, fuffcr'd 
much under thcHeliogabalu$,ynbo 
ptrfceuted the ?cry Heathens at 
Geneva, to make them adore him 
ipfteadof theSun which they wor- 
shipped: At their refufal be be^ 
fcged the Town, and having ta- 
ken it,threw down the Temple of 
4 folio , and ruined almoft all the 
Town. But one of the chief cap- 
tains of Aurelianus being born at 
that place, obtained of his matter, 
the re-eftablifhment of Mi ruined 
Country, upon which account it 



it took again its antient Name. 
The Chriftians foon became fo 
powerful that they divided the 
Town with the Heathens ; and the 
Clergy being more at liberty, be- 
gan to quarrel about the eledion 
of a Bilbep, which was at laft car- 
ryed in favour of Diogenes, whom 
Elentberus fuoceeded,who was Bi- 
ftop when Conftantine made a 
profefllonof Cbriftianity, and be 
taking an advantage by it, per- 
fwaded the Governor to embrace 
the fame Religion, and through 
hn power entirely ruineildolatry : 
Nothing confiderable happen'd to 
Geneva, from that time, until the 
reign of Julian fNho undertook, by 
force to rc-eftabjifli the worflsip of 
Idols ;but after the death of this 
frince it was foon delivered from 
itsperfeeutions. Altho this was no 
fooner ege&ed,but the Btthop and 
Chief Citizens were divided, the 
Bilhop pretended to have the Ga- 
vernment in his hands, and the o- 
thers eleded a certain number of 
Magift rates unto whofe care they 
remitted \t$x\lVdlentinian to end 
the ftrife gave them another Go- 
vernor. Thefe difficulties, with 
what they met with from the Pope 
about the choice of a fii&op, and 
alfo fuffered under the Tyrant 
Maximus, caufed the ruine of Ge- 
neva, which was not aeaincftab- 
lilhetf till the end of the fourth age«? 
In the begining of the fifth age, 
Honor ius having called bis Gover- 
nour from Geneva, gave the Go- 
vernment into the bands of the 
Bilhop. Which power was not 
then long enjoyed by the Clergy, 
becaufe the Troubles and Wars of 
the Empire made the people form 
a kind of Republick in Geneva. 
This Town after having been fuc-? 



was calfd Aureliana , untill the { ceffivcly pofleficd by the ancient 
jcaih of this Emperor, afjcr which houf$ of th* firming ofBiurgandy 

feU 
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fell with all theGauls into the pow- 
er of Charlemaign. He made a vt* 
ry magnificent Entry into toil Ci- 
ty ,and gave great privilege! to the 
Inhabitants^ permitting them to 
regulate their own Governments 
orcateMagiftratcs at they pleafed, 
provided *twas done by the unani- 
mous content of the People, that 
the Emperor fhou'd give them no 
common Governour, except oil 
fome extraordinary occafion ; that 
no Citizen of Geneva fliou'd be 
compelled to go to War, and that 
tbepow*er of the Bifhnp and Ma 
giftrates fhou'd be diftin&,the firft 
only regarding fpsrituat) the laft 
temporal affairs , Cbarlemaign 
afterwards going to war, the Ma- 
giftrates of the Town prefented 
him with two Captains, to whom 
he gave the Titles of Earls* one of 
*cm foon died, but the furvivor 
ftill bore the Title, and was after- 
wards recommended by this Prince 
to the Magilt rates of Geneva, who 
received him very rcfpe&fully, gi- 
ving him fcveral Privileges and 
Commands in the City. ThcBi- 
(hops and Earls between the years 
800 and 1000 fenfibly cnereafed 
their Authority by many Ufurpa 
tions ; and in the year 1047 the 
Empire being troubled with di- 
vers Wars y TVtlliam Earl of Gene* 
va y refofved to make his advan 1 
tage of it, and by his power and 
craft rendered himfelf fo!e Matter 
of the Town.whkh the Bifhop op- 
pofed, but the Earl foon pacified 
him, by giving a part of his ufur- 
pations to him. 

They were foon after pnnifhed 
for their unjuft Dealings, for the 
Earl Amadeus Earl of Maitrientia^ 
bcirg made Duke of Savoy % beat 
the Ear! of Ge?icva, who h.id at- 
trxqoed him and forced him to 
yield up divers Lordlhipt to him, 



and pay him homage for the reft 
that he enjoyed. This was die 
Foundation of the firft pretention 
that the Duke of Savoy made to 
the Town of Geneva. Between the 
years 1 200 and 1 f$ f> there was a 
great many Difputes betwixt the 
Dukes of Savoy and Earls of Gene- 
va, and between the Bifliops and 
the Town, and the Earls of Gene- 
va, being excluded, thofe of Saw) 
fuccceded them in all their Rights, 
who caufed Juftice to be admini- 
ftred at Geneva by a Vidomw ft- 
count ; fomctime after the people 
again recovered their Liberty,oot- 
withftanding the oppofition of the 
Duke by a Treaty they made with 
thofe of Fribourg. This account 
wc have from the Monkj* tbo* by 
fome 'tis denied that ever the 
Dukes of Savoy were Lords ef 
Geneva. 

The firft Publick A<ftion that 
was performed in refped to the 
Reformation, was an open difpute 
which Farel and Saumer had with 
fome Ecclefiaiticks in trie year 
1552, wherein thefe Minifters at 
firft had the advantage, butatlatt 
the Multitude of their Adverfaries 
prevailed againft them, however 
the Reformed Religion got 
ground, and was at length cua- 
blifhed at Geneva.

Protectants, But Brafmus who,we 
cannot believe, was ignorant of St. 
Aufiint true Opinion, in a little 
treatife he writ againft Luther , 
joynsthem together in this, belie- 
ving they carry ed their Opinion to 
this extremity , purely to oppofe 
that of Pelagius, ' And he him- 
felf took a mean, which fomewhat 
agreed with ihc ferns-Pelagians, 
he lookt upon the beginning 
and end of Regeneration as pure 
effe&s of grace; tnaintain'd it 
was not in our power to abufe it, 
and that in the progrefs of fan&i- 
ficatibn Free-will co-operated with, 
God, not as principal caufe, but 
as a caufe fubmitted to the firft 

Qi I would tntreatyou^ tore- 
folve me this queflwi. Whether 
God brings Judgments upon the 
Children for their parents (ins ; for 
we read in the fecorfd Command- 
ment, that the Lord is a Jealous 
God, vifiting tbe inqufty of the 
Fathers, upon the Children unto 
the third and fourth Generation ; 
and in E^ekiel that the Fathers 
have eaten fower grapes , and the 
Children* Teeth arc fet on Edge. 
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.4. We have innumerable inftan : 
cet of the temporal afflictions that 
Children ha?e met with for their 
Parents crimes, which without a 
Reformation in them are often en- 
taiFd on many Generations. And 
fometimes the examples of Parents 
fo far influence their Children, that 
they become partakers of the fame 
guilt; but except they themfehrcs 
do evil, they may be aflured they 
(hall not fuffer after this life, fince 
we are exprcfly told, every Man 
(ball anfwer for his own fins. 

Qj have an account to make up

Q^ Having good Information 
that feveraljhopkeepers who are 
reputed' and do pajs for hone ft 
Men in this City of London have 
and daily do changeGuinedi{ pick- 
ing out*) the Broadeft money they 
have by them r for fuch as they are 
(it's rational to Judge) very well 
Jatijfied are Clippers of the cur- 
rant Mtney of this Kingdom, t 
defireyour opinions fiem* whether 
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fuch aj theft are not really toU 
efieemed as bad ftogues as tbft 
that do abufi the currant money

A. Indeed we look upon thcrt 
who thus encouraged fuch frrfoai, 
to beat great Villains and Ene- 
mies to thcCommon wealth is the 
Clippers themfehrcs, if not greater \ 
fince they are the Principals: For 
without fuch abbettor's the otter 
con'd not effedk it ; and any Per- 
fon that is affured of it, would do 
well prhr ately to ad vife 'em to de* 
fift, but if, afterwards they fffll 
cootinuethe fame pradtice, they 
will do as well to let the Town 
know who they are obliged td, 

Qi Was Bdellium, aprttm* 
ftoneorafruit t or what was if 
confeSur'd to bo ? 

A. Sdlmafius lookt updnitto 
be both the name of an Aromttic 
Gumm of Judca> and alio of I 
fruit which grew in Arabia. Moft 
Authors agree that there are two 
kinds 6f Bdetium wbfch bare th 
name of Judaic^ andfofflteflft 
affirm there are tnanv: Salmtfv* 
further thought that Bdellium** 
derived from the Hebrew word 
Bedollach, which we meet withi* 
Gen. 2. u. and believed it de- 
noted fome Spice, and not t 
Pearl , as many of itic .fyM** 
have concluded. He fays, that 
the Land of Havilah fionj 
whence Bdellium isfaid to cornel 
might be a Country of the huUm 
or of Arabia, becaufe there had 
been people who dwelt both ift 
the Indies and in- Arabia wbofe 
name came ray near ihif word, 
from both which Countries tbey 
carry ed G*Id and Bdellium. Num* 
hers ! i. 7. does in fome fort con* 
firm this thought about the iigni- 
fication of the word Bedckcb'M

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'tii there faid, thai the Manna was 
4/ Coriander-feed, and the colour 
thereof as the colour of Bdellium. 

Q^ What thinly you pfthe an~ 
c/wOrdeali, whence their Ori- 
ginal, and whether Lawful? 

A. The Ordeals were of diffe- 
rent Kinds, either of fire, Wa- 
ter,orCombate ; the firft now out 
of ofe, the other two fomtfimes 
yetpradto'd. The nature of 'em 
was, an Appeal to God for the 
innocency of the party who under- 
went 'em, being alrrtoft the fame 
with an Oath, a folemn Prayer or 
Ptoteftation being made before it 
Jo tbii purpofe j ' As I am inno- 
t cent of the Crime whereof I am 
( accui'd, fo may I efcape with- 
out injury in this Tiyal. This 
™ J been us'd in out Parts on* fc- 
MOccafions, the Fire Ordeal, 
•mchwasoftwo forts, cither a 
jjj-hot Iron to be taken in the 
Bands, which if the Party were 
*ocent, wou'd not hurt 'em* or 
gjePTough-fliares red hot, laid on 
*Qbund at equal diftance, with 
tyffirialt fpace between 'em, 
fc* which the Party adWd ; was 
jjpafs blindfold ; and if they 
ft all pafs'd without treading 
*wf of 'em, reputed innocent, 
fto'fometimes they walk'd on 
wningpoalt, for the fame t eafon. 
We Tryafs were in ufe, where 
?omen wereaidcus'd ofAdilltery^, 
*• it feems not rarely under* 
*» by tbofe who were equally 
^d with Courage and Inno- 
toce. The former, by ourQgeen 
mma t mention'd in the SJxm 
liftoriel. The latter, by otic 
W'<, & bionyf. Halicartu re- 
te.ft, and both Came off with 
tfcfy and Honour And the 
roe way it feems they us'd in 
rapce t&frf tierettcks. 
&#fS#e waf iViTatcri as well 



as a Wire Ordeal, which h ftill in 
ufe, and agreeable to the Laws of 
fome Countries, . tho' every where 
received and pra&is'd by the Vul- 
gar among the Northern Nations. 
The known Tryal of Witches, 
wherein the poor Old Woman 
has the liberty to take her Choice,* 
and be either hang'd or drown o\ 

Several Tryals much of the 
fame Nature we read of among 
the Heathen, in very ancient 
Writers, from whom Antonuts 
ThyfiuS) who has writ concerning 
it , does heli(jve the Chriftiani 
hrft learnt 'em. Even this Try- 
al of Fire, as before, in the Sto- 
ry of Emilia, and in Sopiccles's 
Antigone, Perfons aCcufed offer 
to free themfeives by handling 
Fire , or palling through K 
They had aHo Purgations by 
Water, foipeUmes by the accnfcd - 
Perfons entering into it , as in 
th* Lake of Tryal among the in- 
dtans, mention'd by Pwphyry. 
where if the.. Perfon accufed 
>vere innocent y he pafsUguite 
through lit,, and it reached no 
higher than . his Knees ; but if 
Guilty^ a&cr he bad gone a few 
iteps, he was plung'd over Head, 
and Ears. And much fuch another 
Macrobius mentions in 6 'icily, : dkt 
other times the fryalvtzx penot:- 
med by by drinkiqg Water as Fhj- 
loftratus in' Apollcniui* Life, 
which if the Party was innocent, 
pro?'d,he fays,pleafant to the Sight,, 
and fweet tp theTalie; but if 
guilty, it immediately feizd his 
Eye's and Face, & broke out in Pu- 
ftles and Blains all his Bod^oyer. 

Now this lait feems 4 tq have 
been plainly dedue'd frqm ihe- 
Water of jealoufie among the 
Jews ; innocent, if the Party were 
fo, other wife, immediately disco- 
vering Oiknder*. , x 
O M$ 
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And jWhy may'nt their Fire»i 
Ordeal owe its Original to that of 
the three Children , who being j 
wrongfully Con demnd y w*\k?d un- 
hurt thro' the midft of the Fire, 
which had no power on their Bo* 
dies , nor was an Hair of their 
Head fing d^neitber were their 
Coats changd, nor had thefinell 
of the Fire faffed on them: And 
they might perhaps get -a fight of 
that Text in the Sacred Writings, 
Wtien thou faffeft through the 
Fite y and through the Water % 1 
will be with thee. Both of which, 
much more the Water of Jealoufie, 
were long before any fuch Tryals 
recorded among the Heathen; 
Ariftotle* if we miftake not, being 
the firft Writer who has any 
thing of them ; for which reafon 
we are rather inclin'd to think 
the Heathen had em from the 
Jews, than the contrary; and 
there are fo many inftances of 
'em, and fome fo well attefted* 
ihat it feems not modeft to fufpe& 
the Fad: ; it being poffibte that 
God, who left not himfelf With- 
out Witnefs even amdng the Hea- 
then, might teftifie his love to In- 
nocence, by appearing fo fignally 
in the Vindication of it, thereby 
befides evidencing that he was the 
Searcher of Hearts. 

Not that we think any fuch 
thing now lawful, whatever it 
rrright be in thofe days of Igno- 
rance? and Darknefs; fortho' we 
muftconfefsit feems very Natu- 
ral to appeal to God the Searcher 
cf Heart s ,ih vindication of injured 
Innocence j yet there's no reafon to 
expect be (hou'd^at lead frequent- 
ly; go oat of his ordinary way and 
work a Mirade,which if he always 
&d i lnn6ccnce cou'd ff *• cc ever fuf 
fer, and there wou'd be ifitich lefs 
need of Retribution m a better 



Q. Why are things Strangled 
\forhl3den by this Cannon of the 
I A f oft its, and are they nowlamfuR 
A. As before, they are forbid 
partly in relation to the Jevifh, 
and partly to thtHeathenCufioWy 
Moft of the Jemjh Laws were at 
firft ordain'd by God m oppofitkm 
to the Idolatrous Pra&ices of the 
Heathen , left by any Similitude 
in theirRcligious Rite* they might 
alio be fedue'd to their Idolatry; 
wbich Cuftomsof the Jews were 
To contrary to the Manners of the 
Heathen,** Tacitus and others tell 
us, that no wonder God'iHeritage 
was as a fpeckled Bird in compari* 
fon of the reft of r he World , and 
the Jews were with fo much diffi- 
culty brought to obferve their own 
particular InftkuUom: However, 
ttioft of thefe w#re either oppoid 
to fuch Pagan Ufages as time had 
now worn out, and therefore no 
longer need of 'em; or elfc thej«w | 
having been fo often pJagii'd for 
their Idolatry >ere by this time af- 1 
ter their laftCaptivity, pretty well 
wean'd from it, only out of tbc 
| Perverfeheft of their Nature, they 
I now fellinLove with thgfeCuftom* I 
which were to be abofilfcUa 1 ** 
longer ufefpl, which they before 
had bated, when of 4b great ufe 
among them : However, it feemi 
.probable that none* of thefe were 
fought fit to be retaui'd atnong 
the Gentile Cbriftians, but fuch as 
refpe&ed fome Holatrous Cuftom 
ftillrerriaining among the i#* 
t hen y znd which might be dange- 
rous to Chriftianity , like tbofe 
Tentamenta Ghriftianorurn, Jtr- 
tullian mcntionSjOf thefe,as before, 
were partaking of their Sacrifices, 
eating Blood and among the reft, 
things Strangled. The reafon *by 
the laft of thefe was forbidden', 
fome fetch higher than th.e Law of 
iMofcr 
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J^j, interpreting the fore-men- 
tioned Precept of Noab.FleJh with 
the Life thereof \ which is the 
Blood thereof, by thingsStranglcd, 
becaafe they are Killed with the 
Blood in them. Thui fomc of the 
.fathers: St. Cbryfofiom exprefly , 
in his Homily on Gen. .4. ti €57 
*ffct* if <LifAtt\t 4<OC»*, G?c.'What 
iithe meaning of Flefh y in,oc with 
the Blood thereof I He anfwers, 
w/xrojeftis a thing f that's Strangl- 
ed: Now in oppohtion to this Law, 
the Heathens feem to have intro- 
due'd the cuttom of eating Blood, 
after a Barbarous manner, in their 
Sacrifices ; and inftead of that, the 
Blood together with the Body, both 
which were obviated , and the for- 
mer Precept reaew'd in the Law o f 
Hofes y Lev. 17. 13. Whatsoever 
mm there be of the Children cflj- 
rd, or of theStr anger 1 that fojeurn 
among you , which hunteth and 
CMtcbetb anyBeaft or Fowl that 
*ay be eaten, fhaU even four out 
tbeBlood thereof \and cover it with 
dufi. Here a late learned Perfon of 
oar Church thinks is included the 
ftpbibition of things Strangled ; 
jbrbcreer no where it mull be 
if the Law of Mofes ; and 'tis not 
fikcly the Apoftles wou'd have for- 
bidden it to theGw*7<?J,had it 
oot been contrary to the Practice 
tf the JewsjznA contained among 
thofc things which were read in the 
Synagogues out of Mofes every 
Sabbath-day ; Bird and Beait are 
fttc included, whether (truck by 
the Hawk, or taken by Hounds, 
Wog kilfd with the Blood in em, 
*hicb is a fort of Strantfjhng as 
is .more plainly when kilfd with 
*Kow on the Neck, or taken in a 
Soare, as St. Aufttn before quoted, 
who in the fame place fpeaks of 
foufe ifew foolifti People , in his 
Tunc > who would not touch 



Thrufhes, or any little Birds un- 
lefs their Blood was fir ft pour- 
ed out; or a Hare, if killed with 
a Stroke on the Neck , without 
bleeding. 

As for the Fathers andPrsmiti' 
ve Church, the cafe is alttrd as be- 
fore fince the fall of Judai/m and 
Heatbenifm. It's true, Salwafius 
tells us, twas thought mlauful 
here in Brittan^ as low as theAge 
of Beda, but all know the great- 
e'.t part of the Nation were then 
Heathens ; and long before him St. * 
Aufttn tells us, thwt thofe who 
fcrupled to eat things Strangled 
( which have iheir Blood in 'em J 
as Hares or Rabbets, kilfd with a 
ftroke in the Neck, or taken by 
Dogs, asTertulltan and others did, 
they were in his time laugh'd .it by 
all the World , and in cifedt no 
Church now refutes it beiides the 
Greek,and Etbiopick* 

From all which, we think we 
may conclude, that the Prohibi- 
tion or fame of thtGentilei e3ting 
Blood as well as things Strangled 
and Sacrificed to Idols, was only 
temporary, to pervent Jews and 
Gentiles tailing away from the 
Faith , and therefore that 'tis as 
lawful to Eat Blood as any other 
Meat. Q^E.D. 

On the whole v if Blood be for- 
bidden, fo mutt what's Strangled, 
becaufe the Blood is in it. Blood 
was a great part of the Heathens 
Sacrifices; and it's probable, that 
when tbey could not perfwadc 
the Cbriftians to partake of 
that , they would have things 
Strangled at their Feafls , which 
mighty fecretly contain it , that 
by eating that . they might por- 
tick>afc of the Food of Devils , 

^ O ft and 
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thers, cither by a Cuftom of rack- 
ing Death , or by a very Pious, 
or defperateJy Profligate Life* 
The Noblcft Death, undoubtedly 
ii dying for Heligion ; next that , 
for ones Country ; let the manner, 
be what it will in either. Tho 1 - 
we think the Nobltft way too, 
as Well a$ the Eafteft, is at the 
Mouth of a Canon, where in the 
hundredth part of a minute a Man 
is mounted into Immortality. All 
which advantages thofe may en- 
joy, who after a wtll-fpent Life, 
die in the />r*/ew* W*r,tor the De- 
fence of the Proteftant Hfligm 
and the Liberties of all £wro/e. 

Q^AGentleman that was near 
being caft away]<tf£^0» ^Friday, 
#« Commemoration of his Delive- 
rance &*/ ever fince kept a Fait 
0W the fame day, but bis Way of do- 
ing it is fome thing extraordinary. 
He lies a Bed till four or five in the 
Affteruoon, then rifes and goes n 
the Coffee houfe , or Ale houfe , 
comes home, Sups and goes toBcd. 
I defire to knowi, whether fiicba 
Faft be acceptable to God} 

A. A fad return indeed for the 
faving bis Life> and a Mockjty, 
God,inftead of Than kin^hiva. He 
miftakes the Nature of a %aft very 
widely \ which confifts in hard 
working not fleeptug, or idtlin^ 
Being one part of that Bodily Ex- 
ercife mentioned by the Apoftle, 
which Profits little. The defign 
and end- of a Faft in general, i« 
folemnly to Humble our felves be- 
fore AlmigbtyGod, for our$i»J,and 
for that end we}abftaiirfroraA4*f'i 
Drink, and worldly Labour, th.it 
we may the better Vacore Deo, be 
at leifure to intend our Souls, hv 
ving our Minds undiverted^ any 
thing in this World, and raisdv 
-hove them mMediation nndDew 
trm. Hu particular Faft, war i* 

• 



and be as much in league with 
3 em as if they had drunk, or eat Jof 
the Blood of their Sacrifices. 

Accordingly an Ancient and 
Learned Author tells us , that 
Suffocation, or Strangling, was a 
way of Sacrificing to Devils, 
to whom Idolaters did in this 
manner ©fier the very Life 
and Soul of the Animal. And 
Strabo tells us, this Cuftom had 
prevailed of old among the 
Indians, to ftrangle all thofe 
Creatures they offer'd to the 
Gods, Bird or Beaft they dy'd 
in the fatne manner. And 'tis 
remarkable what we find inTbe- 
venot , concerning the prefent 
Sabaci. whom fome learned Men 
have thought the Pofterity of the 
Idolatrous %jtbii , fo famous in 
i^ambam and all the Arabian Hi- 
fiories,who live in Bajfora,znd are 
neither good Chriftians , Turks , 
Sew j nor Heathens, but altoge- 
ther. They Sacrifice a \Hen at 
foch a time every Year ; |but the 
Reafon they know not, being 
molt ftupidly Ignorant. 

Q^ Why is the Senfe of of preach- 
ing Death fo amazin to feme, and 
yet not at all formidable to others? 
And which is ^eNobleft, which 
the Eafieft Death ? 

A. It's Amazing, not only 
$> fome , but to all , naturally t 
from that I{eluBance and Horror 
anting at the Apprehenfion of 
approaching Dilfolution, which 
we fee even in Creatures that 
want J^eafin , from an Inftinfl 
fix'd in their Natures for the Rrc- 
feryation of their Beings, but this 
is Beightned insXationalCreatures, 
by a farther Qonfideration of her e- 
tif'er, and the leaf of fomething 
tiill behind, that'* worje than 
Be alb. . Both whidv fears are 
Genj/dc/d, at Ieaft Curb d> Hi o- 
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feeois, a day vow'd boly to God,as 
a perpetual Acknowledgment of 
hi* Salvation and Deliverance. But 
what Faft or what Holinefs does 
he think there if in lying a Bed, 
aad thereby pampering his Carkafs 
and pleating his Appetite, perhaps 
more than if he fhou'd eat, as up- 
on other days ? Bcfides that, the 
oldFafts were exprefly kept with 
Watchingi,whence the Latin word 
tfjpVi, and Englifk fVakes to this 
day. Let him therefore either al- 
together leave off this Hypocri- 
tical Fading, or elfe for the fu- 
ture Faft in earneft, as becomes a 
Chriftian, and one who has re- 
ccit'd fuch Bieffings from God : 
Keep a true Faft from Sin, as 
well as Meat and Drink ; Examine 
his Soul, and repent of all the j 
Errors of his Life paft ; Be Peni- 
tent, and Devout, and Charita- 
ble, and Humble, which is the Faft 
that GOD has cbofen, and will 
therefore accept. And thefc Con- 
siderations may be very pfeful to 
any others in the fame Circum- 
ftances, it being, we doubt, a too 
common thing to fall into fuch 
a wretched Formality in any fuch 
ftated voluntary Fafts , which 
makes 'em better let alone; 
whereas if confcientioufly obferv'd, 
tbey wou'd be of excellent Advan- 
tage to a Holy Lire, 

Q_ Of Pythagoras, Plato and 
Ariftotlc, which was the btfi ? 

A. You bad done well to have 
told us, whether ycu mean the 
beftMan, or the beft Philosopher. 
Pjthagorasy as far as we know of 
him at this diftance, appears to 
have been the beftMoralitt of the 
three, efpecially if we believe the 
goldenVerfes (like the Orphaies of 
Orfheus) to contain his Precepts,or 
Tradition^. But then for his fhilo- 
»pphy/tw£swhimfical enougb,and 
there feemi not to have been ffiUcU 
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in't. Plato talks very handfomly 
and magnificently of divine thingt, 
and well deferves that Title, Anti- 
quity has given him. But then he's 
Magifterial rather than Argumen- 
tative, and proceeds more upon 
Tradition and the Working and 
Improvement of his own Mind, 
than clofe and folid Reafon. Ar>- 
ftotle appears not to have been o- 
ver Moral, nor to have much trou- 
bled himfelf with Divinity; but yet 
his Ethicks (as to Theory) ace for 
the moft part, found and practica- 
ble. He had a large Sou!,and cou'd 
matter almoit anything that he fet 
himfelf about.He was happier than 
cither of the other, in having for 
his Patron the Conquer of the 
World, by whofe Affiftance be 
might eafily make thofe Experi- 
ments which others were uncapa- 
blc of, and in efieft did fo, as we 
find by his Book de animahbns ; 
and befides, we itiilread with Ad- 
miration his [{be fWc^and his Pee- 
try, which (how he was a Periba 
of extraordinary depth of Judg- 
ment, and deep inlight into Man- 
kind, and the Affair^ of Life. 

Qjflow Nebuchadnezzar lyicw 
the form of the 4th in tbeFavmce 
to be like the Son of Gpd, being a 
vile Image- worfhipper, and igno- 
rant of the True God ? But parti" 
cularly horn he came to fhtafe it 
(Ulifi tht Son of God,) Are we to 
fuppofe y that as foon as God had 
convmed him of his E,rr or, feeing 
the Fire had no Power over the 
Young Men » he had any revealed 
JQiowIedge of the dijlint} Perfons 
in the Godhead? 

A* He had no peed of a parti- 
cular Revelation, for that which 
was fpread by Tradition U* and 
near among the Heathen. This 
was the Podrinc of Three, 
and One ip the Deity,. this 
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wcarecertainofourfelves,andare I proclaim Heaven kpowsmy Inno- 
not able to demonitrate to others, cency, and yet /he defer ts my Bed 



Q^ I have been marry d £ God 
help me ) to a pretended Widow 
who keeps a Publick Houfe in this 
Town for above thefefive Tears;Jhe 
drinks her felf very plentifully, and 
extreamly abufes me when /he's 
drunk, nor can I excufe her when 
fhes fober, which does not often 
happen ; (he gives me veryfiurri' 
lous Language , Rafcal, Cuckold, 
(tho Truth is not to be fpoken at 
all times ) and whatever elfe/he, 
can thinkupon ; and this before all 
the Company that come to her 
Houfe ; leant call it mine,becanfe 
1 muft ingenuoufly confefs*tisfhe 
that wears the Breeches,andlthe 
Creft only : [he % s very turbulent, 
and wont let me reft in any fioom 
of her Houfe, following me where- 
fover I go, with Spit, Firefork.yOr 
what comes next to hand ; to fay 
nothing ofthefe natural Weapons, 
her moft venemous Talons, whofe 
kind Remembrances I bear almofl 
all my Face over.

confequence is thus proved. Al- 
mighty God has given to all Crea- 
tures fuch Tendencies and Incli- 
nations, as are Efficient to make 
'em happy in that rank or order 
of Being, wherein he has pl.iced 
'em : Thus in Brutes he has fix'd 
feverai wonderful undoubted In- 
ftin&s, which they neither learnt 
from Experience nor Inltruitons: 
Who taught the Lamb to find 
her own Ewe among a hundred, 
which its Matter han't the wit to 
do ? Or tbe Chicken to know 
and fly the Kite, before (he has 
eyer been eaten by't ? Or every 
Bcaft and Worm its proper Food 
and Pbyffck, or the Motion of 
their Mufcles , either (general or 
particular, as thefe Jn the Eyes 
of fome Creatures, which are ab~ 
fent in Others? Now, we* can't** 
fuppofe God would do Jefs for 
Man than he has for Brutes, e- 
fpecially fince he has given Mm 
fome Inftin&s and unavoidable 
Mechanical Motions , as well as 
their Inferiors ; to infbncein one 
or two .* Winking when anything 
is near the Eye , which Children 
will do, and no Man can avoid ; 
throwing themfelves upon an i£- 
quilibrium , when in danger of . 
falling, and many others. Norrlo 
we apprehend it difficult to prove 
the Minor, that foaie fuch inn to 
Idcjs 
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are ncccffary to the happinc& of 

Mankind. Our Reatonsare , 

becaufc without 'cm 'twere im- 
poflible for Man either to know 
or do what wou'd conduce to bit 
Happinefs. Whence comef all 
Science but from Induction ? And 
whereon can that be grounded , 
or how afcertain'd, without fome 
Principles to which a laft Appeal 
may be made ? Particularly that 
we have mention'd, Tbat a thing 
can be, and not be, at the fame 
time ; which if not granted, over- 
throws all Science as well as Rea- 

fon : Again, What Traffick or 

Commerce cou'd there be in the 
World, what dealings between 
Man and Man, without that mo- 
ral Principle, Do atyotidbedone 
by ? The truth of which may be 
fcen by molt of the Ineonvcni- 
encies and Mifchiefsin the World, 
which arife from the obfeurity or 
depravation of this Principle by 
Intereft of vicious Habits. If 'tis 
faid thefe things may be argu'd 
from Reafon, we own it, as the 
Caufe may be climb'd to by the 
Effed ; but the moft of Me'n 
have not thoughts fine enough 
for drawing fuch Conferences, 
and yet further; no Confequence 
but muft have an Antecedent or 
Principle < from which 'tis • de- 
duct, till we come to Firft Prin- 
ciples \tifuo genere, which muft 
be granted;, and Jhefe implanted 
in the Mind, natural Conceffions 
or Impreffions feen by their own 
Light, of el fe there's a Procefs 
to Infinite. Nor cou d Tradition 
fufiice, fbr ftill it recurs , Ho* 
came the firft Man by thefe Mo- 
tions ? Either they were innate, 
and then all his Off fpring muft 
have the fame, as we fee in the 
particular Inftimfts of Brutes, or 
ckfe they'll fry, taught by God, 



or fome Angel : But 
even that , there muft be fome 
Principles fix'd before. — —That 
there is a God, that he's Good* 
that he won't deceive, and per- 
haps feveral others, however our 
firft Principle of Science already 
pitch'd upon* otherwife there 
con'd have been no intercourfe be- 
tween God and Man , fince no 
Foundation for it ; and if this be 
granted, as we fee not bow it can 
be either deny'd or carry'd any 
further, it follows that the Mind 
is not a pure Hafa Tabula, but tbat 
we have thefe firft Principles, 
thefe innate Notions we at firft 
aflcrted. 

Q. Is there any fuch thing ti 
an innate ldeaof'Gylt 

A. We queftion whether 'twas 
ever made a Queftion, till this 
wife fceptical Age. We Anfwer 
in the Affirmative, and before 
a parcel of brisk Young Men 
condemn us in grofs for pro-j 
ducing fuch Arguments as won't 
hold Water, for the Being of a' 
God, we defire they'd be fo &* 
vrl to anfwer tbbfe we here prf; 
duce, in defence of tbat Optf; 
nion. 

'firft, The Confent of Ene* 
mies — — 'Tis known of Efiatm\ 
and his Herd,- that they do, Va*

the Authority of fuch as thefe, 
one would think, (hou'd befpfH- 
cient at leaft to perfwade thofc 
who defign well to Religion, to 
let it alone as they found it, and 
not to give it away to the Atheift, 
nay, help him with fuch Argu- 
ments to deftroy it as the Fool 
himfclf cou'd never have thought 
on. Nor were thofe over modeft 
Men who have moft remarkably 
cngag'd againft it » ■ ' Dr. ?4r- 
ker, Mr, Turner^ and fame others.

Secondly,) What's fo necefTary 
ought to be plain t~ The Know- K

Thirdly, The Confent of Na- 
tions, which is one of the moft 
invincible Proofs of the Being of 
a GOO, and ai fuch made rife of 
by Tully, Grotius* Pearfon , and 
all thofe great Men that have 
Writ on the fame Head: This 
We fay muft, in our Opinion, be 
founded on the Argument of 
Connate Idaea's* and is fo elofely 
link'd to it, that we can't fee how 
it can be defended without it, 
but (hat it muftftand or fall to- 
gether wiih it. For as to thofe 
particular Men which make up 
Nations, and are to them , as 
particular Nations to the World, 
either this Notion muft be in- 
nate in them, or grounded on a 
Law, or owing only to Tradi- 
tion, or dedue'd only from 
Reafon. That 'tis not founded 
on Laws only , is clear enough, 
Becaufe *twas before Law, and 
b granted by thefe we are at pre- 
sent principally to deal with, who 
won't fay Religion is only a Trick 
of State- -Which 'tis yet plainer 
it cant be, (ince Politicianican no 
more get totally rid of Confci- 
rnce , and a fenfe of a GOD, 
th^n other Men. 'Tis as plain, 
that the n oft of Men don't deduce 
their Beliefof a GOD from itri& 
Proofs of Reafon, fince they ge- 
nerally take it for granted, and for 
"ther Caufes before alledg'd-—

therefore it follows that there's 
a Principle in Nature prior to ail 
thefe, which difpofcs, and almoft 
necefTitates'em tobcJieveit.

The Soul muft a&, fe 
it is, endu'd with no Original 
Rightcoufaefs , as Adam's was, 
therefore by rcfultance its A&i- 
ow are Evil. Our Saviour pro- 
ceeded indeed from the Wo 
man, but this not by ordinary 
Generation , but cither his Soul 
*as preexiftent to his Incarna- 
tion, as the Rabbies held of 
their expe&ed Mcflias, or rather 
wtsprodue'd at the very time 
of the Blcfled Virgin's Concepti-

his Preaehing was in vain, their . 
Condition was not to be bet- 
tered, for the fame Apoftles tells 
us they were then in Prifon , and 
affure us in his fecond Ep : ftlc, 
id. Ch. 4*6, 1th, and yh Verfes, 
that thofe very Spirits were to 
be refer ved in Darkncfs until 
the Day of Judgment, toge- : 
ther with the Apoftate Angels 
unto Damnation , therefore it is 
repugnant to the Apoftle's Argu- 
ment to fay, He went and Preach- 
ed to the Spirits or Damned Souls 
that then were in Prifon ; for by 
this Chapter he exhorts them not 
to fall from the Gofpel becaufe of 
Affliction, if it (hould be the Will 
of God that they fhould fuffer 
Death as Evil doers, V. 1 2. telling 
them,l%e Face of the Lord is evtr 
P 5 agiinft 
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tgainfl their Oppreffbrs : But to 
conclude, Chrilt would go and 
Preach to their AfBi&ers, when 
fbey were Spirits in Prifon, were 
Antinomial Doctrine, or the 
higheft Motive to Wicfcedncfs in 
th» Life that could be ufed. By 
thcfe and furfi like Abfurditiei we 
are led unto the true meaning 
of the Apoftle, which if, That if 
they kept a good Conversation in 
Chrift, Ver. x6. ai. according to 
their Baptifmal Vow , and Belie- 
ved the Refurrc&ion which he 
Preached, then the fame Omni- 
potent Spirit that raifed Chrift a- 
|>ove all Powers, would certainly 
raif * them and alfo fare them, and 
Confequently bring in his time 
Peitru&ion upon thofe as disbe- 



lieved the VifiMe Miracle of the 
Refurredtion which he now 
Preached , as fure as tbe De- 
luge over whelmed thofe that 
difobey'd Noab'% Preaching, Ver, 
21, si. cali'd alfe here the 
long-Jufferirtjr of GOD, Ver, 
20. becaufe Noah was infpkd 
by the Spirit of Chrift v to Preach 
tb them while the Ark was vifiWy 
preparing, wbidbin the Language 
of tbe Text accommodated te 
the Jnftance tbe Apoftle brings, 
and to affert the power of the 
Spirit, and the Divinty of Chrift, 
is Pbrafed, Chrift went and' 
Preached to thofe Difobedtent 
in hbati$ time , whe for their 
Difobedicnce then , are Spirits or 
Souk in Prifon now.

SheConfefs'd the fame to ma- 
ny , and to the Minifter of the 
Parifli, defiring him to Pray for 
her, and declaring that (he wai 
forry for what (he had done : She 
went on Cohfeffing to thelalt: 
But five days before che Aflizei 
(he was found dead by her Bed- 
fide in a ftrangc Pofture. 

Another did upon Examina- 
tion confefs that (he had Imps 
from an old Man and his Wife, 
when (he was about Eighteen 
years of Age, of which (he told 
an f xaft Story ; tMt by thefe 
(he had done hurt , particularly 
about five weeks ago , (he and 
another of her Companion* 
went by Night in the (hapc of 
two Cats , into the Chamber of 
one whom (he named, through a 
Hole in the Window, and find* 
ing him iu Bed upon his B^k,

fbme great River, fpreading it 
felf inio feveral Streams -or Chan- 
nels, its Motion was diredfc, burn- 
ing up whatever was Combufti- 
blein its way; but if Bank, Wall, 
or Building ftopt it , then it 
fwell'd up till it either forced the 
Building down , or rofe fo high, 
that it run over it in its greateft 
Violence ; its motion was fo flow, 
that the Inhabitants had time to 
carry off whatever was of value.

The 
Cinder- it ones were a dusky bhie, 
the outward part of this burning 
ft ream was foon cold, andcruft- 
ed , and in its utmoft fury did 
bear People upon it, though the 
melted matter dreamed under, 
which ran a miles length into the 
Sea, and as much in Front, from 
the beginning to the end , not 
much un'iketbe River (tf Thames 
m a great Froft at the top of the 
Ice, lying after fuch a mgged 
manner. Three quarters of the 
City Catania , and the whole 
Country, frorri the Walls of this 
City to 10 miles on this fide, are 
full of this Sciarri, which become* 
snolfiHed by lime, and the ground 
very fertile. ; The major part of f 
this elation was fent by feveral 
inquifitive Merchants to tbe Royal 
Society. ,

A third Woman did confers, 
that (he bad been a Witch up- 
wards of Fifty year* , that (he 
had two Iktle things like Mice 
that fuckt her, but ihe never 
hurt any Body , except only one 
Child. 

When the two latter came upon 
their Tryal, thcydenyed all that 
they had fpoken, and there being 
no other material Evidence againlt 
them but tbeir own Confeflions, 
wcreacquited. 

It was likewifo declared at the 
lime time upon Oath, that fome 
Hifpcded Perfons having volun- 
tarily offered themfelves to be 
Jwora, to clear themfelves of the 
Scandal of Witchcraft: They 
were flung bound into the Wa- 
ter three times apiece, but could 
aot fink, though they lay a con- 
fidcrable while upon the Water: 
One of thefe fa young Man/ faid, 
if he were unbound, then he 
kcwaifure hefhould fink; they 
loofed him, and flung him in a* 

EitJ, but he fwam higher than 
fore , even like a blown Blad- 
der, and rolled upon the Water 
k if it had been down a dry 
Bank. 

I am likewife Credibly In- 
formed , that to make an Expe- 
riment, they hired a Fellow then 
prefent for $ /. to he flung in 



bound after the fame manner, who 
funk prefently to the bottom, and 
before they could get him aflioar, 
bad taken a great deal of Water 
into his Belly.

to Condemn the Accufed, We fee 
none, under ltfs Advantages, and 
believe there might be Melanchol- 
ly, Dotage, {£c. in thcCafe^ho' 
we are not by any means fo incre- 
dulous, as to believe there .is 
no fuch thing as a Witch in Na- 
ture, who by the help of the De- 
vil can A& many things unaccoun- 
table by any Divines or Philofp- 
phers in the World. 

Secondly, To the Second, We 

can't (ell what to . think of 

thofe 
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thofe thing! that are called Imps, 
though 'tit certain there are al- 
io fuch, and many Witcho* hare 
dy'd Confeffing it; 'tis proba- 
ble they are nothing elfe but 
Devils, but how the Devil or 
Spirits can work upon Matter, 
is yet anbther Myftery unknown 
to any one in the World. As 
for Witches turning themfelves 
into Cats, &c. We can .give a 
better account of , being af- 
fured from undoubted Authors 
*nd Credible Witnefles, that 'tis 
all impofture and Cheat , and 
that fuch very Perfons as pre- 
tend to do fuch things, are in 
a fort of Swoon or Exinaniti' 
on all the while, as Experiments 
and Examples teftifie, and there- 
fore the Devil does by fome 
means or othet fo work upon 
their Fancies and Imaginations, 
as to make *em really believe 
they do fuch and inch things -> 
2nd as for their Gold, their Dain- 
ties , and other fuppos'd Enjoy- 
ments, 'tit all Fidtion and Icn- 
pofition, for notwithftantfing 
their Prefeftts of Gold , Silver, 
f§c. and their fuppos'd Revel- 
ling^ and Fcafts, 'tis evident 
that they are always Poor, and 
almoft ftarVd for Neceflaries. 

Thirdly, Such fort of Exami- 
nation by Swimming , &c. 1$ 
utterly Unlawful, and a Breach 
of the fixth Commandment, and 
as fabjed to Abufes and De- 
ceits as any other Tryal in Na- 
ture ; for , fuppofe the Devil, 
by the Permiflion of God Al- 
mighty, has fuch or fuch a Per- 
fon under his Power , and does 
by his Arts unknown to them 
in. fuc'.i a Tryal as Swimming 
buoy them up,will it follow there- 
fore that they arc Witches? 



Nav , if any Perfen may as 
weft buoy up bimfelf m the 
Water by Nattiral Arts, as by 
certain Oyntmthti refift the 
Heat of the Fire, ic# a very 
weak Confluence , to conctab 
him guilty of Witchcraft, be* 
caufe a Third Perfen who know* 
nothing of the Matter , cannot 
give a Reafon for it. 

Q. What is Hapfinefs. 

A. 'Tis not what the World 
generally fuppofet, fince there 
are fo many difappointed , and 
the Pretences , of Mankind in 
this fearch , Would , to an un- 
concern d looker on , argue that 
Men, are Creatures of different 
Species. 'Twas hot without good

Thofe 
that know the World moft, are 
the beft Judges of the quern- 
lous DiffatisfadMons , and uni' 
verfal Difappointments that e?e- 
ry one eomplains of , and with 
the Myftery continues fo, altbo' 
it is in every ones Power to be 

Happy -Here is one pro- 

mifes himfelf a large (hare of 
Felicity, and purchafing fuch an 
Eftate, another this Preferment. 
a third that Cruel one. &> 
and if by an unwearied in* 
duftry , or ( in refpedt of 
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oi} an adventitious occurrence; 
the bufinefs is aecompfiflit , we 
im yet either where we were, 
wiflung for fomcthmg elfe , un- 
der the fame Impatience , or 
labouring under the too late 
Repentance of Difappointments : 
And the reafori is evident , for 
we put falfe values upon things 
at a diftance. and fix the whole 
of our inclinations upon unpro- 
portional Objetts.

Wife Man will, ftamp an unjuft

Every Crea- 
ture is made for force end, 
tod if this erder be inverted, 
M a Creature is abus'd, or 
Wle in vain. The end of Man 
*** to Know, Love and Enjoy 
ii Author, and where this Con- 
formity holds, there enfues a 
Btppinefs proportionable to the 
J&eafure of thofe , and this is 
#hat we undcrftand by Hsppi- 
ocft. 

Q^fVhat's the meaning of 
tht Text, Put up thy Sword, Ti- 
ter, they that ufe the Sword jfhall 
periOi by the Sword ? 

A. This has troubled the

are gn£lifhrnen as welt as they, 
and, let fatal Sfe^/r^Avitncfs, 
not lefs brave than their great 
. Forefathers : What is't then they 
want to raakt 'cm as fuccefsful, 
be/ides their Religion? This is 
certain, that np Man ought to 
be paring, ^or can be ptoperfy , 
Valiant, without that Qualified 
tion. True Fortitude is ground- 
ed upon prudence, as all othei* 
Vertuef are, without which we 
may fay a mad Bull or a wild 
Boar are Valiant when they rufli 
upon certain Death— ^- Prudence 
therefore teaches Fortitude never 
to feek invincible Danger, tho' if 
that finds u$, and it's not to be 
avoided, bear it handfomelv, and 
die glorioufly.

The Defence of Europe and 
the Faith, the humbling of 
France, and the Honoqr of £»£• 
Ian d. 

CL Whether the Pratlice of 
Religion be inconfiflent with A 
Military l^ife ? And , Whether 
Soldiers, of all Men, ought not 
to taks the great eft Care of their 
Souls, fince they continually put 
their Bodies in fuch danger ? 

A. For the firlt, Let's fee what 
the Author of our Religion him-

of the Sword; when encompafcd 
With innumerable Deaths, fought 
their way through them all; aOd 
got off with Safety and Honour; 
out ofweakpefs were made fir ong, 
when faint with the glorious 
Toil of War, rccei/d flrcngth 
from above, waxed valiant in 
kh; felt within their ^reafts 
to an invincible Ardour* , that 
ftey no more knew how to fear 
fan to yield, and no wonder 
then they turned to flight the 
Armies of the Aliens ; conquer d 
*rf trampled down all thofe cur- 
fed Amale\ites % thofe uncircum- 
ca'd Philiftines that wou'd de- 
fray the Heritage of the Lord. 
Ajnd «ow let any one judge

Bodies, will have a very hard bar- 
gain on t. 

Q. // the praElice of Religion, 
at it certainly is , be the right 
way to Victory , whether a Vi- 
cious Soldier do not more frzju* 
dice the Caufe he fights for, b} 
his £kbaucheries y than help it 
by his Sword* 

A, 'Tis fo clear a cafe that 
he does, that we believe We 
fhould not be Enemies to our 
Countrey, if we wifh'd the French 
had all our Rakchells among 'ent " 
to make the molt of 'em, efpe- 
cially if we had honed Men iri 

their room; At leait we 

heartily defire, and are fure eve- 
ry Good Engttfkman is of the? 
fame Mind , that thofe who zv€ 
not fo good as they (hould be, 
wou'd grow better, and be fatif- 
fied, as they ought to be, that 
Vertue and Religion only can give 
the trbe meafures of Honour , 
which if they follow'd , wou'd, 
whether they live or dye, make 

'cm Conquerers, — And thus 

much oV the Military Queftions. 

Q^ Whether a P erf on that ne- 
ver jaw Rome, nor Cbritt Incar- 
nate, can have the fame certainty 
uf the latter y that he has of tht 
former ?

For E»mp!e, 
we have as - fufficient mora! Cer- 
tainty, that there were fuch P<.t- 
(ohs formerly as Augufins :,ni 
Ni'ro, as we are new that there 
are futh at prefint in the World 
as Qneen A/me, and King Lewis ;

witnefs , which we han't for the 
other : But that inequality is, We 
think , more than over ballanc'd 
in the Cafe of our Saviour by the 
Deaths of fo many thoufands, (let 
the Number of Martyrs be never 
fo much kflen d) on purpofe to 
Confirm the Truth of his Do- 
ctrine , which to be furc inclu- 
ded his Exigence; but we can't 
expedt that any Man fliou'd be 
willing to dye only to prove there 
is at prefent fuch a Tyrant as 
the French King, or fuch a City 

• as B$me~ —whereas on the 

contrary, we are affiled by Uni- 
verfal Tradition among many 
Millions of Men , and the con-

Right by Nature unto his own 
Lite , firft to preferve that, then 
by the Law of Nature td pre- 
ferve others, according to their 
Relation unto us, Exigencies, 
and others in want, yet God 
has not given any Man hi* Life 
to give away, or to be at the dif- 
pofe of any Perfon upon Earth, 
upon Condition that he fhall be 
protected and preferved.. We can- 
not fo far recede from our Right, 
to give another the Power over 
our Lives, but upon Conditions ;

'Til a confirm'd Habit of Mind, 
obferving the Mean in Relation to 
Pafllons and Vices, and thereby 
conducting us to moral Happi- 
nefi. * 
'Tis a Habit, not an Ac!:, which 
is a tranfient thing, and therefore 
not firm enough for the Bafis of 
Happinefs : Not a Natural Power, 
or Inclination, made up of feve- 
ral of thofe Semina Virtutis , 
Seeds of Virtue, more or Icfs in 
the Nature of all Men, tho* more 
confpicuous in fome than others, 
beoaufc thefe are often loft either 
by the Barrennefs or Ranknefs of 
the Soil. Not a Difpofition , or 
fome Tendency toward Virtue, 
refulting from a few, or weak, or 
contradicted Anions , which 
wou'd only Torment the Mind 
with a video meliora y or diftradfc 
it between the ftrength of Paf- 
fion and weaknefs of Virtue, 
which wou'd be far enough from 
giving it compleat Happinefs But 
it muft be a confirm'd Habit, 
to defcrve the Name of true Vir- 
tue. An Habit, that is, a Qua- 
lity refulting from ftrong or fre- 
quent Ads, whereby we obtaina 
Facility of Action, a confirm'd 
Habit: There muft be fomething 
of Force and Energy in't to be 
proper Virtue. 

It obferves the Mean; i. In 
Reference to our Appetites, or 
Paffvons, which 'tis the Office, of 
true Virtue to regulate, not de- 
ftroy. Then as to Vices, keep- 
ing 
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ing the middle between the Two 
Extreams, as Liberality between 
Prodigallity and Covetoufnefs. 
Tbo* this is not the cxarft rigid 
Mean as to Point , but a Mean 
of Proportion, allowing Come 
fort or Latitude, inclining a 
Thought more one way than 
the other, as Liberality rather 
leans to Prodigality than Core- 
toufnefs. 

The end of Moral Virtue is 
Moral Happinefs, nor can the 
Stream rife higher than the 
Fountain. But what this Happi- 
nefs is, as well as of Felicity in 
genera], mud keep cold til! a- 
nother Oracle. 

Q_ Is tfxre any Cure for Stam- 
mering, and what is it ? 

A. There is, for we have known 
it Cur'd in feveral Inftances. 
There are more ways than One to 
do it: The firft is repeating many 
hard Words deliberately feveral 
limes a Day , and for Prevention 
never fpeaking in hafte : The o- 
ther, keeping a farthing or fome 
fucb Thing in your Mouth , and 
fpeaking or reading with it 
there.

Credit to them, it began in 
Adam, who had perfed Know- 
ledge, not only of the whole Na- 
ture and Property of things Cor- 
poreal , but alfo of the Divine 
Nature, of the Myfteries of Reli- 
gion, and of the Redemption of 
Mankind, which his Angel Hapbiel 
allured him, was to come to 
pais by means of a Juft Man; 
whofe Name fhould coofift of 
Four Letters £ which is the 
caufe, fay they, that moftpart, 
of the Hebrews Names are of 
Four Letters in their Language, 
wherein the Vowels are no 
Letters.] Adam Taught tbefcj 
Myfteries to his Children, they to 
their Succeflors, until Abraham 
and the Patriarchs.

Then 
fc divided the Year into $6f Days, 
Br this Caufe calfd from bis 
feme the Julutn Year, But be- 
Nc the Sun is near fix hours 
jWore in accomplifliing his Period, 
k added a Day every fourth Year 
ifter the 13d of February, which 
ftey call'd Sexto Calendar and 
tocaufc in counting it twice they 
W Bifexto Calendas, this Year 
bath thence retained the Name of 
Vjftxtile, attributed by the Vul- 
Jar to finifter and unfortunate 
Wngs. And to confirm the 
Months to the Lunations, he was 
contented to obferve that evt-ry 
r #hYear the Moon is found in 
he fame place; which was the 
Mfowcry of .another Matheoiati- 
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cian of Athens , nam'd Met on. 
And forafmuch as they mark'd 
this Number of 19 in their Ka- 
lendar wi$i a Cypher of Gold, 
thence it came to be call'd the 
Golden Number. The Cbriftians 
took up this Calculation as the 
beft of all : But becaufe there 
wants eleven Minutes every fourth 
Year to make the Bijfextile or 
Leap-year entire, it was found 
that from the time of Julius C<e- 
far to Gregory XIII. the Lunati- 
ons and Equinoxes had anticipa- 
ted ten days, which rendcr'd the 
Golden Number ufelefs, and re- 
mov'd Eafter and other move- 
able Fcafts out of their true 
place; therefore this Pope, aili- 
fted by Do&or Lilio a Phyfi- 
cian, rerrench'd thofe ten days 
throughout all Chriftendom, ex- 
cept in places who are not plea- 
fed with Novelty, unlefs fo far 
as it difpleafes the Pope. Which 
Anticipation will always oblige 
future Ages to ufe a like Refor- 
mation of the Julian Year ; which 
we begin fiom the Midnight 
which precedes the fir ft Sun rife 
of the Month of January. But 
the mod fenfible Knowledge to 
be had of the Duration and Be- 
ginning of the Solar Year, is ob- 
tain'd by obferving the Day on 
which the Shadow of the Perpen- 
dicular Needle of a Quadrant 
is found longeft at Noon, being 
a certain fign that the Sun is then 
moft deprefs'd, and confequent- 
ly that we muft there fet down 
the End of the preceding Year, 
and the Beginning of the next, 
which is Vifible by the Exalta- 
tion of the Sun, whofe Shadow 
will not be found equal again till 
after the Revolution of a juft 

Year.

A The Immortality of our 
Souls having an abfolute Dif- 
pofition to length of Life, it 
depends only upon that of the 
Body, that we do not live Ages 
as our Fore- Fathers did j for *ri* 
from fomc defed in thefe Bo- 
dies, that the difference of Life, 
(even in Animals and Plants) 
proceeds j whence fomc lets 
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perfeft Souls (as thofe of Oiks) 
are yet longer lived, thanthofc 
of Bcafts. Hie conformation of 
the Parts of our Body, ire 
Signs of Long Life, as a great 
number of Teeth is heldfo, be- 
came 'tis an cflfca of theftrength 
of rhe Formative Faculty and 
Natural Heat, the Food being 
the better prepared thereby and 
the other Conceptions and Fra- 
ctions the better performed : So 
alfo, the Habit of the Body is 
not (imply a Sign, but likewifc 
an Effcd of Health, and Caofe 
of Long Life when 'tis Mode- 
rate, neither Fae nor Lean ; 
which two, 'tho compilable 
under the State of Health, and 
admit of a very great Latitude, 
yet are fo much lefs perfeda 
chev decline from that landaWe 
Difpofuion, which is thefiule 
and Square of all others. Nov 
to make a juft Comparifon, we 
muft confider the Fat and Lean 
in the fame degree of Excefsor 
Defed from this Mediocrity, 
and compare Pbilotas the Poet 
(who was fo Dry and Lean 
that he was fab to feften Lea- 
den Soals to his Shoes, for fear 
the Wind ftou'd carry him a- 
way) with Dyonifius of Heta&iu 
who was Choak'd with Fac,unB 
his Body were continually befee 
with Leaches : Or elle wemnft 
obferve, in both, an Equality of 
Vigor in the Principles of 
Life, vi\. The Radical Heat 
and Moifture in the fame Pro- 
portion, the fame Age, under 
the fame Climate and Exerciics, 
or elfe the Comparifon will be 
unequal. And laftly, wc muft 
diftinguifli the Ffcfty, pes 
Limb'd, and MufcuJops, from 
theFac This fuppofcd^^ 
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tttfu's Opinion feems rot im- 
probable, thatfuch asaregrofs 
and fat naturally, Dye fooncr 
than the Lean aod Slender, be- 
cwfe the Veins of the latter 
arc larger, and confequently 
Mer of Blood and Spirits, 
which are the principal Organs 
of Ufe. And, on the comrary, 
the Fat hare fmaller Veflels, 

S.reafon of their Coldnefs, 
ich conftringes them ; as is 
e*Mem in Women, Eunuchs 
and Children, whofe Voices are 
Jjiercforemorcflirill; and who

i?/ Whether there's any fuch 
' thing as Reveal'd Religion > 

A. By Reveal'd Religion, if 
there's any neceffity or poffibili. 
ty of explaining it further, muft 
be meant a way of Worihipping 
God, either not at all, or not 
lo clearly known by the meet 
unaffifted Light of Nature or 
Reafon : And fuch we affirm 
there is, and think we can 
prove it, both by Faft and An 
gument, — That there's a Ne- 
cefficy it fhould be, and that 
there really has been fuch Re* 
velations. 

1. That there's a Neceffity 
of Revelation to direct Man- 
kind in the right way of Wor- 
fliipping God » We fay, Man- 
kind in general, confjdering the 
World as it has hitherto been, 
and is ftill like to be, fincc 
God is ifot only to be Wor- 
fltipped by the few Wife and 
Learned, or the many tha* 
would be thought fo, but by all* 
fince all are oblig d to hia> for 
their benefits and Beings. But; 
there's a Neceflity of fome Re- 
relation for their Direction, 
R^ Q$ni 
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othcrwifc all Mankind could 
never Worfhip God aright ; and 
then chat Being who Made 'ena, 
"would have been wanting in 
that one thing which conduces 
tnoft to their Happinefs, which 
ye are not to fuppofe concern- 
ing him. That they could not 
Worfhip God aright, we may 
#rgue ftrongly from Fad 5 be- 
caufc they did not, even the 
vVifeftand Greateftof 'cm all 
as our Enemys confefs, enter- 
taining falfc Notions of him, 
falling into Image-Worfhip and 
Pl&ytbnfm- — And befides, their 
Worfhip was various and con- 
tradictory each to other in the 
main cflential Parts, not only 
is to lefler Circumftancts, and 
therefore could not be true. 
But further, Mankind are Fal- 
len, as the Deift himfelf ac- 
knowledges, and is plain from 
Fad, we being now not only 
Imperfed, but haying much of 
Evil, as well as wanting much 
Good.—Our Bodies and Minds 
both Difcas'd ;we are ignorant 
of many ufeful things, thofe 
Notions which we are fureare 
Natural, becaufe we affent to 
•em as foon as propose or re- 
vea'ld, yet many or moft of 
4 em fo blotted and obfeur'd, 
that we fhouid fcarce ever, if 
left to our felves, make any 
clear or juft Refle&ion upon 
them : A Notipn of God, we 
doubt not but might be found 
in all Men, f riot to Revelation, 
as being the Foundation of it, 
as well as of all Polity and Or- 
der to the World Befides, 

if not Imprefs'd, it might at 
kail be argu'd, and the Invifi- 
&le things clearly feen by the 
yifibje, even the eternal Power 



and Godhead : Not only God, 
but even fome of his Attributes, 
his Omnipotence, his Eternity, 
his Goodnefs, might be the 
fame way difcoverd, but not 
his Mercy on Offenders s the 
want of which, and die fenfe 
of his Juftice, drove all Man- 
kind to enquire for a Mediator, 
or rather embrace the Notion 
of one, from fome univerfal 
Tradition of the Noutiky 
founded at firft on ReveUtion. 
They alfo were fcnfible, the 
moft rational among 'era, thai 
they did not Worfhip God a- 
right, owning the Jews tot 
Barbarians had only the tr<tf 
Knowledge of the Gods, while 
the Grecians themfelves were 
ignorant of it, as Porfljrj him* 
fclf acknowledges ; and Mt& 
ftbenes in Clement to the fame 
purpofe- — Whence Fltto, in 
hispialogues fays plainljpay- 
K&iov 2V, &c. There's a Necef-

1 may learn in what manner *e 
I ought to behave our felves to« 
wards God and Man: tiut who

Adlw —Who is this InftruSvi 
could never be anfwer'd. The 
Perfon therefore of the tm« 
Legifiator and Mediator mail 
be reveaTd and attcfted from 
Heaven, fince natural iighi 
could not find him-^Nay, 'twas 
at leaft very requifite, Vh4t Na- 
tural Moral Truths fliould be 
alfo divinely RevcaI'd, becaufe 
almoft totally loft and blotted 
out of Mens Minds, by long 
and almoft invincible Habits of 
Immorality and Ignorance-;- 
And *gafo» Jhc PoSrine of ** 
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tm eternal Purrifhments and 
Rewards, which the Dcifthim- 
fdf muft own Neccflary, even 
to the Civil Happinefs of Man- 
kind, was fo blindly received 
by fome few, and deny 'd by 
many others, that for this alfo 
1 flevclation was very needful, 
—-was better tfian unaffiftcd 
Rcafon, conduced more and 
inore clearly to Mankind's Hap- 
pinefs * and God does always 
what's beft, according to the 

Capacity qi hi* Creature 

As will appear farther from 
Fad. 

2. That there actually his 
been loch Revelation: Firft, of 
Moral Truths, xhen of the ve- 
ry Pcrfon of a Legislator and 
Mediator wlio confirmed thofc 
Truths, and clearly and unan- 
Twerably aflcrted future Eternal 
Pumftiments and Rewards. We 
fcffl do no more than prove 
ittch ihintf muft have been,

chers, and thofe miraculous 
Gifts he had given them » the 
Divine Original of their Do- 
ftrine. But thofe miraculous 
Qi(ts % among which, the Gift 
of Languages, then frequent in 
the Church, the Gofpel being 
long fince fpread through the 
Wofld, foon ceafed, as being 
wt needful, and God doing no- 
ting in vain. Some knowledge 
languages is, however, ft/iJ 
cquifite among us, who have 
he Scriptures only iranfl«ed 
5 thofe who are to teach o- 
hcrs ; elfc, How (hould they 
cfift Gain-fayers, or be able to 
rove any thing from the Scri- 
tures, if they knew not whe- 
ler they are rightly tranflatcdl 
frerall, theApoftle here dif- 
aurfes not of the Spiritual 
Lin's understanding the Scri- 
tures, or interpreting them a- 
ght , buc his coming to the 
oowiedgeof the Principle and 
racks of the Ouiftian Rclk 
ion, as revcal*d by; our Sa- 
iour , and then miraculonfly 
w^htby the Spirit, before they 



were committed to Writing, ft 
being long after, e'er the Canon 
of the Scripture was compleaced : 
And 'twas by this Revelation 
the Apoftle himfelf was made a 
Chriftian, tho* afterwards fur- 
ther inftru&ed by Asanas a good 
and devout Man. 

For the Scriptures , as new 
we have them, their meaning is 
plain and clear in the Eflencials 
of Salvacion to every good Man 
who applies his mind to ftudy 
them. Plain enough they are, 
and cafie to be known, tho' by 
our own Faults, not fo eafily 
pradifed: For, as one tartly 
enough ask'd a lady of a fufpe- 
fted Fame, when fhe complam'd 
of the obicuricy of the Scri- 
ptures , Madam, what can be 
plainer, thin Um (halt not commit 
Adultefy > So may we ask here, 
if fome Perfons are fo wicked 
as to make God rhc Author of 
Sin, what can be a plainer Texc 
againft them, than,God tcmpreih 
no Man to Evil ? And , whac 
needs any further Interpreta- 
tion of what's indifpunble? If 
another, who (perhaps} lives fo 
that he dares not believe a Hclk 
denies there i$, or wilj be any 
fuch place or (late, or any eter- 
nal Torment after this Life i$ 
ended *, what can be a clearer 
Anfwerto him than our Savi* 
our's own Words — Theft fbaUg* 
am) into EverlaftingFunifbment* 
Nor can that Tex ^ need any 
furdicr explaining* Wherein we

Nor 
is this to be referr'd to Chance, 
or I know not what blind Caufe, 
(which, is nothing at all,) but 
owing to God's Providence, and 
wife Difpofal of all Human E- 
vents, The Jews were a GWs 
to the whole World} when Pi- 
ous, their Arms were fuccefi« 
fulagainft never fo great odds; 
when the contrary, they bad 

ftili the word Things are 

not fo cleat now, it's own'd, 
why Qod cafb the Victory one 
way or t other * but that he 
does fo, is ftiU dear 5 and that 
his Providence, which interpofo 
in the Life of a Sparrow, does* 
ipuch more in that of Man, 
yet more-ftill of fuch vaftNam- 
bers, and mod of all the fates 
of Kingdoms ajid Empires. For 
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the Obje&ion brought, if the 
Strength of Arms did doc carry 
all, bow comes Lewis the Tyrant to 
it fo £r$at a Conqueror / We 
might eafily anfwer, Not by tbt 
Stmgtb of Arms, it being noto- 
rious enough that he never 
fairly won a Vidory, tho' he 
his bafely bought many. But 
to come yet clofer, let the Ob* 
jeflor at leaft be fo modeft to 
ftay till he fees his End j Per* 
m of his Character having 
oftentimes been fuSered ro rife 
ft high, only in order to a 
greater Fall. After all, if thar 
does not anfwer Expe&ation, 
«d God's Providence fhou'd 
Dot feem fufficicmly vindica- 
ted in this, and (bme other In- 
duces in this World, let him 
ht ftay till the otrW, and 
there wc dare {woroife him en- 
tire Sarisfadion.

nefs every where el(f. Thus ic 
may be with Thunder when ic 
happens in the Night, which 
being accompany 'd with Light-* 
ning, and the Element other* 
wife very dark by the Thunder- 
clouds, muft fiill ftrikc a greater 
Horror into all fenfible Crea> 
tures than it wou'd at Day 
time, when Difcourfc, the Light, 
and various Objeds take off the 
Mind from ruminating fo deep- 
Jy, and attending fo diftinaiy 
on what fills it whfr fo much 
Concern. 

But befides this accidental 
geafon, we know not but the* 
may be a natural one giv. 
fincc ujon the Obfervafioos ^ 

have 
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have made upon great Thun- 
ders, they have in oar Judgment 
been really, and in themlelves, 
for the mod part, more loud and 
•terrible by Night than by Day, 
the reafon whereof we conceive 
«o be this— That by Day the at- 
tractive Virtue of the Sun gene- 
rally draws the Thunder-Clouds 
higher than by Night, when 
being freed from any fuch at- 
tradion, they foil down nearer 
the Earth , where difcharging 
chemfelves of their Load, they 
muft by as neceffiry a Confe- 
rence make a proportionably 
greater Noife, as the difcharge 
of a Cannon does in the fame 
Circumftances, which if you are 
near the place where they are 
fired, makes you deaf with the 
infupporrable found ♦, but if at 
fome dirtance, it dies away like 
imperfeft Thunder. 

Qj Gentlemen f let me trouble 
your Society to give me your Thoughts 
Mfonthe force oj Thunder^ lightning^ 
Earthquakes and Eclipfes ? 

A. Lightning and Thunder 
may go together, fincethey are 
the ErTe&s of one Caufe, vi%. 
Your Vnftuous Bituminous fort of 
Vapours are exhal'd as other 
Vapours are, and mounting as 
high as the middle Region of 
the Air, they are encoiupafsd 
on allfides by thecxtream cold- 
nefs of that Air which enclofcs 
them, and in order to their 
tonfervation, reunite and take 
fire by Antiperifiafis, where dri- 
ving to get out by their motion 
H* the Air , they make that 
Rumbling Noife we pall Thun- 
der. But becaufe every Perfon 
don'c underfland what we mean 
by an Antiperiftaftt , we fhall 
fell 'cm, That Nature does not 



only produce Befogs, but forti- 
fies them againft the Afliult of 
their Contraries, both in Vc- 
getativeahd Animal Beings, and 
alfo in inanimate Bodies, which 
fhnd upon the Defcnfive, when 
they are fet upon by External 
Agents, whofe contrary Quali- 
ties coming to engage againft 
them, they redouble their For- 
ces, and rally all together as it 
were into a Body, the better to 
receive their Charge. And this 
is that which Philofophers call 
Antiperifiafis^ and every Body 
may fee its EfFeds, when Wa- 
ter and Fire are put together, 
or Lyme and Water, or other 
unfriendly Oppofites. Thus, as 
we faid before , thefe fort of 
Exhalations being of a hoc and 
dry Nature, when they are en- 
clofed by an extraordinary Cold, 
flrivc to defend themlelves; but 
being too weak, are caft down 
with fuch a Violence: But 
fincethe Nature of their Force 
and Violence is required in the 
Queftion, we fliall give a very 
late true Inftance of an Ace* 
dent in NortbamptonfJtire : fix- 
teen Perfons in a ftorm.retir'd 
under a great Afh-trec, whera 
having fat down, one of Vm 
took a little Dog upon his Laft 
and held by both the Ears, ano- 
ther took a Snufh-Box out of 
his Pocket, and laid fome Sauflt 
upon his Hand in order to take 
it, when immediately a Terri- 
ble Clap of Thunder, with a 
Thunder-bolt, fell into thf 
midft of the Afhtree wukt 
which they fat, clove it into 
four Pieces, killed four of '«■ 
dead, and wounded tenmorC| 
that \is fcar'd they'll not re- 
cover, and wo only cfcap'd 
0» 
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f and which is wond^fful) ifl 
the middle of the reft ; the 
Perfon that was caking Smith 



held his Hand to his Nofe with t 
out letting it fall after he was* 
dead, fitting juit in the fame 
pofture as when alive) the ei- 
ther Perfon with a little Dog, 
held the Dog in the fame po- 
fture as if he had been alive, tfie 
tog alio was dead. I have 
read of a parallel Inftance in a 
Church, where about thirty fix 
(« I take it) were kill'd with 
inch another Clap of Thunder, 
and every Perfon thit was dead 
fee as if he had been alive. 
That they were kill'd is no 
wonder, but char they were 
kill'd to be fo foon ftiff, as not 
to fall an Arm, or bow their 
Heads, is very amazing ; but 
to avoid being ask'd the Reafon 
in another Oracle , s wc'U give 
our Thoughts upon it here. 
That the fpirtts of Sulphur are 
incredibly ftrong, we need no 
other Inftances than the Ef- 
fefts of Gunpowder , and that 
they are a chief Ingredient in 
the matter of Thunder, is evi- 
dent by the intolerable fmell 
of Sulphur where the Thunder- 
bolt falls , and that the fwift- 
ncfiofa Thing moving, differs 
front the Nature of leifurely 
Motions; we (hall alfo give 
you one Inftance, which we 
now to be Matter of Fad- 
Take an Apple, fee it upon a 
Soft, difcharge a Piece with 
fmall (hoc at ir, and tho it be 
ftot thro' with five or fix Pel- 
lets (as has been try'd) yet 
the Apple is not mov'd it (elf. 
Now thefc dead Perfous hav- 
ing nothing to be feen upon 'cm, 
aad yet kiU'd, ic wufl be by 



the fubtil Fire, (coming along 
with the Bok,) whofe Motion 
being fo violent and fwift, ic 
had not time to move the Bo- 
dies > and being fo very fine, ic 
penetrated era without tearing 
or mangling 'cm into Pieces* 
which Fire alfo muft be the 
occafion of the immediate ftiff- 
ning of their dead Bodies,. for 
Nature was fo violently ftiock'd 
by that unnatural Force, that its 
frame and manner of adtng was 
altogether inverted, and the 
Natural Heat fo chang'd, and 
overcome by that unnatural Fire* 
that the ufual Office of cooling 
by degrees into a ftiffnefc was 
extirpated and fupplanted by a 
new Method of ading, pro- 
duced by the fpirituous fulphu- 
reous Fire that took .poffeffion 
of the Bodies. 

As to the Nature of Earth* 
quakes, we have (aid fomcthing 
of it elfcwhcre. See Vol. i. of our 
Athenian Oracle* 

Eclipfes, as they are two, fo 
they have two different Caufes; 
We'll begin with that of the 
Sun i which is thus effedjed: 
The Sun is in a higher Orb or 
Sphere, more diftant from the 
Earth than the Moon, which 
is allb of a more Opake and 
Dark Body than the Sun j 
therefore whenever the Moon, 
intercepts or comes betwixt us 
and the Sun in a right Line, fo 
much of the Sun's Body as is 
intercepted by the Moon, is E- 

clips d. As to the E- 

clipfe of the Moon , 'tis thus, 
The Moon receives it Light by 
Refk&ion, or borrowing from 
the Sun; now whenever the 
Globe of the Earth happens to 
intercept bctw ij& die Moon and 
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San all in a right Line* fo ranch | Natural Sympathy. Hie fc 



of the Moon as the Earth hides 
from the Son, fo much (I fay) 
of the Moon is Eclips'd. Thus 
much for a plain fhort Dcfcrip- 
don of Ediptes. 

Q. How u it to be underflooa\ 
that the Spirit of God moved upon 
the face of the Waters, according 
U that of Gen. cap. i» vcrC 2 ? 

A. The Original is Metapho- 
rical, and fignifies the ad of the 
Hen upoi> her Eggs, vi\. a 
hovering or hatching, as much 
as to by, as the Providence of 
God Almighty does now im- 
mediately fuperintend over all 
things tnat are created : So 
the Spirit of God did at firft 
immediately hover, hatch, pro* 
duce and give a Being to all 
things one of the heap of firft 
Matter, reprefented to us un- 
der the Idea of a dark Terra- 
queous Confufion. 

9. How a piece of Iron laid up- 
en a Casl^ptevents Thunder, or the 
Noife*prum from marring the Liquor 
contained? 

A. ThcVirtuofi of France had 
a Queft ion much of this Nature 
difcufs'd in one of theitf Con- 
ferences, but 'twas confin'd on- 
ly to Thunder, and a Cask of 
Wine. Wefhali give you a (hort 
Specimen of their Thoughts up- 
on it» to which we fhall add 
our own. The firft of 'em had 
recourfc to the heavenly Influ- 
ences, and (aid that Mars (by 
which Planet Iron is defign'dj 
Jiad its Houfe in Aries, and the 
Sun cntring that Houfe, caufes 
the moifture of the Vice to 
afcend, and fo Concludes that 
there is a Correfpondence be- 
twixt Wine andiron, and that 
one prefcrves the other by a 



cond affirm'd, the Effcft was 
wrought by an attradive and 
retentive Vertue: To prove 
which he offer'd, that therms 
but one humid Matter which 
that Central Fire forces from 
the deeped part of the Earth, 
out of which Matter not only 
Metals and Minerals are pro- 
duct, but Thunder and Mete- 
ors. Now ( (ays he) the Aif 
being impregnated with noifome 
Terreftrial Vapours, which ard 
of the fame nature as Iron, 
when they meet with a piece 
of it laid upon a VcfleJ, they 
make a flop, and the Iron by a 
Sympithcttck attradive Ver- 
tue receives 'em, and by its re- 
tentive retains 'em. Some of 
the reft were of this Opioioo, 
and others attributed it to fome 
hidden occult Quality, they 
know not what. —Our Opi- 
nion is, that they arc all in an 
Error about the Caufe, for 'tis 
not the Noifome Nature of 
Thunder, but the Noife tint 
fowrs Wine. This appears by 
an Alteration of the Caufe a&- 
ing, the Medium whereby it 
a£s» and the Sub jed Upon which 
hafts* as for the Caufe, Shoot- 
ing, Drums* or any other great 
Noife, has the fame Effcft: So 
Steel, Brals, Silver, Lead, Coil, 
or any other heavy Matter laid 
upon the Cask, prevents theEf- 
fed * alfo not only Wine, bar 
Mead, Syder, Beer and Ale, and 
other Liquors, will befpoiW bj 
a great Noife ? from which it 
appears, That 'tis no Codeffial 
Influence, no Sympathy, noro- 
thcr occult Caufe, that produ- 
ces the above-mentioned E&& 
ButtheQuefboD isnoryetr*' 
^ fehU, 
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folv'd, but recute w(. How 
can Noife, have fuch efteft upon 
Liquors / Wc anfwer, 'tis not 
Noife, (fpcaking ftriftly,) but 
the Effeft of Noife, to wit, a 
violent Concuffion and Agita- 
tionofthe Air; for the Air by 
Agitation is rarified, aud made 



good for nothing. Improvements 
upon this Sub)e& would be very 
ufeful againft the fpoiling of 
Liquors, Fruits, Roots, &t. in 
al) forts of Weather ; but the 
Praaice of thefe Things it not 
fo much our bufinefs, as the 
Theory and Reafon how fuch 



fofioc and Spirituous, that it and fuch Caufes produce fuch 



cafily penetrates all Bodies by 
a Dew fort of Operation, which 
1 canot refemble to any thing 
to make fo intelligible, as by 
this eafie Trial* take a Glafs 
of Water, wet y«ur Fingers 
cod, and run it round the edge 
of the Glafs, and it will make 
a fort of a roaring Noife, which 
fees all the Water in the Glafs 
into a bufie fort of Fermentati- 
on beginning in fhaking trem- 
bling Circles from every fide of 
the Glafs *, but if you tye a 
Thread about the Glafs or hold 
jour Hand, or your Fingers end 
topotft, ic quite alrers the Na- 
ture of its Operation. Thus a 
flrong Horfe hair tied crdfs the 
Palm of your Hand, breaks a 
Ferula, and takes away the 
Force; And thus a Rope tied 
round a Cask has the lame Ef- 
fcft as another Body put up- 
on^ The reafon is, One 

Ewer or aft meeting wich two 
Mies at one time* divides it 
(elf; and afls imperfectly upon 
both. To give a farther De- 
raonftrationofthis, which may 
alfo be ferviceable to the Pub- 
lick: A wet Sheet tied round 
1, Cask hinders the Liquor from 
feezing, which if it had been 
commonly known in the great 
Froft about 19 Years fmcc, had 
prefer? 'd fome Thoufand Pounds 
worth of Liquors in this City 
tfbtdin that were fpoiled, and

Bcfides all which, there may 
be foraething in the Strain of 
Men , as there is of Beaits -, 
and^ yet it may be no more 
poffible to give any Natural 
Reafon, why fome Men are 
fairer than ochers, or iuve 
thinrier Lips, finer faofes, or 
better Completions, than why 
a Grayhpund is more clevery 
made than a Cur, or a Rjcer 
than a Car-horfe. On the o- 
therfide, if 'tis true, that we 
Sing not as well as the French 
or Italians, there may be fome 
tfiing in the Coldnefs of our 
Climates, compared with theirs* 
which perhaps may render our 
Voices generally more hoarfe 
or unpleafmg than fome others. 
Betides, we luve no Eunuchs, as 
are among them, which forue- 
times make their Conforts much 
finer than they wotfld other- 
wife be.

Q. Whether it be gooi Con- 
iutt h a General , to fit down 
btjore a Town , before be hast 
beaten the Enemy out of the 
Field? 

A. The Circnmftances muft 
decide it, fince in fome cafe it's 
good Conduft, in others quite 
contrary : For Example •, when 
the Enemy is the ftronger, it's 
madnefs to fit down before a 
City, where the Garrifon is of 
any rtrength, and fo to have an 
Enemy before, and another be- 
hind — which was the Ruin of 
the Turkifh Army at the laft 
Siege of Vienna * tho' the quite 
contrary happen'd afterwards to 
the Chriftians in another Siege, 
when they took the Town in 
the Face of the whole Body of 
the Turkifh Army, after they 
had foundly beaten them in their ; 
attempting to relieve it. Whence j 
*cis plain enough, that 'tis no j 
ill Policy, where a General has j 
a mind to draw an Enemy to a 
Battel, to fie down before fome 
con fid erable Town, if his Troops 
are hearty and numerous, and 
diffident at once, to fecure all ' 
his Works againft the Town, 
and draw out and engage the 
Enemy — ■ In which cafe, 
one of thefe two things muft 

happen Either he takes 

the Town in their fight, or elfc, 
has his defire in fighting thtm, 
when they come to relieve it: 
But in thefe cafes, the Seafon of 
the Year, and the Strength of 
the Town, deferve alfo his Con* 
^deration. j

by the Romans, fome ot the Ci- 
ties of the Gauls by Ctfa ^ 
efpecially in the Siege and De- 
fence of Syraafe by -Marriha 
and Archemides ; tho' thefe, it 
muft be own d, were rather ufed 
among them in Sieges, than 
Field-fights. Their Ancient , 
Darts , it's true , were alrooft 
as deadly as our fmall Guns* 
and as inevitable — But their ; 
Piles were a very heavy fort d 
a Bufinefs, tho* flrong and at* 
where they took : Of that 
Swords, Slings, and other Wet*! 
pons, read Lipfius. Their Horfc- 
were generally weak and fcwj 
vaftly unprop-ortionable to chein 
Fo^c, and good for little but fcc* 
queering at one another.

tians, but many other Nations 
toriig learnt it from the Jews.

Thus Origen againft Celfns. 
guoted by Dr. Hammond, (that 
lncxhauftible Fountain of Learn- 
ing and Judgment ): «« The 
" Names of Abraham, &c. fays 
" he, joytied with the Name of 
" God, is not only of Force in 
" the Jews Prayers and Exor- 
" cifms, but almoft all others 
«* that deal in Conjurations 
" ufe them; whence the igno- 
rant fort, 3s St. Chryfoflom ob- 
ferves, come to mifbke the 
Name of Abraham for the Name 
of fome God, becaufe of the 
Phrafe 0*^ aCazu. Which 
Miftakc might be furthered by 
a way of Expreffion common 
among the Jews, we being in- 
clined to think that the Words 
Abraham, and Jacob, or Israel, 
are fomecimes ufed in Scripture 
for the God of Abraham, fcc 
Thus, to name no more Pfal. 
24.6 "This is the Generation of 
" them that feek thy Face, O 
" Jacob \ And Abraham** Heaven 
or Bojm* is a common Para- 
phrafe among the Jews for Pa- 
radice, or Heaven. So Ze&jotb, 
and Adond, were often ufed in 
the Paganifh Incantations, as 
che Tame Origen tells us ; and 
Jmblichus calls 'cm , Afjyria no* 
mina, Ajfirian or Jew ifh Names 
And Lusian brings in his Alex- 
ander, muttering I know not 
what barbarous Words in the 
pbtnitian, or Hebrew Language, 
jn order to cure Difeafes. And 
Paufanias gives the fame Ac 
count of his Lydian Magician, 
in the Rites of the Pyrtftreia.

they cjtfc be other wife, any 
more than their Aftroicgicai 
Brethren , becaule when taken 
oft from the Bafis of God's Pro- 
tection, and their own Reafoo, 
they mull be floating in Fata- 
lities and Uncertainties, and the 
moft notorious Contradictions \ 
and thofe who wcrfhip Images 
may with as much Reafon pre- 
tend 'tis the true God on whom 
they truft, ufing thefe only as 
the means of their Dcpendance 
and Devotion. But there's ftiU 
another JUafon why fuch Arts 
are dangerous, becaufe when 
People are thus unwarrantably 
curious , and thereby throw 
themfelves out of the Divine 
Protection ( fqf they are not 
content with it in the ordinary 
Couric 
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Cburfcof GodV Providence, bnc 
nmft hare fomcthing further } 
then we are certain the Devil 
has oftentimes taken advantage 
ag-iinft them, to lead them to 
greater Evils- This is notori- 
ous in the Story of Dr. Vee 
and Ktliy y all whofe Angels at 
lift turned to Devils, and their 
Purity to extraordinary down- 
right Adultery. And if there 
be any thing at all in the Ap- 
pearances fo often boafted of, 
and fo confidently affirmed by 
theOta/j^jand Roficrucians> we 
cannot think >m any thing elfe 
but thefe Delufivc Spirits, who 
by a (hew of Piety and abftrufe 
Knowledge, lead Men with the 
more cafe into Perdition , by 
the moft unnatural and horrid 
Vilfanies; For if that Corre- 
fpondence thefe Men calk of, 
be true, between their He and 
Sie^Bfial Acqaintance , as we 
won t pronounce they are not, 
whati&'t all lefs than the Depth 
of Witchcraft •, only their /»- 
cwus's and Succubus s drefs a lit- 
tle finer than when they appear 
to a poor ignorant nafty old 
Woman ? And don't thefe 
Wretches deferve Death as well 
as e'er the Witch of Endor did, 
and perKaps much morc.^ Wc 
know they will be angry, but 
much good raay't do them *, for 
we think this little Strifture 
is much lefs than they deierve, 
who would either ftill put up- 
on the World their arTeded 
Cant and Myftery, that is at 
bottom , hard Names , with 
nothing in them 5 or if there 
be any thing at all in it, if 
it has any bottom , M rnufi 
fie as deep as Hclh We are 
tarfibk of an Objection that 



may be drawn from wfiat we 
our felves have advanced in 
the beginning of this Qucftio'%, 
which may Teem to favour 
thofe Practices we have beep 
all this while condemning-, and 
that is , we have own'd that 
Devils mght be caft out, and 
Difeafcs cured by rhe Name 
of the God of Abrahtm, &c. Vir- 
tute Creator is, as Tertullianbcioxcs 
and why not now as wdl as 
then / And to make it ftronger, 
What hurt, will it be faid, can 
there be in fuch good Names 
and Prayers, as before in the 
Queftion? And many who make 
ufe of them, are very demur and 
good Men, who wou'd abhor 
fuch Things, were they Diabo- 
lical : And if the fame Power 
bemanifefted in Vertue of thofe 
Holy Names that has been for- 
merly, whether force Vertue 
of thefe Amulets may not be 
hinted at in that of the Pfal* 
milU " The Name of the God 
" of Jacob defend thee *, it be- 
ing certain that this Practice is 
very Ancient. 

In Anfwer, ift, The way of 
cafting out Devils, and work- 
ing Miracles rhen by the Name 
of God among the Jews, which 
our Saviour hints ac, feems to 
have been much mote fimple, 
and lefs curious , when really 
performed, than that thefe my- 
ftical Men now plead for: A 
calling over them in the Name 
of the Lord wrought the Mira- 
cle, as we may fee by the At- 
tempt of Sc*va% Sons. But 
what s this to all thofe fooliih 
ridiculous Curiofities and Cere* 
monies which were added to it 
in after Ages , which were the 
Additions either of forac Ma- 
gical 
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Seal Jews, dr fame Apifh 
unce 6f an Heathen. Again, 
the Cure was not certain by 
thefe mean$,ltVft>$ ■vWorce.^wra/, 
perbafi bftt $bey f was the moft 
that Juliin could fay on'c. A- 
gain, the Cafe is alcer'd now, 
for though real Miracles might 
then be done in the Name of 
the Creator, in diftindion, as 
has been faid from all the nu- 
merous Falfe Gods of the Hea- 
then, that Reafon now ceafes 
when we live among thofe 
who pretend to Own the one 
only true God. Befides, after 
Chrift came, thefe Miracles cc& 
fed 5 othcrwifc why would Seas- 
va*s Sons, as before, have left 
the Name of God, and ufed that 
of our Saviour, in imitation of 
the Apoftles, who, as the Jews 
ufed to fay, in the Name Of 
the God of Abraham, or God of 
Sabaotby did command, In the 
Nameofjefus Chrift of iVtf^r- 
ttb 5 wherein the firft Chrifti- 
ans followed 'era, and a Divine 
power fomecime after attended 
that bleffcd Name ', at which 
every Knee (hall bow, and which 
makes Devils tremble. Good 
ftames therefore, and good 
Things are not fufficient, when 
Unwarrantably, Nonfcnfically, 
or Magically made ufe of, as, 
was found to their Sorrow, by 
thofe Exorcifts fo often men- 
tion^. For good Mens ufing'emj 
all that appear to be fo, are not 
fo, any more than the Devil is 
an Angel ; becaufe he can fome- 
times look like one. Befides, 
the Chriftian Church has, as 
we have proved, moft folemn- 
ly renoune'd ail thefe Fancies, 
Councils have decreed againft 
them, Laws have been made 



to prevent Vm 5 the Body 6f 
Chnftians, Wife and Pious, and 
Learned, unanimoufly abhor 'cm. 
The moft of thofe that ufe'emj 
are Men defperate, and whim- 
fical,and fuperftirious, and wick- 
ed, and are either Cheats, or 
worfc, cheated themfelves out 
oftbeiir own Souls, and Eternal 
Happinefs. The beft ufe there- 
fore that can be made of all 
thefe curious Books, is thac 
which the firft Chriftians pat 
'cm to on their Converfion, as 
Arguments of their Chriftiani- 
ty, to make a carious Rich 
Bonfire of 'em, as thofe at £• 
phepis, Ads 19. 19. the'Epk/a 
y&,uu.&To. and etKiBipd^aKA t 
and Tsek^ct; Their Magical 
Charaders, Philtres and Certm 
nies being Notorious in all 
Writers, both Chriftian and 
Heathen. As for the Name of 
the God of Jacob, undoubtedly 
'tis a Defence to all that trull 
in it 5 but they muft then take 
care they don't diftinguift die 
Thing and Name j for what 
Vcrtuc can there be in fo many 
Letters, which when taken * 
fundcr, are nothing at all, or 
may make other Words, ofa 
different, or perhaps contrary 
Scnfc> r r ;

They were chafed away 
by the Daughters of Boreus^ or 
of the North', that is, by ftrong 
Winds, which happen'd alfo to 
the Locufts of Egypt. The 
Harpies caufed a, fc amine in 
X a Fbineaf* 
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Fh'masi Houfc \ and* 'the Poets 
tell us , they took the Meat 
from his Table : And to be fa- 
tisfied that rhe Locufts have in 
a lirtte time defolated whole 
Families, we need only to con- 
tiAtBocbartus, in the beginning 
of the Fourth Book of the 2d 
Part of his ffieroycon. The 
Harpies caufed a great Stink 
and noiforac Smell in the Pla- 
ces where thev were ; fo alfo 
the Locufts, when they had no- 
thing more to cat, died, and 
filled the Air with Tuch a flench, 
that afcer caufed the Plague. 
Apollonitu of Rhodes, in his Ar-

It was 
impoflible for Pbineas and his 
Men , to drive away the Har- 
pies, or hinder diem from de- 
vouring their Meat.

The Phenicians having filled 
alraoftall the (ides of the Me- 
diterranean with their Colonies, 
made Voyages to every Part} 
and as their Country-men al- 
ways were well pleafed with 
the News of ftrange Countries, 
fo they omitted not to relate 
at their return, whatfoever they 
had feen in thtir Voyages. And 
eis not improbable but they 
might add a little touch of Fan- 
cy to their Narrations, and 
tell things that in themiehres 
were ordinary' enough, after 
a wonderful and furprizing 
manner. Tjs alfo very like- 
ly, that tbofe that heard them, 
might, in their turn, affift a 
little with their Imagination; 
it being very Natural for Men I 
to form fcreat Idea's of thicp 
that are remote from them, 
and where they did not well 
under (land their Relations , 
they have made them fay things 
they never thought. Thus, it 
may be, all thofe things ha* 
contributed to the obfeuring qf 
the Hiftory of their Voyages, 
which has made fome of tbofe 
Events appear to us as mo* 
ftrous Fables , which had no- 
thing fiirprizing in them, as if 
very probable in this Smrjtf 
'Hercules. In the time that I* 
borab and Bar ac were Judges of 
patlj k Phcmcian Merchant, 
named Alcides> who was bQ0rk 
Boetia (and who, 'tis ft, 
was bur very Hercules) 
took great Voyages, 
alone, and fometimes in *0* 
pany , fome upon fats owe Ac* 
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count, aod others by Commif- 
fioo. He Eftabliflit many Co- 
lonies * and as Greece was not 
yet well Peopled > fo in many 
places, the new Inhabitants 
wee obliged to take a great 
deal of pain to defend them- 
felves, as well from wild Beads, 
as the Injuries of the Air. In 
that time, there were many 
young Men that Kept and Fed 
the tamer Beads, that had fuc- 
ecfsful/y accuflom'd themfclves 
to the Fighting wich Bears and 
Lions. This Alcides had ati8 
fcart of Age, Kill d a Lion in 
i Mountain of Boetia, who had 
made a great Ravage in the 
JW» Flocks. Upon which 
account, the King of that Place 
pe in Marriage to him, or to 
his tflen, fome Daughters that 
he had j and Alcides ufed after- 
wards to wear the Skin of the 
Lito he had (lain, fot a Cloak. 
He likewife Kili'd another Lion 
in the Foreft of Nemea, which, 
by the order of the King of 
%*«*, he had chafed into tome 
rark, where he continued a 
long time, and there Eftabliflit 
thepowerfuJl Colony of the fie* 
tacIhUs, which fignifyed Mcr- 
dttms. This Colony deliver d 
(he Country from many Venc- 
mow Animals that incommoded 
k, and made themfdves very 
Famous, by the Hunting of 
divers Beads, as ' the Wild- 
Boors and Savage Bulls of the 
Maintains. But 'twas too dif* 
fink for this new Colony to 
<*fr«raa the Neiglibouring 
Cow»y, fometimes for the 
Chafe add fometimes for Pa* 
Jtar^. withour railing them- 
W?o^ Enemies. Either in Hunc- 
b| to* Feeding their Flocks near 



a Mountain in Arcadia, they, 
Quarrel! d with fome of the 
Rich People about the greater 
Cattle; and altho' they Fought 
on Horfeback, and the Hera* 
elides had only Foot, yet either 
through their own Addrefs or 
Advantage of the HiJJs, they 
got the Better, aud Deftroy'd 
their Enemies. They had a- 
nother Quarrel alfo with certain 
Shepherds, who Liv'd at the 
upper Parts of Pdopontfas, on 
whom they fee their Dogs that 
they kept their Flocks with, 
which was their ufual cuftora, 
when they Attacked 'cm. At 
the fame time, they fet at Li- 
berty fome Perfons of Attica, 
that thofe Shepherds had taken 
Prifoncrs* 

After this, Alcides left his 
Colony in Ptloponefus, and re- 
turn'd to Thebes ; but departing 
upon fome Bufmcfi in his Tra* 
veJs, Eurytus, Prince of Ecalia % 
promifed to give his Daughter 
to him that bed drew the Bow? 
Alcides prcfenied himielf, and 
made appear that he was the 
mod expert in that Exercifc ; 
but the Kiug kept not his word, 
under ptetence thar the Phene- 
cians had been accuflom'd to 
Sacrifice their own Children : 
Yet Iphtut, the Kings Son, be- 
came a Friend to Alcides, whom 
afterwards he Kill d in a Quar- 
rel i for which Murder, he fled 
to Laconia, where the Prince of 
Che Place purified him accord- 
ing to the manner of that Time: 
by plunging him in a River: 
But falling Sick, he thought 
the Gods were Angry . with 
him for the M^er, and there- 
fore refolv'd co'confulc a fa* 
(nous fried that Liv'd at Del* 
(bos 
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/few, Matter of the Place* tho* 
afterwards, being reconcile to 
the Prieft, he told Alddts % that 
to cute his Infirmity, he mufl: 
quit Greece, and make Saxisfa- 
etion to Eurytus. This Advice 
lie intended to follow 5 but be* 
ing. arrived to the Coafts of 
A fa, he was made a Slave by 
fome Men of Ompbdes, Quetn 
of Lydia, where he continued 
three Teat's, in which time he 
made feme Famous Voyages, 
and in one of them, at Jaft dis- 
covered fome Phoenician Yefiels, 
whom he join'd, and upon his, 
making* hitfifelf known to thern, 
diey 'delivered him . from hij> 
Captivity. He went not very 
jR«v but ftopt in My fa, l where 
fie-'fcftabliftied a Colony ; but 
the, Neighbourhood and Riches 
of Pbrjgia, raffed an Envy in 
rfre Phtnitfansthztv/ctjiinMyfa* 
aud put them in mind of iei- 
Zing fome Advantageous Port 
ntar Troy , and Eftablifh thern- 
felves there: To which end, 
they equippd a JitcLe Fleet of 
iffVeiids, chit they themfelves 
had built , and went under the 
Conduct of Abides \ but , the 
Repulfe of the Enemy, and fonie 
DiVffiotis; amongft theftUelves r 
rrtatfe *em feon leave the Place.

i. 'Tis a Subftance, which 
we prove, x. By the Definition 
of a Subftance- — * A thing fulv 
filling by it felf, and fubjecT: to 
Accidents. That the Soul fub- 
fifls by it felf, will be granted, 
if we can prove that tis not 
jo any thing as an Accident, 
that is, fo as to be abfent with- 
out the injury or dcftru&ion of 
the Subject, which will be cjone 
anon, when we prove 'tis an 
Accident. That 'tis fubjeft to 
Accidents, is plain, and that 
too as a Jaft Subject '; Learning, 
and a hundred other things are 
Accidents, yet we fee fome 
Learned, others Unlearned, &e. 
It muft .be a Subftance,

becaufe 'tis no Accident — r-and 
one of the tw6 it muft be, if 
it be any thipg 5 (and that there 
is fome Principle of Aftion 
within us, none deny.) "This 
is proved both from the gene- 
ral Notion of an Accident, 
hinted at before, which denies 
it to be a Jaft Subject, as the 
Soul is j and more clearly by 
removing all thofe Accidents 
which are pretended to confti- 
tute what we call the Soul of 
Man. Among which 'twill be 
fnfficient if we prove 'tis no 
Quality or Temperament of the 
Body arifing from different Qua- 
lities and Humours. A made 



Quality can't aft, though when 
in a regtiifite Subjeft it may in 
fopie fenfe enable it to aflL 
But this Principle within us 
does it felf aft, both upon tip 
Bo ( dy and Ideas which it BI5 
form'd either . with or without 
its Aid. And if one Qnality 
cannot aft, no more can feveral, 
or I know not what Refultance 
from all together. Further, 
were this Principle of A&ion 
within us, whicn we call the 
Soul, nothing but fuch a fort 
of Crafis of the Body, fonfift-' 
ing of, or refulting from its 
different Humours; this Soul 
muft neceflarily decay as this 
Temperament is injut'd or 
weaken'd by Difeafes or ap- 
proaching Death. But nothing 
more common than to fee Per*] 
fons juft going out of the 
World, when to be fure the 
Body is in fufficient diforder, 
enjoying their Reafon, in as 
high a Degree as ever, and not 
rarely more intenfety than while 
in perfect Health, which not 
only proves this Principle of 
Aftion witnin (whatever it is) 
fomething far Nobler . than a 
fleeting kind of I know pot 
what Quality or Qualities, .but 
leads us fairly to the firft and 
remote Difference, of the Soul, 
its Immateriality; that very in- 
digcftible Term to .fome Perions, 
without fearof whofe Cepfnres 
or -Arguments, we ft^all fall on 
that 

Second Branch of our Definiti- 
on, and endeavour, we hope hot 
unfuccefsrully, to prove it— — ■ 
An Immaterial Subftance. And

1. By removing any fuppos'd 
Abfurdity or Contradiftion in

The World has 
feen a fet of Philosophers, who 
will pretend to regulate both 
the Thoughts and Words of all 
Mankind by their own Noti- 
ons and Whimfies. Mr. Hobbs 
vouki fain teach AriftotU to 
Speak; and will neither let 
him nor us, call a Spade, a 
Spade, becaufe he thinks a Hand- 
barrow would be a proper word 
fort. Never had Man gi offer 
Notions, tho* he pretends to be 
the moft refined of Men ; and 
neither to Speak or think with- 
out a demonftration, this mayn't 
be fo much digreffion as/ome 
will be apt to call it. The 
common Idiom of our Language,' 
and the Vulgars Difcourte, ge- 
I petally ufe the word Subftance, 
t in the* grofler ferife, for fome- 
f thing they can Feel - y and which, 
fcr that reafon, they generally 
: call Subftantial ; making the 
' very dnlleft of their Sfcnies, the 
fole Judge of what is fo very 
Nice, that, even in the Judg- 
ment of Mr. Hobbs himfelf, it 
often flies our Senfes, and (per- % 
f haps) in fome cafes, our very 
Kea(on— - Nor do 'the People, 
for this very caufe, ever dream 
that the Air is a ^Subftance, 
(making that -and Ghoft terms 
convertible) tho' we are as Aire 
'tis fo, as that the Earth it ftrlf 
is.' However, this Notion ex 
tteamly pleajed thofe fhort- 
thinking Perfons, who were 
glad to find any Opportunity of 
laughing at what they did not 
unoerfland, and was according- 
ly improved by the forenamed 
Gentleman. But fliould we lift 
this Marier to the bottom, 'tis 
^ Thing, not^the Word, they 
are angry with j a/id if we once

prove there is fuch a thing as 
an immaterial Subftance, which A 
is juft as great an impropriety as 
Rational Animal, they may 
grieve their Hearts out, before 
they make us think the words 
abfurd or ridiculous. 

That the Soul is a Sab/lance, 
we have already prov'd j That 
it may, without any abfurdky, 
be an immaterial Subftance, wc 
have endeavoured to fliow; That 
it is fuch a Subftance, wefliall 
thus proceed to evince. 

Tlje Effences of things, arc 
known by their Properties and 
Operations: Whatever then a&s 
above the power of Matter, can- 
not be Matter $ is fomething 
above Matter 5 is Immaterial 
This the Soul of Man does, 
therefore it deferves that Ti- 
tle. 

The grand Qneftion, it muft 
be confefs'd,. is ftill, How tar 
the power of Matter reaches ? 
Or, ifthatben'ta ptioper term, 
How far Matter may be mo- 
dify'd by a fuperior Agent, and 
to what finenefs it may be re- 
duced, and how curious Ma^ 
chines may be form'd out of it? 
That we don't pretend to Re- 
folve ; but this we may venture 
to fay, That if we can find 
fomeching which has no relation 
to congruity with Matter, or 
at leaft is not fuch 5 upon fuch 
an Object we may conclude 
Matter cannot naturally a£t 
But fuch Notions and Thing? 
we are fure are within us. As 
for Example-~Conjun£tion and 
Divifion , or Affirmation and 
Negation, ftill-continued Re- 
flexion, with a poffibility. of 
ftill drawing it finer and finer, 
almoft infinitely.

A&ions we are Aire pafs within 
us, and which we learnt not 
from abroad, but could exercife 
as long fince as we are. able to 
temember. The Words, indeed, 
by which we exprefs thofc 
Anions we receive from abroad, 
but not the Tilings ; I have a 
Notion of a Tree, a Houfe, a 
Man, in my Fancy 5 and can 
fliut my Eye, and reflet vivid- 
ly enough on the (hapes of *em 
aepi&ed in my Brain 5 but defie 
all the World to (how me a Pi- 
cture of that Reflexion, and fo 
onward 5 or to tell me in what 
Colours the Ad of Affirma- 
tion and Negation, I witty and 
I will n* y are infcrib'd in the 
Fancy. 

Nay further, the very No- 
tion or Idea of an immaterial or 
foiritual Subftancc, which we 
find much after the fame man- 
ner with tl\pfe before-men- 
tion'd inftampt on our Minds, 
would be a very confiderable 
Argument of the truth and re- 
ality of the thing it felf, could 
we once prove it innate, and 
not received from outward I- 
mages, by Difcourfe or Read- 
ing— —But this 'tis poflibie in 
a great meafure to perform 5 for 
we find no beginning in Hiftory 
of this Notion. No Age, nor 
(perhaps) Place, where 'tis not 
believ'd ; confufedly or not, is 
not the Queftion, fince 'tis e- 
nongh we are thus far certain, 
—That a State after Death has 
been univerfally credited, and 



that we have fomething in 11$ 
which furvives our Bodies. But 
the Politick Inftitiitions and 
Laws of (perhaps) all Nations 
in the World, we can trad 
and difcover 5 of this we can 
never find the root, nor ever 
ftall any where, but in out 
felves, how long foever we con- 
tinue the fruitlefs Enquiry. 

The next Member of ourDe- 
fcription of the Soul is, That 
'tis made after the Image of 
God] Nor will that be Found 
fo loofe or indiftinct a Notion, 
as fome will at firft glance (per^ 
haps) .imagine it. I believe 
Mifts wrote as a Philofopher, 
as well as a Divine, and at Jeaft 
in what concerns the Happinefs 
of Man,, under which fome com- 
petent knowledge of his olra 
Soul feems to be included, gives 
as jnft Notion* of things : He 
tells us, That Man was Crea- 
ated after God's Image ; this \ 
don't expeft ftiould pafs with 
thofe who pretend themfelves fo 
averfe to Authority, without 
Reafon.— — 'Ti from Experi- 
ence then, both of others and 
themfelves , we are to argoe 
with them. Accordingly, we 
fay that Man was made with a 
Dependanceon, Subftrviencyto, 
and Image of God; *s Beafls 
bear the fame relation to Man; 
and add, That this Image will 
very much explain the nature 
of the human Soul, and give is 
fome of thofe incommunicable 
Properties thereof, which no 
Beaft can ever pretend to, thb' 
they have fomj fort of Image 
or Kefemblance of them. . 

We all then acknowledge, 
That that adorable Perfetti- 
on who, mad/e the Wcrfidt 
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* Unbounded or Infinite in all jof, in Brute Creatures, which 
his Attributes, We ifaall in- 1 are but meer modify'd Matter j 
fiance in feme of them, and | nor ought we to grant any Pow- 
fittr the refemblance our Souls ersMto them which cannot be

bear towards them, both as to 
their Extent and Perfection : 
And, thefe are the Knowledge 
of God, his Power and Sove- 
reignty, and his Jaftice, and love 
of Order. Now, the Soul has

j rite Capacity, and unbounded 
| defire of Knowledge , which, 
i whatever the Sea may have, has 
hardly any Shore to which it 
I My go, and no further j nor 
] caa ever be fatisfied with lefs 
than an Infinite Objeft. It has 
fecoodly, an Image of the So- 
wteignty and Power of God, 
iin that Empire it has over it 
1 felf and the vifible World, and 
ttat noble Liberty it has to 
j Waids *ep*efenting Obje&s : 
This Defire too is inexplicable 
a by all the World, and carries a 
fort of an Infinitenefs in it. 
laflly. It bears about with it 
t an Image of fhe Juftke of God, 



proved and cleared by fuch Afts 
as are not equivocal and un- 
certain. Their Knowledge, if 
they have any thing can be 
called fo, has nothing like Infi- 
nite in it, nor fo much as a Ca- 
pacity thereunto., * "Tis but the 
faint Image of Ours, as ours 
of a Higher ] and mull needs be 
as dilute and weak, as the Kays 
of the Sun, when rcfle&ed and 
refrafted feveral times from one 
Objedfc to another.

There ap- 
pears no Confcioufnefe of it, 
nor Reflection upon it, abftrad- 
edly confidered, as we are lute 
we have in our own, and caa 
never prove in theirs j and ib in 
the other Inftances mention- 
ed.

Gomer and Togarma. ^TwiU I* 
a little too far to ieek for Me-

parts of the Jeifer jifia. Here 
then we ought to feek for Gog 
and Magog ^ and 'tis here name- 
ly, in Qelojyria, that Vliny him- 
lelf finds it for us. & er& 

polh y fays he, a City in C*lt± 
fyria, which the Syrians call 
Magog.* ■ ' >The fame, as lear- 
ned Geographers conclude, whkh 
is now named Meppo • in fome 
of the firft Ages oi the World, 
the mod notorious for Idolatry 
of any other, and a fort of a 
Vanthem for the Heathen Gods, 
whence it received its Name. 
For which reafpn, the Prophet 
chufes it to exprefs the Ene- 
mies of the Church, which 
ihouldinfcft it alter it$ Reitera- 
tion from Babylon ; as other 
Prophets, both in the Old and 
New Teftament, make Brijlm 
it felf the head of the Church's 
Enemies* Thefe People of Ma- 
gog, Ezefoel fays, fhould come 
up and Befiege femfdem, and 
receive a great Overthrow be- 
fore it j which accordingly 
happened to a tittle fome Ages 
after, when -Ant helms or $eleK*s, 
Kings of Syria, under whofe ; 
Command the fore-mentioned 
City was, defigning to Deftroy 
the jews, or at leait their Reli- 
gion, loft fq many Armies in the 
War againft 'em, and at length. 
their own Lives, by the. Hand 
of Heaven. Some, indeed think 
that this Prophecy relates to

If 
lere be Bodies in Heaven, it 
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muft be at this prefent a Plac^ 
to contain 'em, fince, accord- 
ing to the moft intelligible De- 
finition of Place, That, and Bo- 
dy being Correlates, mutually 
fuppofe each other. But that 
there ar$ Bodies there. Revela- 
tion affures us : For if it (hould 
be granted, that Enoch and £- 
lias either loft their Bodies, or 
went no further than Paradife ; 
we are fure that there is a grea- 
ter than both, who with that 
very Body wherein he appear'd 
to Mary, now fits at the Right- 
Hand of God, till the Confum- 
mation of all things. This for 
Heaven ; but as for Hell, there 
appears no fuch reafon to make 
it a determin'd Place, becaufe it 
has no Bodies (that we know 
of) containd therein 5 unlefs 
we imagine, and we can do no 
more, that Vathan ani^biram, 
&c. went down into Hell, as 
well as the Grave ; for 'tis not 
improbable, that there may be 
valt Cavities in the Earth, 
which fuppofing the Shell of 
it to be a thoufand Miles- thick, 
will be yet of an immenfe Ca- 
pacity, and may ferve for the 
Prifon of unhappy Souls, and be 
the proper Receptacle of the 
Damned; and wicked Men, in 
that Senfe, as well as what is 
vulgarly reeeiv'd, go under the 
Earth : And if fo, the Subter- 
ranean Fires which we know 
are there, becaufe they fome- 
times make us fuch unwelcome 
Vifits from Hecla, /Etna, and 
other Volcano's, may be the 
very Matter which fhall tor- 
ment fuch as come thither— 
at the Confummation of all

And 
I can'c imagine what any ill 
Man would get by't, if it fhould 
be gtauted, That the Pains of 
that" State, and (when Bodies 
are there) Place too, fliould be 
(o intenfe and high, that our 
Gilinary Fire can only ferve 
for a faint Metaphor to exprefs 
what will infinitely iurpafs it, 
both in Intention and Dura- 
tion. 

Q. What is tlx true mean- 
ing of tU new Word, Abdica- 
tion ? 

./*. We have been much impor- 
tun'd about this Queftion -> and 
the Qiierift having fignificd in 
his Jail, That it has been his 
Misfortune to meet fome Per- 
fens, who, by their Arguments 
about it, feem uneaile, and can- 
not well reconcile the Word 
and the Adtion that gave life 
to its general Acceptation. We 
therefore, for the Gentleman's 
Satisfaction, as all others, who 
(perhaps) may be at the fame 
lofs, return this Anfwcr: 

That *tis a word as old as the 
Civil Law, given by the Ro- 
mans to Europe, by which all Na- 
tional differences were decided, 
as mmm and tuum are now by 
Common Law. The word T>i- 
*atU» 9 according to the Idiom 
or Propriety of the Roman Lan- 
guage , fignifies a Promife or 
Truit, or a Rule by which the 
Perfon intmfted, was to regu- 
late his Accounts ; and he chat 
went contrary to the Dication 



of his Promife, Oath, Truft, ot 
CommilHon, was, faid to Abdi- 
cate, or go from the Dication 
he had undertaken. As for ex- 
ample, in the Roman Militia, 
If a Soldier petitioned agairtft 
his Commiflioned Officer, he 
always put in the word aMu+ 
vit meat* t etui am y that is, he 
hath abdicated my Safety, hath 
gone contrary to the Tenor of 
nis Truft, and contradicied my 
Safety, by putting me upon 
fuch unreafonable and hazardous 
Attempts. The Roman Hifto- 
ries afford feveral adjudged Ca- 
fes 5 to mention one, LmtuUi 
was Comraiftioncd to Command 
part of the Army, his Letters 
were intercepted, and it was 
proved to the Senate, That 
Lentulm held private Correfpon- 
dence with the Enemy, contra- 
ry to the Dication or Contents 
of his Commiffion and Trail : 
Therefore the Senate Voted, 
That Lentulus had Abdicated his 
Truft, and contradicted the Safety 
of the Army : Lentulus"s Friends 
got the Vote put again, Whe- 
ther he had Abdicated volun- 
tarily, or unvoluntarily j (as 
the Papifts and Jacobites now * 
ask in the Cafe of the late 
King James) The Senate re- 
folv'd the fecond time, That 
Lentulus had Abdicated his 
Trull, and knew whither t£> 
come, to make out whether he 
had willingly or unwillingly 
held Correfpondence with tne 
Enemy s but he came not, and 
they took the forfeiture of his 
Abdication. Whether the late 
King James had voluntarily ab- 
dicated his Truft, according to 
the genuinej Interpretation of 
the Word Abdication^ is foreign

A. Light is the medium of 
VifibUity, and without Light, 
nothing can be feen 5 therefore 
the Suppofition is erroneous, 
and the Queftion ought to have 
been thus dated: fc Why an 
1 Owl can fee better by a faint 
'and imperfeft Light, than at 
Much time as when the Sun 
c (hines in its foil vigor, with- 
c out the interpofition of Clouds 
c or other intervening Bodies ? 

Queftion 
will admit of a very fair Solu- 
tion, t/». That fome Creatures 
hare the Pupil of their Eye 
Very large, and are not fnbje& to 
fo little a Contra6tion as is re- 
guifite for a great Light; as 
Cats,. Rats j Mice, Owls, and 
fome few rriore. When as the 
generality of Creatures are na- 
turally furnifh'd with Pupils or 
fyt-figjits that will grow grea- 
ter or teller, according to the 
degree ot Light : As for inftance, 
when a Man has been in the 
dark for fome confiderable time, 
mi cdmes fuddenly into a light 
Place ; or when a Candle is 
brought into a dark Room, and 
a Man awakes out of his Sleep, 
the fudden Light dalles the Eye, 
by reafon the Pupil of the Eye 
%as extended before to co-ope- 
rate ^rith the A6t of Vifrbility 5 
iior can the Eye be eafie, till it 
has again recciv'd a proper de- 
gree of Comra&ion, tor the 
tjnaiity of Light, and a due re- 
prefaitatiori of Objedts : This 
riiay alfo be farther confirmed by 
this Inftance, Cover one of your 
feyes* and the Pupil of the o- 
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fupply the 



ther will dilate to 
office of that which iscover'd j 
uncoyer that Eye again, and the 
other Pupil will contratt, fot 
the reafon above. From hence 
it appears, that the Creaturei 
above named , being furnifhed 
with a great Eye-Sight, which 
admits not of a Gontra&ion, pro- 
per for great Lights, can fee bed 
id lefler Lights 5 yet they can- 
not fee at all, where there is no 
Light. 

Q. Wliy are there greater Erupti- 
tiont in Mount J£xti3L in flormy Wea- 
ther ^ Hian at Other times ? 

^. From a ftrife betwixt con- 
trary Elements ; Water and Fire 
put together, will never ceaft 
fighting till one of 'em has got 
the upper hand. It may be a 
ufeful Digreflion, not altogthet 
foreign, to give you an Inftance 
of the Contrariety of other Ele- 
ments— -—Take an Arrow and 
hold it over the Flame of £ 
Candle, where the Body of the 
Flame meets with the Arrow, 
it has not that effect upon the 
Arrow as the extream parts of 
the Flame 5 the reafon is, the 
extremity of the Flame meeting 
with the Air, both Elements 
ftrive to retain their own Na- 
ture ; and therefore the extream 
Flame a£b with greater violence, 
and confequently has a greatct 
Effed on thofe parts of the Ar- 
row : Hence it is, and from fuch 
other Experimerits , that fome 
have (and not improbably) be- 
lieved, that the Element of Fire 
is moderate, and that a Man 
might live in it, if it were 
not too much rarified for Refpi^ 
ration. 
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Q. Whether a Man that is tur- 
ned out of his Employ, and expo- 
fed to HeceQitj with a Wife and 
Clnldren, may not lawfully revenge 
himfdf on his Sup planter^ to regain

The Enjoyment of any 
things got ill, is a greater Curie j 
than the want of the thing fo 
enjoyed, 'Tis not an Eftate can 
make me happy, but the good 
ufe of it-, and the Happinefs 
confifts ( I mean all we can ex- 
^ed in this World) in the Ke- 
fle&ions of Vertuous Actions 
done, with the hCpesof follow- 
ing Rewards. It is inconfiftent 
with the Nature of the Divine 
Efience tq fan&ifie an ill Action 
to good ends, and therefore has 
commanded we (hould do no Eytf 
that Good may come of it ; and if 
God won't make us Happy in an 
ill way, we cannon expert the 
Creature (hould. We are for- 
bid to kill without Limitations 
or Prefidents of thisjNature, he 
then that difobeys, forfeits his 
Dependance, by a&ing of him- 
felf 5 and he that will be inde- 
pendant, and run from the Pro- 
vidence of God, will' find him- 
felf at a lofs to fpeed better 
elfewhere, or how to difpofe 
of himfelf. * I ought to endea- 
vour well, and leave the Succefs 
.to God, who often redrefles our 
Mifcries when we think they 
are moft defperate. " I take 
cc great Pleafure ( fays the Au- 

c thor of fyligio BibliopoU, p. 1 7.) 

<c fometimes to find my felf 
cc entangled in Difficulties and 
" Dangers, out of which 1 
4C have no skill to extricate my 
" felf. I never think my klf 



cc fafer than in fuch a Laby- 
c< rinth of thwarting Events 
cv as no Clue of my own Rea- 
tc fon or Experience can lead 
" me out. Tis then I can be 
cc Chearful and Triumph, know- 
c * ing my Deliverance is near 
" at hand. And herein lies 
cc the Quinteflence of my Cora- 
j" fort, that I am thus parti- 
cc cularly and demonftratively 
cc allured of the Divine Favour 
cc and Prote&ion, fince nothing 
cc below a Miracle of Prudence 
c< could untye fo knotty a Tun- 
cc dure of Affairs. The Que- 
rift muft meet with his An- 
fwer publicHy, therefore has 
taken the fureft way to be 
found out, -if his Sbpplanter is 
killed, and he regains his Pofi 
by Murder.

ji. I eonfefs the Arguments 
of the Gentleman who propo- 
fes this Queftion, the Judgment! 
of fome not contemptible Wri- 1 
ters, the Experience of former 
Ages, and perhaps as much as 
any, a natural Fondnefs to- 
wards that Ancient Weapon, by 
the help whereof our Valiant 
Anceftors have won fo many 
Famous Victories, would in- 
cline rather to the latter than 
the forftier. In effefifc our Hi- 
ftories tell us that our Bowmen 
and Archers had generally the 
greatefl fhare in our Ancient 
Victories, they being fome of 
the belt and flrongeft in the 
World: That of ^igincourtj/vha? 
in we fought with more thaflj 
fix times our Number, was al* 
molt 
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moft entirely owing to the Gray- 
goofe-wing ; it being a whole 
Body of Archers who let drive 
their whole flight together on 
the Flank of the French Horfe, 
which got us the day. The 
VartHans alfo, 'tis true, feldom 
fought the Romans, but they gave 
'em enough on't, and their main 
Excellency and chief Strength 
were their Archers, Tis fur- 
own'd by all who underftand 
it, that one Archer fhall deliver 
fix Arrows ere a Mufqueteer can 
charge or difcharge; That a 
flight of Arrows in the Air are - 
a terrible thing, no part of the 
adverfc Atmy being feenre, but 
all expecting where the deadly 
fliowcr will light. Agen, a 
Mufquet much oftner fails than 
a Bow, nor is a Bullet fo trou- 
blefome in the Body as an Ar- 
row, nor appears half fo terri- 
ble. To conclude, were it not 
that the World has generally 
difus'd this way of fighting, who 
are feldom guilty of forgetting 
the belt Methods for deftroying 
one another, we fliou'd abfo- 
1 lately conclude for the Bow in 
in all Cafes, and at leaft venture 
to affitm, that againft Horfe it 
ferns to be a much better Wea- ] 
pon than the other.

<*. A Queflion much of this 
Nature was wirh great eager- 
nefsdifcufs'dby the Theologick 
ft'Ofeflbrs of the Conimbrick U- 
niverfity, -w». Whether a Man 
begets a Man-; that is, according 
to their meaning, begets the 
whole Man, Body and Soul. 
Some argued that Man did fnp- 
ply Matter, out of which Man

was made; but this was con- 
futed, as limitted only to fuc- 
ceffive Body, and back'd with 
this Inftance, that he that finds 
Matter for a Statue is not the 
Maker of that Statue, but the 
Artificer: Others, and with 
them moft Philofophers, affer- 
ted that Man begets a Man, 
not only by fupplyiqg Matter 
for the Body; but by preparing 
that Matter to receive the 
Form, and fo by a kind of pro- 
lific^ Vertue to make the Phy- 
sical Compofition of Body and 
Soul ; but this Opinion was at 
/aft thus confuted. Preparation 
of Matter is a Change of 
Quality, but Generation is no 
Change; again, Generation is 
a fimple Aa, not a mixt; Pre- 
paration goes through feveral 
Changes.

China bids fair tor the for- 
mer, and clearly carries the lat- 
ter, by many Millions, againft 
all the World. They are at 
leaft as Ancient as the tiuddeam 
and Agyftians, and deduce their 
authentick Records from a very 
few Years after the vmiverfa! 
Deluge > whereof, and of Hook 
himfehV it may be more than 
Fancy,, fliould we affirm, their 
eldeft Books contain very clear 
and diftind Notices -> their firfl 
Monarch, PoW, bidding much 
fairer for Tfy*h r than ever the 
Italian Janws did, thty acknow- 
ledging him foi the firft King 
and Father of their Nation af- 
ter the great Deluge ; and what's 
more remarkable, tells us, That 
he firft refomTd 'em from drink- 
ing the Blood of Beafts-^—The 
abftaining from which, all Men 
know was one of the Precepts 
of Tipahy befides other paffages 
too long to be infifted on. This 
may alfo be properly proved 
from the great progrefs of Arts 
and Arms amongft 9 em, efpeciaiiy 
thofe which are the unquestion- 
ed effect of long Experience 5 
— -^Navigation, the Compafs, 
Printing, Guns, Sculpture, and 
Architecture, befides many o- 
ther ufeful Inventions, having 
been time out of mind, and 
fome of 'em in great perfe&ioty 
common among them. For their 
Number, we ihould find it a 



difficult matter to believe the 
account the Fathers give us 
thereof, were it not deduced, 
from the authentick Records of 
chat Country, attefted by all 
who write on the fame fubjett, 
and that, or fomething near it, 
even by the Proteftants who have 
Travelled thither: (?id.

allowing fo many for a City, 
and fo proportionable, to give? 
fome guefs at the probability of 
fo vaft a Number of Inhabi- 
tants.

particular fine Meatus's, or

A. tfot by the ufual Me- 
thods that other Fifh ( if they 
may be call'd fo) are genera- 
ted by. Spawning and Smel- 
ting ;j but thus As the Sun 

by its periodical Influence and 
Circulation does reduce into 
a&that innate Seminal Vertue 
and Power which the Earth 
has to produce Grafs, Shrubs, 
and. other "Things, in fuch 
Places where Buildings have 
flood for many Ages, and af- 
terwards Dilapidated, and be- 
come Ruinous, without the 
help of any Pcrfons fowing the 



Seeds of Grafs, &c. there } fo 
the Sun may by its Influence 
a<ft upon Water only, to a 
Production of Eels, as thofe 
innumerable forts of Aqueous in- 
fi&s, and Vermin. This is an 
Experienced Matter of Fa& 5 
firft as to Eels, as the inquifi- 
tive Vertuofo's in a Microicope 
found out, and is alfo to be 
feen by a ^Spoonful of Rain- 
water, which in three Days 
time, by the heat of the Sun, 
will produce thoufands of fmall 
Eels. As to the fecojid , of 
Aqueous Infects, 'tis obfervable, 
that a new Pit dug for Water, 
will the firft Summer be innu- 
merably ftock'd with them: As 
to the other part of the Que- :

we anfwer affirmatively, that ' 
every thing that has an innate 
Power of Motion, has alfo Heat j 
Motion and Heat being infepa- } 
rablej as we fhall quickly have : 
occafion to fpeak more largely, 
of 5 tho* we deny not but that J 
an Eel, as well as other Fifties, 
(fome of which are warmer : 
than others from a greater or ! 
left Activity) are colder than * 
thofe Creatures that live upon 
Land, by reafon of the Quality ' 
of their Element, every Element 1 
ftriving to reduce every thing in 
it to a Similitude with its ielf, ( 
if not in Subftance, yet in Acci- 
dents, of which Cold is one.

her Nature, which is to come 
and to go again, as do all thofe 
Scafon Birds. St. Ambrofe alfo 
mentions it, and tells us, the 
Romans called it -*>« fia, the 

nus Bird, on account of the 
wn Care it takes of its Pa- 
rents when Old ; and People 
ufe not to give Names to things 
they're not acquainted with. 
*Tis befides mentioned as a ufual 
Difti at the Roman Feafts, by 
Cornelius 2{epos 3 and Vliny. 

3. But yet more clearly : 
There were of them in Thejfaly 
and in Eppt, both Monarchies ; 
for which we have the Teftimo- 
Ty of Tlutarch in Ifide, and Soli- 
™h in Thejfalia, and that they 
were anciently worfhipp'd in 
both thofe Places for the fame 
reafon, namely, Devouring the 
numerous Serpents which breed 
in thofe Countries.

I think we have proved the 
firft Suppofition a Miflake: 
Whether they were never in 
England, but in Oliver Crawwft 
Time $ or whether here then, 
we confefs our Ignorance; bat 
if here then, I mean after his ■ 
Eilablilhment, the poor Birds 
were extreamly miftaken, and 
found an Ufurpation, in feeking 
a Commonwealth.

leives Damnation 5 would any 
in that cafe think the Chriflians 
were obliged to Submit and O- 
bey$ and in a fenfe fomewhat 
like that of Origen, be made 
Eunuchs for the Kingdom of 
God's fake? (Yet is not this 
fo much as iuffering Death, 
whereunto fome carry it) So 
far from it, that the fixed Laws 
of Nature and Nations was to 
be the meafure of their Obedi- 
ence, For the Tlxbean Legion, 
and other Inftances of that na- 
ture j befides, that the truth of 
them is juftiy queftioned, we 
know (bme of the Primitive 
Chriflians were mad for Mar- 
tyrdom, \yhom (I hope) we are

Not that we'd be thought to 
deny that there are Men exceed- 
ing Little, ^pardon theSolecifm) 
and yet exaa and perfe&ly form'd, 
as are fome of the Seraglio 
Dwarfs, and fuch as we have 
foimerly had common enough 
in the Court of England ; though 
now as much out of Fafhion, as 
Fools and Fardingais.

Jient pf Heat, becaufe Naturajj 
ut /tis almoft impoflible an 
Artificial Heat fhould have the 
fame Effeft, being not always 
equally fupplied, or at leaft not 
fo placed, but that fome part 
lhould by reafon of too much 
Heat impregnate (boner than 
another,, or mould fopner cool 
than another, and consequently 
not fo foon perfed: fome parts 
as it does others. 
Q. How does Antimony emit

-A. We have Thoufands of 
Inftances more in Bodies which 
muft certainly emit Vertues 5 
nor can we give any Rational 
Account of thole Vertues, but 
as inhering in Particles, which 
convey them hither, and thi- 
ther, without any fenfible Di- 
minution of the Subftance.

ments of all ufeful Knowledge. 
Now the Life of Man, and his 
natural Happinefs being one of 
the chiefeft things all provide 
for, 'tis very probable they 
would take all the cafe poh 
fibie to make, it run as eaiy as 
they could, efpecially when 
they were given over to fuch 
a general Senfuality, that they 
minded nothing beyond it j but 
the whole Earth was corrupt 
before God. Nor is it fo eaffly 
to be imagin'd, hoW the whole 
World could be fo intirely De- 
bauch'd without letting Wine 
come in for a fhare inT$ efpe- 
cially Wine being a thing Co 
eafily invented, ana almofl drop- 
ping of its own accord out of 
the Grape.

X If the Giants and Mighty 
Men jpoken of in the fixth of 
jenejis^ are to be uhderilood in 
the common Senfe which the 
Words feem to bear, it may 
ippear probable, that the ge 
nerality of Men were not fuch 
xrfore the Flood, for they feen» 
ohe excepted, from the reft of 
he World. , There were Giants 
n the Eaith in thofe Days, a 
>out the Birth of Tfy>ab, and 
no aftcTr that 5 fuppofe neai 
*r in the Flood, their Race, bs- 
ng deilroyed by it, unlefs i'n 
ny accidental Manllrous In- 
bnces, which afterwards hap- 
pened. This is obfervable, that 



or their Cheeks branded, have 1 
gone a more cunning way to 
woik, denying their Antiquity, 
in order to leflen their Autho- 
rity, as indeed they would go 
a fair length towards both, 
could they once per (wade us 
that thefe five Books were com- 
pofed long after Mofes his time, 
as well as thofe which follow 
them lon^r after the Matters 
contained" therein were really" 
tranfacted. however, by theit 
leaves ^e luuft rak- the Affir- 
mative $v this great Qjicftion, 
and in order to efhblifh' the 
Truth, fhall firit produce what 
Proof we have for oitr own O- 
pnion, then anftver their Ob- 
jections agairift it; and lailly 
exainin their contrary Hy pothefis, 
and prove the Falfliood . and Ab- 
furdity thereof. 

We prove then, that thefe 
five Books were really written 
by Mofes 5 ift. From the Uni- 
.verfal Traditional Testimony 
both of Jews, Chriftiahs and 
Heathens, much more than we 

have for Homers, 'Pindar s, Fir- 

gil's, Cdnfufius's Works, which 

from a nngle, narrow, national 

B b Tra- 
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Tradition, we Co firmly believe 
to be theirs whofe Names they 
bear, that a Man would de- 
ferve no other Anfwer but 
Laughter who affirm'd the con- 
trary. The Jews and Chriftians 
none will difpute us : The 
Antient, very antient Heathens 
a firm as much. Orpheus him* 
felf, or if not he, one allowed- 
ly very antient, mentions him, 
his Works, his, very Name, as 
clearlyas it could be expreffed 
in Greek , ( tAf poyswi* , ) and 
that as a Law-giver, ( cJsvop&y) 
and quotes out of him the fame 
things we now find in the Wri- 
tings which bear his Name. 

But \ve have infinitely a more 
fure Word of Prophecy, and 
. are able to demonftrate in this 
Cafe, as well as feveral others, 
that thofe who believe Hobr, 
mull deny our Saviour j for 'tis 
he who exprelly and frequently 
appeals to the Books of Mobs, 
the Canon being long before 
that time fixed as 'tis now, 
as our Adverfaries own, They 
have Mofes and the Tropffis, fays 
cur Saviour ; no, they have 
not Mofes, fays Mr. Hobs, only 
a parcel of Law and Hiftory 
drawn up in his Name by no 
Body knows who : Vtrum ho- 
yum ? And had but Viyes read 
the Leyiathan, though he was 
not fo happy to be born when 
the World was enlight'ned with 
io profound an Oracle, he might 
"cafily have rejoined upon A- 
W«w,and fiill preffed, for fome 
more extraordinary Arguments 
to convert his Brethren, thofe 
he had produced not being Au - 
thentick, nor fufficient for the 
Purpofe. Again , in another 
PJace, what did Mofa com- 



mand, why *was this asked 
if not unanfwerable ? So St 
Luke 24. 27. Beginning at Mofa 
and all the Prophets j and to 
add no more, St. Mark u. 16. 
Haye ye hot read in the Booh of 
Mofes, how in the Bujb God ftdt 
unto him ; whereas according to 
thofe Gentlemen* they might ^ 
have anfwered, No, they fi*3 \ 
never read it in the Book of j 
'Mofes, only in that of Bo* ) 
Further, we are able to prove 
Three of thofe Books atleaft, 
quoted as his. Exodus is called 
the Book of Mofes in the place 
juft mentioned, and again in 

Heb. 9. 19. Leviticus is faM'tO 
be the Writing of Mofes, Rom.. 
10. ?. Deuteronomy in the 7^, 
of the Ails and the 37th, % : 
what is equivalent, Texts art 
taken from thence, whereof 
Mofes is affirmed to be the* Am 
thor. 

Their Obje&ions againft tM 
Hy pothefis, are the feveral Pah 
fages as they fancy in theft 
Writings, which agree not to 
the fctirae of Mofes • the chief 
are thefe following, Gen. 13. u 
And the Canaanite and the Per^ 
rizzite dwelled then in the lani^ 
whence they'd argue,they dwefc 
not there now, when this w$ 
written 5 and therefore the Bookj 
of Genefis compofed after the 
Canaanites were expelled. Of, 
the fame Nature, is that Ex-< 
predion,. *nto this Day, (tho\ 
this rather belongs to the fuc- 
ceeding Books, Jo/f^tA f^l** 
&c. being rarely if ever found 
in the Pentateuch.) For, fay 
they, 'were not the time where- 
in thofe things were tranfa&d 1 
long'd pafs'd, it were not proper 
for the Hiflorian to fey things 

COn- 
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continued in fuch or fiich a 
State, till this Day. Another 
Argument is Mofes his fpeak- 
ing of himfelf as a third Per- 
fon, commending, discommend- 
ing, &c which they think he'd 
not have done had he wrote 
himfelf. Another, the naming 
if Places, particularly Dan, 
which was not fo called till 
nany Years, nay Ages after, 
toother, the Death of Mofes 
*ing defcribed in the laft Chap- 
tt j and laftly, the Coherence 
od Connexion / between thofe 
•ooks, and the fucceeding, as 
ir as Ezra, And thus we have 
^favoured fairly to reprefent 

* Strength ol their Objedi- 
K, whereunto we give thefe 
Mowing, and we hope fatif- 
2ory Anfwers. 

And firft, fhotild we grant 
tt the High Priefts or Scribes 
every Age, having the keep- 
>of the Sacred Canon, made 
ttt literal or verbal Additi- 
5 or Alterations they thought 
as directed by the Spirit of 
i, to render them more 
in and intelligible to the 
orrii, for. whofe Ufe they

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As for Mops his fpcaking of 
htmfelf, in the Third Perfon, 
fo docs St. John, and many 
i>ther Writers, nothing being 
more common. As for his 
Commending, Difpraifing Himfelf, 
&c it argues the Authority, 
Simplicity and Impartiality of 
his Writings. As for his 
naming Places as they were 
Jong alter called, we may 
without Violence affirm it a 
Prophetical Prolepfis -, for why 
mayn't Names of Places, as 
well as Things, be fpoken of 
by Prophecy, to make the 
thing Prophefied more Unque- 
ftionable when it begins to be 
fulfilled ? As Cyrus and others. 
For the Addition of a few Lines 
at the latter end of Deuteronomy 
giving an Account of his Death, 
that indeed might be added by 
fucceeding Governours, fofhua 
or Eleazer, as a Poftfcript, 
though the reft all his own 
Writing. 

But then they argue from 
the Connexion and Coherence 
between the different Books, 
both thefe Five, and the fuc- 
ceeding, that they were all the 
Work of one Hand -, which 
leads to the examining their 
Hypothecs, which they ad- 
vance inftead of' the Old one, 
namely, that after the Deft ru- 
ction of the Temple, all the 
Copies of the Holy Books 
were Burnt -> when, fays rhe 
Apocrypha, Efdras Or Ezra, by 
the Strength cl Memory reco- 
vered them again, Word for 
Word \ fay thefe Men, he our 
of all the Sacred Books com- 
pofed what we have now, 
giving the fir ft Five the Name 
of Mofes's, .to gain them the

higher Authority, and adding 
the reft as he thought fit. But 
neither can this hold, becaufe 
this Story of Ezra is all Apo- 
cryphal, and much more what 
they build upon it ; becaufe 
there were feveral Copies of 
thofe Books written out for 
the King, and probably too 
for the Leyites and Expoun- 
ders of the Law in their Ci- 
ties and Synagogues : Becaufe 
the Book ot Mofes is men- 
tioned exprefly, both in the 
Cltronicles, Ezra and Wtfiemidh 
Becaufe we find in the Wri- 
ters after the Captivity, feve- 
ral Chaldee Words, and alraoft 
whole Chapters, but not k 
in the Pentateuch, &c Ben 
caufe the Samaritans had, anl 
ftill have the Pentateuch, thw 
they had nothing to do wiw 
the Jews after their dm 
vity.

This was remarkable 
in the firft cafe, that was brought 
before Solomon ; a Sltadow oftb« 
we fee in the particular care 
which almoft all Creatures take 
of their Off-fpring. But whethei 
this Affedtion amount to an to 
ftinft fo ftrong in Rational Crea- 
tures, as for a Mother to diir 
ver her Child this way, we 
not certain, it being much i 
fure, that Ews and Lambs 
thus find one another, thougl

A. The Ancients were fo care- 
ful, not only ot prefervingthel- 
mages of their Fore-fathers, but 
alfo of keeping their Bodies, thai 
they varioufly Embalm'd them. 
The Grecians wafhed them in 
Wine mingled with warm Water^ 
and then put them into Oyl of 0-; 
lives, Honey, or Way. TheE- 
tljiofnans foft falted them, aod 
then put them intoVeffels of Gbfs. 
In the Canary IJlands they feafotfd 
them in the Sea, and afterwards 
dryed them in the Sun. The Scy- 
thians place them upon Mountains 
coveted with Snow,or in the cool- 
eft Caves. The Indians covered 
them with Aflf\es, the Mgyp* 4 ? 
believing that corrupted Bodies 
rofe not again, and that the Soul 
was fenfible of the Bodies cornip- 
tion,were as Carious in theprefej- 
ying of them,as any Nation what- 
ever jthey filled them with Myrrh, 
Cinnamon, and other Spices, of. 
with Oyl of Cedar, than they fal- 
ted thera with Nitre, whofe Acrir 
mony confumed all the fqperfto-

jehte to the Church here in Earth, 
rather than in Hearen -, for the 
Saints here Praife God,that he has 
made 'em Kings and Priefts, ^and 
that they (hall X*ig»> myh 7&,on 
Earth, as it follows in the iqth 
yerfe.

Orange Account of a Boy in Dnr- 
l*m: But firft it will be necef- 
6ry to acquaint you, that I am 
a fehool-mafier in the City, and 
that thisBoy having gone toSchool 
about Nine or Ten Years in all, 
is now Learning with me,and hath 
been my Scholar above threeYears 
Iaft pafi : tie is a Gentleman's Son, 
and a lufty well Comjjlexiotfd 
Youth, aged (I think) about fif- 
teen. 

Now this fame Boy, by all the 
Means that have been hitherto, or 
could be ufed, could never yet be 
made to know his Letters j and if 
that were all, you would perhaps 
think no great matter, but here is 
the Myftery , that in one thing he 
feem to have a flrong Memory, 
and in another none at all: He 
knows the Powers of Letters, 
but can remember nothing at all 
of their Figure or Shape : He re- 
members the Force of Letters in 
Spelling, and how they ought to 
found in a Word ; he can pro- 
Bounce Words plain enough, and 
fpcll Syllables, and put them to- 



gether, if one tell him the Lettres 
but otherwife He canuot remem- 
ber what fuch Letters are call'd* 
but as foon as he hears 'emnara'd, 
he willprefently tell you what 
they fpell, which ordinarily with 
Children is the harder Task. 

So that by laming of the tet- 
ters he can judge of their Powers, 
that is, he knows well enough the 
difference in pronouncing between 
6 and p, between** and *, and be* 
tween s and «, which in whifper- 
ing (fays Dr. Holder) are not di* 
ftinft at all: Buc from the Fi- 
gures of Letters, he can by nor 
means gather their Names, or now 
they are to be called. Let him be 
told a thoufand times,that around 
Letter is called 0, and that a long 
Letter with a Point above iscall- 
ed * •• If you turn the Leaf, he re- 
members nothing of it, nor can I 
find, that he has any diftinfl: No- 
tion of Difference, between a Cir- 
cle and a Right Line. And yet 
he is no Fool, he fees and hears as 
well as any Body, he can Play at 
fuch Games and Sports as Boys ufe 
inthisCountrcy, and knows the 
Rule* 
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Rules therein to be obferved/ome 
of which are not very eafie, and 
require a Memory $ and fome- 
times he will give an Anfwer 
that looks like fomething of Wit. 
This laft year I have beenTeach- 
ing him to Write, in hoj)es that 
making Letters would bring him' 
to remember them, but I cannot 
yet find the Effedt I expe&ed: 
For tho' he can Write his Name, 
and make all the Alphabet prety 
fair, yet ftill he does not know 
them: He can indeed Name them 
forward and backward, as they 
(land in the row, and if you ask 
him them skipping here and there, 
he will for the moft part hit right 
in that place, and this he ceuid 
have done two orthree Years ago 
in his Primmer 5 but ask him one ' 
of theft Letters in another place, 
and he knows no more what to 
call it than if it were a Sytiak or 
-Arabuk Chara&er. 

Now this feems to be purely 
Memory without judgment, for 
he remembers a Series of Names 
as they follow one another;, either 
in a direct or reverfe Order, but 
he has no judgment of the Chara- 
cters by their fliape $ he cannot dt- 
ftinguifli one from another, and 
therefore cannot tell that Ihch a 
Name belongs to fuch a Figure. 
And yet when he can make a 
Nice Diftin&ion between th^ 
Sound of two Letters, and from 
the Name of every Letter when he 
hears it, can coileft its Powers, 
this met hinks looks like fomething 
of Judgment : But then why he 
fhould be able to make an Infe- 
rence from Hearing rather than 
. from Seeing, and why he fhould 
not as well remember the Name 
of a Letter by its Figure, as the 
Nature of it by hearing it Nam'dj 
is beyond all Philofophy.

As to 
your firft $»eftio» y it's very Na- 
tural to fuppofe that a frequent 
Communicating is the moft Con- 
ducive to the Glory of God, and 
our own Hafpinefs, becauTe there- 
by we even participate of the 
Divine Nature, and Commence a 
fort of Heaven upon Earth.

fc/ar s Daughter, at the fight of 
the bloody Garments of her Huf- 
band Tom fey : And in the lafl Age, 

a 6ne of* the Sons of Gilbert Duke 
Of Monfenfier going into Italy, 
died upon theSepulcher of hisFa- 
iher which he went thither to fee. 
And as for Joy, befides our own 
£xperience,many remarkable Ex- 
amples fhow the excefs of it as 
deadly. Viagoras fiW/V^feeing his 
three Sons victorious in one day 
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at the Olymfick Games, died with 
Joy. The like Fate alfo befell 
Cbino the Lacedemonian, upon the 
fame Victory of one of his Sons, 
Dionyfius the Tyrant of Sicily^ 
and the Poet Sophocles, having 
heard that they had won the Bays 
for Tragedies, died both immedi- 
ately j and fo did the Poet TIM ft- 
fides, upon winning that for Co- 
medies. Zeuxis the Painter, ha- 
ving drawn the Picture of an Old 
Woman very odly, died with 
Laughing at it. To which Ta*lus 
foy'ms produces two like Exam- 
ples of later date, one of Sims, 
General of the Turks Gallies,upon 
the recovery of his onlySo»,whom 
he thought loff $ and the other of 
Leo the Xth, upon taking Milan, 
which he had paflionately defir'd, 
both of which died for Joy .Thus 
both thefe Tajjtons have great re- 
femblance in their Excefles 5 they 
equally transport a Man beyond 
the bounds ot Reafon ; the one by 
its pleafingnefs, makes him forget 
himfelf; and the other by its bit- 
ternefs, leads him to defpair, Grief 
deftroys life,either by the violent 
Agitation of the Spirits, or by 
their Condenfation, which flop-* 
ing the paflages,hinders breathing 
from whence follows Suffocation 
and Death. Pleafure and Joy pro- 
duce the fame effeft by contrary 
Caufes ; ftamely, by too great 4 
dilatation of the Spirits, which 
caufes weaknefs, and that weak- 
nefs Der.th.

But this George it mud 
not be, fays Dr. Heylin, who fub- 
ftitutes another in hi room, a 
Cappadocian by Birth, a Tribune un- 
der Pioclefian, who dy'd for the 
Faith about Lydda in Valeftimrf- 
ter moft terrible Torments, tho' 
we can't fee any Hiftorian he has 
worth naming,to prove his Afler- 
tion, moft of what he advances 
being grounded on the Credit of 
Simeon Metaphrafies, which we 
doubt will hardly pafs in fo de- 
cerning an Age, it being very like- 
ly, that the Anions had convey'd 
the Fame and Name of their Bi- 
fliop out of Egypt into Valefti*, 
to render the Matter lels fufpi- 
cious, and impos'd him on tie 
Orthodox, as a different Perfon 
from the former, tho' realty the 
fame, as feems moft prowble 
from Simeon's own Tale, who 
gives the Account of his Diffte 
With Magician Athanafius, &C. 
which the Dr. confeffes to be no- 
thing elfe than a Fi&ion of the 
Arrians to difgrace St. Atbanafu^ 
wherein they fo far fucceeded,that 
the Heathen Hiftorians give him 
the fame Chara&er, as he fhows 
from Amian. Mar cell inus. Mfell, 
but may'nt the Saint hold gepd 
ftiil, though the Doctor himl'elf 
is fore'd to paTt with the Vrapn, 
and fome of the ftory be true, tho' 
the reft never fo falfe ? We aniwer, 
All the ftory being told of the 
feme Man, and no better an M- 
tlnr than Simeon for both (others 
copying after him, among whom 
Johan. de Voragino) we cant't fee 
but it mnft agree to the famePtf- 
fin 3 and are inclirid to the ojiimon 

oi 
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of Dr. Reynolds, and we thinfe 
moft other Vroteftonts, that this 1 
famous Soldier, Saint ahd Mar- 
tyr, was really no other than the 
forementioned Arrion Bifhop of 
Alexandria : Nor We hope is't 
any more a piece of Lafe-Majefty 
to affirm this, than 'twotfd be to 
deny the Story of Brute, though 
our Kings have formerly made 
ufe of it, and had it allow'dtoo 
. (if We miftake not, by Infalli- 
I bilityitfelf) in the Difputes of 
the higheft moment.

undoubtedly make the fame di- 
ftin&ion between one Odor and 
another (which now we can by no 
means perceive) as a Spaniel does 
by the Exqaifitenefs ofthat Senfe : 
Not that Nature has done lefs for 
us, take it altogether, than flie has 
for any other Creature, but in- 
deed rather more, making us ca- 
Eable of diftinguiftiing good and 
ad Smells, tho' not io exactly 
the Odor of one Perfon from ano- 
ther. If any be fo fooliftily Un- 
grateful to think this no Benefit, 
becaufe of the many Ungrateful 
Smells he meets with, he might 
full as well Wifli to be BHnd.that 
his Eyes might not be polluted 
with fo many Naufeous Objefifcs ; 
to have no hearing, for fear of 
Skreeks, Scolding, and fuch gra- 
ting Noifes as wou'd fet his Teeth 
aii Edg; and noTafte, to avoid 
Squills and Cloquintlda. But this 
diftin&ion of Good and Evil Sa- 
vours we plainly perceive a Dog 
has not,by the Food that he com- 
monly choofes ; Eaftern and Wfe- 
ftern Ciyet being much alike to 
him, unlefs perhaps he licks his 
Lips very favourily after the latter, 
when 'tis likely he won't fo much 
1 as touch the former.

when 'twas extieamly requifite to 
ftmoreloofe from all worldly en- 
joyments, than when the Church 
was in happier Circumftances.

% above the ordinary weaknefs 
of Life, infenfible of Fear or Loye,

Yes, and all this wou'd a Hatchet 
Or a Halter do, or if 'twere but a 
good found Dofe of Opium ; but 
the Queftion is, Whether you'd 
do well in making ufe of 'em for 
thatreafon ? We neither ought to 
be thus Carelefs ? nor is it definable 
tobefo, nor Jaftly (which clin- 
ch" all, and makes fure work) 
neither can we be fo, ihou'd we 
ne'er fo much affeft or defire it. 
It's an Injury to our Friends or 
our Selves not to be concerned at 



nay, fo great Crime Befides, and 
of fo dangerous a Confequence. 
that no Perfon ought to be iuffer'd 
in a Ciy'tl Society who is void of it, 
but to be turn'd out to graze a- 
mong the fuitable Herdofffo/i*j 
and Tygers. The wantofCbw^wt 
for the reft of Mankind, or the 
common Blefjings of Life, is a great 
Vnhaffinefs even in thofe who 
are croud in thinking they pojfef* 
it, for the higher degrees of this 
Indifference they have attain'd to, 
the more miferable flill they are : 
Their Soul wants its Tafte, and 
Touch, and is as it were in a dead 
PaJfie, none of which wou'd be 
very defirable to. the Body-*—* 
Ay but they feel no 

pain. If true, 'tis but fo muth 
the worfe ■■ they ought to 

be Cuft and Scarify* A immediately, 
that they may feel Pain, and a 
Sigh or Shrinking a little, wou'd 
be a hopeful Indication' 
And hereabouts indeed is the main 
ftrefs of the matter ■ 
There are fo many ill Objects, 
difpleafing and mortifying Cir- 
cumftances that we meet with in 
the World, till we are arriv'd to 
this happy State of Indolence, that 
take bad and good one with ano- 
ther, the good'is fo outweighed by 
the bad, that were we not bettet 
be without both ? No indeed were 
we not, w hile two or three of my 
Granams old Saws hold gOOu, 
That half a Loaf's better than net 
Bread, Make the befi of a Bad, 

Market, &c. (as yon may find 
in the Memoirs of the grave and 
prudent Sancha Tancha :) Not is 
it true there are more Vifplea-

Natural Cau- 
fes ( under wich we may perhaps 
yet rank the Operation of the 
Magnet ) the Modus of whofe A- 
ftion would not only puzzle the 
Athenians, but all the Moyl*> the 
Carta's and Jrijtotles that ever 
have been in Nature \ and yet how- 
ever, all are agreed the EffeBs are 
Natural^ or according to the fet- 
led regular Powers of natural J- 
fentsi But To we might cone hide-, 
wou'd it- not be if we ftou'd

ill in its room. Betides, there may 
be a tacit and imply'd SubmiJ/ion 
to the Condition of ijie Original 
Contraft, without which no Be- 
nefit to be obtain'd, (as when a 
Man takes a Shillings he's lifted 
fox* Soldier, at leaifc ic often coite 
him dear to get off again ) and the 
uncertainty how far fu th a Com- 
trail may reach, and what Power 
it may give* would fright any wife 
MM frojR venturing withi»*irj 
re*ch.

A, Whether the Nature of this 
Queition may caui'e a greater pity 
for the Querift and Author, or 
furprize in the Reader, at the No- 
velty, is no gtieat matter : But 
perhaps the Prejudice may not be 
altogether fo great, aft^er a few 
Oblervations for the Affirmative, 
as may appear at firft fight. 

We lhalifirftconfider their Ge- 
neration 1 they have now for 
fome thoufand Years, lain under 
the famefcandal that Infefts have, 
viz* That theyare produe'd byE- 
quivocal Generation. It would 
be too tedious ( only for Compa^

Mdpigbius alio has obferv'd, 
thofe Tttmours and Excrefcences 
of Plant s, Leases, gfc. that yield 
Flies and Wonbs, are firft made 
by fuch Irife&s which wound the 
tender Buds with a hollo wTrunk, 
and depofite an Egg in the Hole 
with a fhatp corrdive Liquor, 
which caufeth a Swelling in the 
Leaf, and fo fhutteth up the Or- 
fice. We need not add the Expe^ 
rimefttsof Lewenboick^aM others, 
fiace now this Do&rine of Equi- 
vocal Generation is uiiiverfally 
tipioded. 

As in the Generation of Infe&s, 
(wjiichare all of feminal Produfti- 
on} fo in Plants, Shrubs, Corn, 
toy, even Grafs itfelf, which of 
all Vegetatives has been fuppos'd 
to fpringfpontaneoufty out of the 
M, by the help of the Sun and 
lain, and proper Fermentations. 
We need not lun thro all theExpe- 
tfcents that have been upon this 
Head, We fhall only confine our 
wres to fhow, that nothing even 
8 much as Grafs, is producible on 
& Earth without Seed, as molt 
feJHitable. We need not Anfwer 
<$f Objection that God Almighty

are in the Succus nutritivus^ and 
other Plants- He has very well 
remark'd, that they have not only 
the fame Organs deftin'd to the 
fame ufes, but that they refemble 
'tm in infinite refpe&s, the fame 
accidents,andthe fame revolutions 
happen to them in common with 
Animals j they increafe, feed^are 
vigorous-, iick and dye. Nor can 
we be afTur'd,That they have not 
Thought, and are fenfible of Pain 
and Pleafurein the proper Functi- 
ons of their Nature, but we have 
rather fome very good Reafons to 
believe the Allirmative.

cover the Errors of this Churchy 
who emhpac'd the Fundamental 
IVrints, ani lived at? Holy Life, 
there might be fome hopes of Sal- 
tation $ but in refpe# to jhern, 
who were learned enough to per? 
ceive the corruption of the Romijb 
Do&rine, there was much lefs to 
be hoped, and that in general, 
they are in great danger of Dam- 
nation. And our Bijhp, inftead 
of taking any Advantage from 
Che charitable Opinion of the Pre- 
tefiants, reproaches the Roman 
Catholicktiotit, and accufes them 
of imitating theD**jf;)h,wherein 
they drawadvantagefromtheMo- 
deration of the Pro t eft ants. The 
Donatijts maintained, that the 
^aptitm of otherChriiUan Chur- 
cheswasvoid, and thefe Churches 
^orifeffed, That that of the Dona- 
vfis was good. Upon which 
tiiefeSchifmaticks took occafion 
to fay, That it was more fure to 
joynwith, *nd be baptized a- 
anengftthem, fincethe Validity 
of their baptifm wasacknowledged 
on all fides, whereas they doubted 
of that of the other Chr/ilians. 

J Tis true, the Archbifiiop calls the 
Roman Church,*, true Chriitiau 
Church, but after wards explains 
the difference between apure and 
Orthodox ChriffianCburch, and a 
true Christian Church, that was 
impure and fullied with Errors,in 
whifch laft number he places the 
Roman Church. And he is fc fet

names that all Nations have evec 
fince flung at one another, arid 
the Hebrews as often called by 
it among the Greeks as any* 
If he was to do this, ought not 
all Christians t>y Parity of Rea- 
fon to do the like by their Slaves 
and Servants ? We Anfwer, Yes, 
and much more, as the Go f pel is 
now more clearly revealed than 
twas to Abraham* who indeed 
faw Chrift,andrejoyc'd,but 'twas 
in darker Types and Prophecies]; 
But in order to a more full fati*r 
fa&ion of this Difficulty, it may 
be further convenient to enquire, 
whether Negro's Children aire to 
be Baptized^ and for grown Per- 
fons what Preparation is required 
of 'em ? To the Firll,a greatMao 
of our Church was of an Opinion, 
That a Negro's Childougnt to he 
baptiz'd, as well as any others i 
the Promife reaching To all that 
were afar off* as well as to Be- 
lievers and their Children^ and 
in this Cafe, the Right of the 
Child is in the Matter, not the 
#aiKjandifChnrtdy'dforall,w£y 
fhould not the Vertues of hisDeatft 
be apply'd 10 all , who do nor- 
thing to reliit it, for the wafhing 
away their Original Pravity ? A? 
gain, as we argue in the cafe of 
Infant Baptilm, If Infants were 
in the Covenant before Chriit,how 
come they^iincc tq be excluded ? 
SO we may here, and perhaps more 
generally $ If ali Infants, born ju

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^ntWsHoufe, or bought with I inftrufted his Heathen Servant /,

Has 
Wiefe remarkable Expf e(fions,r&v 
are Infants Baptized, fays tbt Pe- 
lagian ■? The Orthodox anfwers, 
that in Baptifm their Sins may 
be remitted. The Pelagian re- 
ply s, Wlwc did they ever fin ? The 
Orthodox rejoyns, that St. Paul 
♦ihall anfwer for him, who fa^sin 
the Fifth of the Horn. Death 
reigned from Adam tj Mofes, even 
ove* thofe who had not Jinn* d, ac- 
cording to the fimiliiude of A- 
ilarn's Tranfgrejfion. And he quotes 
St. Cyprian in. the fame place, both 
to his and our Purpofe, That if 
Kemijion of Sins is given even 
to greater and more notorious 
Sinners, and none is excepted 
from Gr act , none prohibited from 
Baptifm, vmcb lefs ought' an In- 
fant to be dcny y d Baptifm , who 
hat no Sin of his own, but only 
that of his Father Adam to an- 
fwer for.

he'd again receive and forgive 
him; nay, he tells Servants, 'tis 
their Duty^M whatever ilate they 
are calTd, therein to abide > be- 
fides, fome Perfons, nay, Nations 
fcem to be born for Slaves j parti- 
cularly many of the Barbarians 
in Africa, who have been fuch al- 
rooit from the beginning of the 
World, and who are in a much 
letter Condition of Life, when 
Slaves among us, than when atLi- 
herty at home,to cut throats and 
eat one another, efpecially when 
hy the Slaveryjof their Bodies,they

We might here 
make fome remarks uj>pn the 
Original and Invention of hours, 
of thtir Diyifian into four Quar- 
ters, of three hours each, into 
Rouble hours, fi* of which made 
a day , upon the four Watches 
pf the Night,andthecommonDi- 
vifion of the Day into Motning, 
Noon, and Evening 1 and of the 
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planner of beginning the day* and 
counting {he hours amongit the 
Jews, but that the IHgreflioii

Now th 
fatb how hinj come, there vai 
Darknefs over the whole Lani un- 
til the ninth hour* As this Is- 
predion did not (ignifie, that the 
Crucifixion and ail the Circum- 
fiances of it, which St- MaA had

Though 
it feems it was ufual for Swine to 
be fed even by the Jews them- 
felves ; otherwife there had been 
ho need of fo many Canons and 
Laws, in the latter Ages of that 
Commonwealth, to reitrain 'em 
from it 9 and 'twas befides a thing 
of ill Fame amongit them, an4 an 
Ufurer and Swine-Merchant , 
were* it feems, Names of equal 
Reproach.

Nor 
is'taWonder he fhould work Mi- 
racles aawngfuch aMungril Peo- 
ple, fj nee he did fobotjiamong the 
Samaritans and Syro-Pheniciaj\s , 
ho mote Jews than thefe Gada- 
ren&s. This Reafon appears to 
us more fair and probable than 
that of a very great ^lan, though 
his Opinion may be gueiVd at in 
other things by his Judgment here, 
who lays upon the Place, " That 
ct God was not unjuft to make ufe 
" of fuch Creatures as he had made , 
Cl to promote his own Glory, tho'

^thers, he feeds, fay he, on Corn,

rible, for he can lcarce be taken 
any way but by deceit', others lay, 
not without Nets of Iron> and 
our own Country-men, as well as 
the Hollanders, give us much the 
fame Account of 'em in their 
Greenland Voyages, where they 
often meet with 'em, for they arc 
both for Sea, Land, or River;

J. We did not think the Haw- 
kers had run fo far with out Ora- 
cles. However we muft by no 
means difoblige our new cuflomer,

I mvjt 
confefs Pvenothbigto fayagainf 
the Ordinary $ far it may be p* 
fum'd there are always fome Of- 
fenders left in Newgate, after 
the Sejions^ who- commonly pre-

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judice the Prifoners againjt him 
who is their conftant Preacher, J 
defire your Opinion whether it 
would not he a commendable thing, 
for the Clergy of London within 
the Bills of Mortality to Preach 
once every hordes Day to the Pri- 
foners* which wou*d not come to 
their turns above once in two 
years ? If they fay, their Preach- 
ing wou*d he to no purpofe, be-'- 
caufe they are generally fo har- 
dened when they come thither, that 
fiouldan Angel from Heaven corner 
down, * t would fignify nothing.

any ^Alteration in't. But not- 
withftanding this, there's no 
doubt, but trie wicked Man ought 
to pray that he may be made bet- 
ter, it being only the impenitently 
wicked, thole who. are iefolv'd to 
continue fo, who mock God with 
their Prayers, and whom .for that 
Reafon he bids bring no more 
main Oblations. But 'tis a vaftly 
different cafe inthofe whowou'd 
be better, and -refolve to be fo. 
However, none affirm, That eve- 
ry JExprejfion in David's Pfalms is 
proper for every Man, which is fo 
iat from being true> that they are 
not all app licable to the fame 
ft ate of the Church, but fome to a 
time of Profperity, others of Ad- 
verfity. Much let's are thole 
high ExpreJfions of Devotion, 
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and hope and truft in God, and 
delight in his Word and Com* 
mandments, which we find every- 
where fcatter'd through the Di- 
vine works of the Pfalmifi, any 
way fuitable to an ill Man, who 
has not fo much as attain'd to . 
the loweft Degrees of Virtue ; 
nor can he, it he's ingenuous, 
make ufe of them* or joyn with 
them till he grows better and 
more Religious: Tis doubtlefsa 
Sin in. him, to joyn in thole 
Pfalms with a refolution of be- 
ing ftill wicked, or without a 
Refolution of Amendment : How-* 
ever, the Church may lawfully 
and profitable make ute of theiu 
both in her ftattd Liturgy, and 
occafional Devotions, aiid has 
a&ually done fo fojr thefe many 
years in her Hated Liturgy , 
which muft have iomething fui- 
table to all Perfons, tho' aU can't 
be fo. And in her Hymns and 
Lauds ; which doubtlels are a 
neceffary part of Publick Vor(bip % 
wherein all muft be fuppos'd fit 
to joyn, and 'us their own fault 
if they do not : Nay^ we know 
not, why one that is imperfe&ly 
virtuous mayn't joyn in the Prai* 
fes of God, as well as in the 
Penitential Pfalms^ though 'tis 
own'd he can't io properly in 
David's Proteftations of his Piety 
and Innocence : He ought there- 
fore to labour to increate Virtue, 
to lead a Godly, as well as a 
righteous and fiber Life, that he 
may fincerely, and humbly make 
ufe of -thole higher Flights of 
Devotion. 

Q. £>uomodo formantur , &c 
How are Animals form'd ? 'Tis 
indeed generally now agreed^ That 
they are formed ex ovo ; but 
thJt's not here the Jfruftion. But, 

How 
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How out of Matter whichappears 
plainly Homogeneous, Jbou y d be 
fom'd an Animal, which confifis 
of fo many and fo different parts. 

Some think this is done by tht 
Fermentation of the Seed ', but it 
feetns not pojible, that infinite va- 
riety of parts, fo aptly difpos y d, 
fion'd artfe from thence. Others 
ajfert, that the firfi Seed of the 
fever aI Animals created by God, 
did formally include all Seeds in 
it felf; but this alfo feents very 
difficult to conceive, becaufe of the 
infinite number of Animals which 
have been formed from this ptefent 
time to the Creation of the 
World ; tho y to this indeed they 
fay, That the parts of Matter are 
Infinite. Others are of Opinion^ 
that all the Seeds of the feveral 
Animals were in the beginning of 
the World created by God, and 
that we take them in daily, fo 
that mafculine Atoms, *r Seeds 
are fitted and adhere to Men, and 
feminine to Women- They add a 
-wonderful thing, that there are 
feveral little Animals moving 
them] "elves about in the Seed, di- 
ftinftly feen in the Microfcope. 
Pray which of thefe Opinions do 
you efieem moft probable ? 

A. Though Matter be granted 
homogeneous of it felf, and in its 
own Nature, and all we fee or 
handle, or any way perceive by 
our Senfes, muft be material, 
'twou'd for all that puzzle the 
greateft Chymift, or Philofopher 
in the World, to produce fo 
much as one Atom of this Mat- 
ter, purely homogeneous ; it be- 
ing, vve are apt to believe, in- 
separably mix*d by the wife 
Iiand of Nature, fo as to defy 
all total Diffolution, unlefs by 
him who firit made it 3 and who 
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has out of different PriAcii* 1 
compounded, arid fo wondwM" 
ly united it. Which being grant- 
ed, we can't fee any fuch Dif- 
ficulty in that Objeftion. Hon 
an Heterogeneous Animal fhou'd be 
compos'd out of Matter, tho* thai 
Matter be allow'd to be in itsfelf 
homogeneous ; fince whatever 
Matter may be iA it felf, sad its 
ElFence and rude Conception, 
(which perhaps we don't knoyv 
mi&h more certainly than the 
Nature of Spirits, and immaterial 
Objefts) this is certain, thatMat- 
ter no where appears to our Sen- 
fes, but 'tis various, and its parts 
Heterogeneous* However, the no- 
Ax of the Formation of Animal* 
is Hill in the dark, and perhaps 
ilill will be fo, and prefenr'd*- 
mong the magnolia nature.; the 
infpir'd Writers expreffing them- 
felves here at leaft, according t» 
the capacity of the Learned as 
well as the Vulgar, when they ae* 
knowledge the Ignorance of Mai* 
kind. " How the Bones depot 
" intheWombof her that is will 
u Child, and that we are awftBj 
u and wonderfully made, wtai 
t; we are fafhiun'd fecretlyinthe 
" lower parts of the Earth. How- 
ever it feems not probable, 
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Vc can't conceive hotrtr it fhou'd 
jofile it felf into an Animal, any 
taore than into a World ; it being 
much mdfe eafie for Stones to 
leap out of a jfadrrymd make an 
Efatri'd, a VerfaiUes, or a ZVi//- 
aw<&f, without asking the u/r- 
ritVa? , j fe/tw, or calling for the 
mpt With his Mortar and 2V0- 
ifcitorffflft them. Norfeems it 
iteteffary ot Rational, that the/;^ 
«tf 6f evefy Creature fliou'd for- 
mally include all thofe Seeds that 
ftou'd be afterwards proiuc'd 
fori it, fince 'tis, we think, fuf- 
ficien't that it fhou'dPotcntialb in- 
clude them, as Abraham did L«s i, 
orasbne J&ira/ all thofe inde- 
ttrrtinate Kernels, that may be 
tfcente afterwards rais'd ', thefirit 
&&k being doubtlefs ot the fame 
Nature, with thofe that now exift 
afar fo many thoufand Years ', 
Rtft, the Order of Tims making 
oftl/art accidental Difference, 
wtiicli iF #c don'rgrant, we mult 
*A &to this abfurdity, that every 
tbtogdteg not produce its like. 
A Bird a J;n/, or a Jfoife tHorfC) 
tfhidl would be to fill all the 
World with Movjters^yrblch Na- 
cres does fo much abhor. But 
tfery Seed or Kernel* for Exam- 
ple, does not actually, and for- 
tify contain all the Seeds oiKer- 
£h, which may be at any times 
afterwards produced from them. 
jl Kernel has iadefid,.as we hare 
ound by Micrbfcopes, a pretty 
& and diftinct f Delineation of 
be Tree zndJBranchcs, into which 
f may be afterwards fonn'd, by 
^.fomentation of its Parts, and 
ditttionof fuitable Matter, us in 
biTree are Potentially contain'd 
4 the Thou&ods and Alillions of 
lentils, and fa of Trees, that 
uii ox may be tKence rais'd 
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afterwards; and fo We are apt w 
believe it mud be in the firit Ani- 
mals ', whereas ihtfineft Glnjfcs, ■ 
whioh aie fometime fince brought 
to an almoft incredible and mira- 
culous Perfe&ion, can't difcover 
aftual Steds in Seeds, or Kernels 
in Kernels j though if there were 
any fuch thing as an aftual Lesft, 
or fo much ta&'d of Atom, they 
might, one would think , bs 
diicovered by them, fince they 
have ihown us, not only Seed, but 
even, new Animals in many Parts 
of Matter,where we never fu (peel- 
ed them, and even in fomeof tae 
fmalleft Animals themfelves , 
whereof our naked Sight can take 
any Cognizance. As for the Parts 
of Matter, be they hew they 
will, finits-ox infinite ( as there 
are almoft Rcmonflrances on both 
fides,and 'tis of nefgreat Concern 
if Men are Seep ticks in fome 
Points of Philofophy, fo they are 
but firm (not Dbgmatical ) in 
what's of greater Moment , it 
makes, we think, no great Alter- 
ation in the Thing ; for if theie 
Parts are not all feminal, we ai e 
ne'er the nearer. Nay, at bell an 
abfurdity feems to be the Confe- 
quenee of this Hypothecs, be- 
caufe if thole Parts are infinity 
and includes all fuccelBve (Jene*- 
rations of Animals, it would, we 
think, follow, that the number of 
Animals too, fhould be infinite i 
nay, the Number of any 'Infeft, a*- 
ny Animal ; and inflead of ant, 
we fhould get a thoufand Infinites , 
and 'twouid be Jlrange too, if they 
fhould not, fome of them, htgrea- 
ter or lefs, than one another.

the Invention of Guns, and proba- 
bly in a Pafs or Defile, where they 
cou'd only be attack 'd in Front, 
and that not by many more 
than themfeltes. But we'll quit 
this Head, kit the Gentlemen we 
are diiputing with, who are gene- 
rally -very nimble in thefe Cafes, 
fcould change fides, and com- 
plain, that inilead of too great a 
Wracle, 'twas now no Mirracle at 
ill. For the Prophets lying fo ma- 
ty days upon their fides, might 
)nly be done in Vifioiu We are 
ure there's no Abjurdity in this, 
vhich being granted, their abfur- 
hf/vanifhtes.

A Tis a iign the QucriS for- 
gets his Chronology as well as Di- 
vinity, when he talks of Chri- 
stianity's being forg'd at the Be- 
Urutlion of Jcrufalem, which he- 
fore that time, was pldnted in 
the molt remote Nations on the 
Earth. This Destruction of that 
Noble City, for the fame Crime 
he who makes the Query is guilty 
of, not believing our Saviour, 
happened fome Forty years after 
his Death, —j— but the Gofpel 
was planted throughput the World, 
as ancient Hiflorians allures us, 
within thirty years after his Cru- 
cifixion, ten yearshztoxt that De- 
folation, according to our Savi- 
our's own Prophecy-, ( by the belt 
Commentators thus apply'd) That 
the Go f pel mult be fivft preached 

to all Nations, , and that for 

this very end>that they might fee , 
the terrible Deslruftion which be- 
fel the Jews-, God!s own People, 
for ilighting and refufing it, and 
the truth of Chrilt's Doilrine by 
the Completion of his Prophecies ■, 
Jcrufalemwa* deftrofd by theyoun- 
ger Vefpafian^^nd don't all the 
AVbrld know, that Hundreds of 
Jhoufaiids.of holy Men dfd for the 
faith ofChrift under thokMonHers 
of cruelty ■ ■ ■ Nero and Caligula, 
long before either he or his Fa- 
ther came to the Crown ?

To the Second Queftion

pair'd thote that were in Debt,, 
as well as thofe that were other- 
wife diftrelfed. Such Sanctuaries 
there now 'are in Popifi Countries* 
and were formerly herein Eng- 
land , and we need go no fur- 
ther than Wejlniiiijler to find 'em j 
nay, the very Name of Santtmry 
is yet remaining, tho' moulded by 
length of Time, and vulgar Pro- 
nunciatioih which wou'd be apt 
to make one think that the Word 
Ceniry , or ftanding Centry had 
the fame Original, from thole who 
Itood watching and guarding fuch 
places. Did not both Sentinel and 
Centry (as it were better written ) 
plainly owe their Original to the 
Latin Verb Sentire , from Vigi- 
lance and Wawhfulnefsjas i'oon as 

he 
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he approach'*! to difcover or per- 
ceive the Enemy.* That fuch pla- 
ces are in themfelves lawful in 
fdme Cafes, there 5 s no doubt to be 
made, becaufe God himtelf gave 
pofitive order for them; but this 
never in theCafe of wilful Murder, 
where even the Horns of the Altar 
cou'd not preferve : Whereas we 
know very well what Work the 
Monks did formerly make with 
their San&uaries here in England-) 
and fiill do in Popijb Countries, 
where 'tis a very difficult Matter 
to bring the blackeft Offender to 
Juftice, if he get but a Mma&ery 
over his Head 5 to fay nothing of 
the Monks Cowl it felf, which 
makes 'errf (trait as Innocent as 
the Child unborn* or at leaft as 
tile reft of the Fraternity. 

As for Sanftuaries in the Cafe 
of Debt, the former Difficulties re- 
curr , not tO add that for thofe 
which Cu&oitl has granted he re at 
prel'ent, all own 'em the great- 
eft Sinks of Villany that are out 
of Hell, and we fhould as foon ex- 
pect a Man ftiou'd remain honefl 
who joined himfelf with a Crew 
of Banditti, as long retain a»y Sen- 
timents of Religion and Vertue, 
after he once gets into thofe pla- 
ces, which if Porfonsart before 
good, will make 'em bad \ if had$ 
yet worfe, as we have oblerv'd in 
all we ever yet knew who tied 
thither , which one would think 
to live in 'em,or butpafs thro* 'em, 
were none of God? s Dominions any 
more than the King's, which will 
give EncouragemcnP as well as 
Harbor, to all lorts of Villains and 
Villanies, nothing being there to 
be leen or heard but the heighth 
or Riot and Lewdnefs. In the 
mean time, iince 'tis very hard, as 
before, that a Man's Liberty fhou'd 



be taken away for what many 
times he could not avoid, and fo 
one Misfortune be punifhed with 
a greater. It were a thing, we 
-humbly conceive, very well be- 
coming the Wifdom of a Nation 
( but bear witnefs we don't pre- 
tend to advife any Bodyjf to regu- 
late a Matter of fo great difficul- 
ty and Moment, towards which 
perhaps SanSuary Laws wou'dgoa 
great length. However it feems 
neceffary a difference fhou'd be 
made between thofe who are un- 
done by unavoidable Misfortunes, 
and thofe whom their own III Hus- 
bandry or Extravagance, have 
ruin'cl.* But if you further en- 
quire when this is like tobedone, 
we Anfwer, perhaps wbenn 
have done writing-

or felling muftbe forfome carnal, 
humane, or temporal Price, becaufe 
if one fpiritual thing be given for 
• another, 'tis not properly Simony. 
And this Price is again divided 
into Pretium muneris, Mcjney or 
Money* s worth, direBly or indireS- 
ly, even though neitner the Pa- 
tron nor Ineumbent are privy to 
it, in which \Cafe the Clerk is 
Simoniacc promotes, though not 
Simoniacus, and lb his Prcfenta- 
tion, &c. aftiially void, and he 
difabled for ever to that Living ; 
to that degree, that' it has been 
often the Judgment of the Law- 
yers, that the Queen herfelf tho? 
{he pardon him,csin'tprefenthimxo 
the fame Benefice. Pretium Lin- 
gua, is undeferved Praife or Flat- 
tery, or alking a Benefice for a 
Clerk who does not deierve it.

To fell or purchafe what's 
properly fpiritual, as Ordination } 
Sacraments, &c. is the higbeit 
degree of Simony, and near that of 
Simon Magus, who was for buy- 
ing the Gift pf the Holy Gltofa 
whence the Name of Simony is 
generally deriv'd by Aquinas and 
others. For the other and more 
common fort, [Spirituali annex- 
um] what's anaexed to a fpiritu- 
al thing, this includes buying or 
felling Ecclefiaftical Benefaes, 
wherein We think; the Lawyers 
DiflinJl ions art fometivies extreaflH 
ly Nift, which We fhall recite, 
and then go on to oiir further In- 
quiries. The Jdvoufon pr Right 
of Advocation or Prefentation to 
a Living, .( for the molt part the 
fame Jm Patroiyttus) feems to 
be aliquid annexum fpiritnaliy 
for is it not annexed to. the Bene* 
fi.ee-> ifthedifpofing the Benefit

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be annexed to that : The Patron's 
Right in Cafe of Jdvoufon is 
judged to arife at flrft from Build- 
ing and Endowing the Church, 
which he can't do without Con- 
fent of his Diocefan -, and when 
things are once Confecrated to 
God, theyceafe to be of Man^s 
Propriety, and the Patron can't 
fill the Benefice, but the Biffaop 
muft flill do it, and 'tis certain, 
that Jdvoufon: are within Ecclefe- 
*8icalJurifdi8ion,an&the Ordina- 
ry may decree a Prqcefs, to enquire 
concerning an Jdvoufon according 
to the Laws and Cuftoms of the 

Church, all which feem to 

make it, [Spirituali annexum.] 

But notwithstanding this, the 
lawyers do univerfally agree, that 
an Jdvoufon is a Temporal not a 
Spiritual Inheritance $ for a Writ 
jq£ Right Jdvoufon lies for him, 
who has an Eftate in an Jdvoufon 
in Ftffimple, and it may be De- 
vi Jed by Wit, or Granted by Deed-, 
as other Temporal Inheritances, 
and accordingly Purchased, either 
in part or whole, the entire Right 
for ever, or only the next Prefen- 
tation, the Power of Conferring 
the Benefice may be purchas'd, 
tho' not the very Benefice : But 
»tis in the Purchafing thefe actual 
Prefent ations, that there's lo much 
Dauger of Simony, and oftentimes 
i'uch Nice diftindions. 

The Lawyers generally agree, 
That for a Father to Prelent his 
Son by Vertue of a Purchaie of 
the next Jdvoufon, which he made 
in the Pretence of his Son,a Ckrk, 
when the Incumbent fick, and not 
lik« to live, by reafon of a Sick- 
nefs whereof he loon after dy'd, 
that this is Simony* So Godolphm^ 
in his Repertonuni Canonicum, 
r>. 540. from the Cafe of Smith, 



veifus Shilburn : And yet not Si- 
mony if the Son abfent, unlefs it 
appears, that 'twas with Intention 
to Prefent him. But how to re- 
concile this with what follows in 
the fame Author, his Chapter of 
Simony, Sect. 35. feems diificulty 
where he fays, u The Incumbent 
cc of a Church being Sick, theivi- 
u ther Contracts with the Patron^ 
" in the Piefence of his Son> for 
" the next Jvoidance for the Son, 
u and agreed %p give him 100 /. 
" The Grant is made, the Incum*

He's 
u fu'd for Simony, refolv'd on the 
" Cafe that 'twas no Simony, for

u buy an Jdvoufon* The Law- 
yers indeed are divided in thole 
Matters, tho' there feems a dif- 
ference between a flight Sickntfs, 
and defperate Illnefs. However, 
it feems hard that fliould be ad- 
judged Simony. For if a Father 
may Prefent his own Son, which 
none denies, why mayn't he as 
well £>uy the Prefent at ion for that 
End. For if his Partiality be ob- 
jected, it equally holds in both 
Cafes, as well as in Bonds of Re-* 
fignation, and after all, the Bifhop* 
not he, is Judge of the Clerks Fit- 
nefs, or Incapacity* But we mull 
have a Care we don't argue, on, 
if he may buy the next Prefenta- 
tion, the Incumbent being Sick, on 
purpoie for the S071, or Kinjma?i ? 
why not, as we'll if the Incumbent 
be Dead t For this is flat Simony* 
and precluded both by the Laws of 
the Land, and Churches Oath. And

Which to come to our fecond 
Enquiry, the Law of the Land 
has exprefly forbidden, and that

uioil difficult part of Poetry, and 
which he fo admirably manag'd 
towards Augujlus his Family) 
take all this together, and nothing 
that's nieerly humane mufl pre- 
tend to come near this incompa- 
rable Piece, as we doubt notwill 
be granted by all the Impartial 
World, as long as that and this 
Poem fhall laft, for they are in all 
probability of an equal Date.

cue find. They have the Diftin- 
ftion of the Sexes, as appears in the 
Cyprefs, Hemp, Palm, g^c. which 
bear not Fruit,Rnlcfs planted near 
*he Male, they feem to refpire, 
( as 'tis reafonably fuppos'd) en- 
creafing befl in the open Air, and 
by the Root, which is their Mouth, 
they feem to tafte, discerning the 
Difference in Soils, grow better or 
worfe, according as they like their 
Feeding. There is the fame Uni- 
formity betwixt Animals and 
Plants, in that both die, have their 
Nutrition,Augmentation,and Ge- 
neration : If Animals be Salatious 
in their proper Seafons, Plants have 
their times for being in Sap.
